WARRANT. 


Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 
Norfolk, ss. 


To any Constable of the Town of Brookline, Greeting :— 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are 
hereby required to notify and warn the inhabitants of the town of 
Brookline, qualified to vote in elections, to meet at the Town Hall 
in the said town, on Thursday, the fifth day of March, 1914, at six 
o’clock in the forenoon, for the following purposes, to wit: 


First, To choose a Moderator. 


Second, To choose by ballot the following Town Officers: One 
Town Clerk, for one year; five Selectmen, for one year; one Col- 
lector of Taxes, for one year; one Treasurer, for one year; one 
Assessor, for three years; three members of the School Commit- 
tee, for three years; four Trustees of the Public Library, for three 
years; two Trustees of Walnut Hills Cemetery, for three years; 
one Park Commissioner, for three years; one member of the Water 
Board, for three years; three Auditors, for one year; three mem- 
bers of the Committee on Planting Trees, for one year; two Fence 
Viewers, for one year; five Constables, for one year; two members 
of the Planning Board, for three years; two members of the Plan- 
ning Board, for two years; one member of the Planning Board, for 
one year; also upon the same ballot, to vote “Yes” or “No” upon 
the following questions: ‘Shall licenses be granted for the sale 
of intoxicating liquors in this town?” “Shall this town accept the 
provisions of section forty-two* of chapter five hundred and four- 
teen of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and nine, as affected 
by chapter four hundred and ninety-four of the acts of the year 
nineteen hundred and eleven, which provides that eight hours shall 
constitute a day’s work for city or town employees?” ‘Shall chap- 
ter four hundred and eighty-seven of the acts of the year nineteen 
hundred and thirteen, being an act relative to the promotion of 
call men in the fire departments of cities and towns, be accepted 
by this town of Brookline?” ‘Shall chapter eight hundred and 
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seven of the acts of nineteen hundred and thirteen, being an act to 
provide for compensating laborers, workmen and mechanics for in- 
juries sustained in public employment, and to exempt from legal 
liability counties and municipal corporations which pay such com- 
pensation, be accepted by the inhabitants of this town of Brook- 
line?” For these purposes the polls will be opened at a quarter 
after six o’clock in the forenoon and may be closed at a quarter 
after five in the afternoon. Also to choose or appoint all other 
usual town officers in such manner as the town may determine. 


Third, To see if the town will vote to authorize the Treasurer, 
with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money in anticipa- 
tion of the revenue of the current financial year, 


Fourth, To act upon the appropriations asked for or proposed in 
the annual town reports by the Selectmen or by any town officers 
or committees. 


Fifth, To vote that on all taxes and sewer assessments remaining 
unpaid after a certain time, interest shall be paid at a specifie 
rate not exceeding six per cent. per annum. | 


Sixth, To see if the town will petition the Director of the Bureau 
of Statistics for an audit of its accounts, in accordance with the 
provisions of Chapter 598 of the Acts of 1910 and amendments 
thereto. 


Seventh, To appropriate five thousand dollars ($5,000.00) for 
the maintenance of the School of Practical Arts. 


Eighth, To appropriate fifteen thousand eight hundred dollars 
($15,800.00) for furnishing and fitting for occupancy the new Ed- 
ward Devotion School building. 


Ninth, To amend Section 3 of the Ordinance to establish the 
Brookline Water Board. 


Tenth, To appropriate fifteen hundred dollars ($1500.00) to com- 
plete the building of the stone wall along the Allandale road front- 
age of Walnut Hills Cemetery. 


Eleventh, To appropriate one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) to con- 
tinue the improvements of the grounds of Walnut Hills Cemetery. 


Twelfth, To repeal Section 1 of Article XI-a of the By-Laws of 
the town, the said section having been adopted at the annual town 
meeting March 15, 1911. 
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Thirteenth, To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen to 
appoint a Bird Warden. 


Fourteenth, To see if the town will appropriate the sum of seven- 
teen thousand two hundred dollars ($17,200.00 for the purchase of 
land on the southerly side of Summit avenue opposite land now 
owned by the town, for park or playground purposes, and to author- 
ize the Treasurer to borrow the same. 


Fifteenth, To appropriate thirty-eight thousand dollars ($38,000.- 
00) for a new tuberculosis hospital, to be erected by the Board of 
Health, and for the cost of installing a central heating plant at the 
high service pumping station of the Water Department to provide 
heat for the almshouse, the present contagious hospital buildings 
and for the proposed tuberculosis hospital building, and to author- 
ize the Treasurer to borrow the same. 


Sixteenth, To see if the town will vote to purchase the lot of land 
with the building thereon standing, situated at the corner of Wash- 
ington and Thayer streets belonging to Martin Kingman and con- 
taining twenty-six hundred square feet, and to appropriate the sum 
of eight thousand dollars $8,000,000 for that purpose, and to author- 
ize the Treasurer to borrow the same. 


Seventeenth, To see if the town will instruct the Moderator of 
the annual town meeting to appoint a committee of five citizens to 
consider the matter of increasing the term of years for which the 
Selectmen, or any of them, shall be elected, and to make its report 
and recommendations to the town at a later town meeting. 


Highteenth, To see if the town will direct the Selectmen to pre- 
pare a division of the town into convenient voting precincts and 
to report the same to the town at a future town meeting called for 
the purpose as provided by Sections 221 and 222 of Chapter 835 of 
the Acts of 1913. 


Nineteenth, To see what action the town will take with reference 
to a petition for legislation now before the Massachusetts Great 
and General Court which seeks to make Brookline a part of Suf- 
folk County. 


Twentieth, To make an additional appropriation of two hundred 
thirty-three dollars and seven cents ($233.07) for the alteration 
and widening of Cypress street from Washington street to Searle 
avenue. : 


Twenty-first, To appropriate forty-one thousand dollars ($41,- 
000.00) for paving Washington street from Harvard square to Park 
street, and to authorize the Treasurer to borrow the same, 
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Twenty-second, To accept and allow Orchard road from Downing 
road to boundary line between Brookline and Boston as laid out by 
the Selectmen and reported to the town at this meeting. 


Twenty-third, ‘To accept and allow the building lines on both 
sides of Orchard road between Downing road and the boundary 
line between Brookline and Boston as laid out and established by 
the Selectmen and reported to the town at this meeting. 


Twenty-fourth, To accept and allow Parkman street from Powell 
street to St. Paul street as laid out by the Selectmen and reported 
to the town at this meeting, and to appropriate one thousand dol- 
lars ($1,000.00) to pay for the cost of construction. 


Twenty-fifth, To accept and allow Marshal street from Beacon 
street to Sewall avenue as laid out by the Selectmen and reported 
to the town at this meeting.

twenty (420) square feet included in the location of said Crafts 
road and a release of all claims for damages in connection with 
the said location. 


Thirty-sixth, To hear and act upon reports of the town officers 
and committees. 


Thirty-seventh, To appropriate and raise by borrowing or other- 
wise such sums of Money as may be necessary for all or any of 
the purposes mentioned in the foregoing articles.

The Town Hall had been fitted up as a polling place, a 
space railed off, and one hundred and twenty compartments 
provided for the convenience of voters in examining and 
marking their ballots, and each compartment was supplied 
with cards of instruction and other necessary facilities. 
Cards of instruction and specimen ballots were also posted 
in different patts of the building outside of the rail; all in 
accordance with the laws of the Commonwealth of Massa- 
-chusetts governing elections. 


The arrangement of the railing was such that six entrances 
were provided for voters to enter the space inside the rail for 
the purpose of marking their ballots, with six ballot-boxes 
to correspond, one for each entrance. The Ballot Clerks 
were provided with duplicate sets of the list of registered 
voters of the town, one for men voters and one for women 
voters, as prepared by the Registrars of Voters for use at 
this election. These alphabetical lists of voters were divided 


to correspond with the six entrances and six ballot-boxes as 
follows :— 


Entrance No. 1—A, B, C. Entrance No. 4—L, M, Mc. 
Entrance No. 2—D, E, F, G. Entrance No. 5—N, O, P, Q, R. 
Entrance No. 3—H, I, J, K. Entrance No. 6—S to Z inclusive. 


The Moderator appointed Police Sergeant James Gleason 


to have charge of the ballot-boxes and the space inside of 
the railing. 


The Town Clerk delivered to the Moderator, Fred H. 
Williams, three sealed packages containing ballots, and took 
his receipt for the same. Such packages were marked :—

The election officers stationed at the six entrances were 
supplied with the lists of voters, and with the official ballots 
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taken from the packages received from the Town Clerk, with 
instructions to deliver such ballots only to voters whose 
names were found and checked on the lists. 


The six ballot-boxes—as inspected and approved by the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth to be used at elections— 
were then opened in public meeting, examined by the Mod- 
erator and other election officers, and found to be empty. 
The register of each box was set at zero (0), the boxes 
locked, and the keys delivered to Police Sergeant James 
Gleason, appointed in charge of the ballot-boxes. 


At seventeen minutes after six o’clock the polls were de- 
clared open for the reception of voters for town officers, and 
were kept open until fifteen minutes after five o'clock in the 
afternoon, when, after due notice, they were declared closed. 


* By consent of the Moderator and Town Clerk, the ballot- 
boxes were opened several times during the day for the pur- . 
pose of removing the ballots to be counted. 


The total number of ballots cast as indicated by the reg- 
isters of the six boxes, was twenty-nine hundred and thirty- 


five (2935). 


The names checked on the voting lists by the Ballot Clerks 
at the entrances to the polling place, and by the checkers at 
the ballot-boxes, were counted up, compared, and found to

The Town Clerk delivered to the presiding election officer 


a box as received by him from the Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth containing seven sealed packages marked “Ofh- 
cial Ballot, Brookline, Tuesday, November 3, 1914, 6400,” 
together with specimen ballots and cards of instruction, 
and took his receipt therefor in conformity with law. The 
presiding election officer publicly broke the seals on the 
packages and delivered the ballots to Robert A. Smiley and 
Francis F. Muldowney, the ballot clerks. 

The election officers stationed at the six entrances and 
six ballot-boxes were supplied with the list of voters, and 
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with the official ballots, with instructions to deliver such ballots 
only to voters whose names were found and checked on the 
lists at the entrances and to allow no voter to deposit his 
ballot until his name was found and checked on the lists at 
the ballot-boxes. 

The six ballot-boxes, as inspected and approved by the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth to be used at elections, 
were then opened in public meeting, examined by the elec- 
tion officers and found to be empty. The register of each 
box was set at zero (0), the boxes locked, and the keys 
were retained by James Gleason, the Sergeant of Police at 
the polling place. 

At ten minutes past six o’clock in the forenoon the polls 
were declared open for the reception of ballots, and were 
kept open until six o’clock in the afternoon, when, after 
due notice, they were declared closed. 

By unanimous consent of the election officers, the bai- 
lot-boxes were opened several times during the day for 
the purpose of removing the ballots to be counted.

ANNUAL REPORT 


The Selectmen submit the following report for the year 
ending December 31, 1914 :— 


There have been no large improvements under our direc- 
tion during the past year, and our attention has been large- 
ly given to the problems arising in the ordinary course of 
administration and with the study of new ones. The ques- 
tion of providing surface water drainage in the southerly 
and westerly parts of the town, where there are at times 
flooded areas, is one to which considerable attention has 
been given. This involves the reclaiming of wet lands so 
that they can be used for improvements, the removal of 
standing water and the control of mosquito breeding and 
other questions of importance to the owners of land in the 
vicinity of the swamps. The question of the division of 
costs between the town and those persons benefited by the 
improvements is a difficult one. 


The Planning Board, elected at the last annual meeting, 
has been studying many problems of interest to the town, 
and attention is called to its published report. Upon its 
recommendation the Selectmen employed Mr. John P. Fox, 
Traction Expert, to make a report on the subject of noise 
from street cars in the Town of Brookline. The report is 
on file in the Selectmen’s Office and contains much valuable 
material. The question was studied by Mr. Fox with the 
cordial co-operation of the officials of the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company, and suggestions were made to them 
relative to the causes of noise and their removal, especially 
in connection with the re-location of the tracks in Wash- 
ington Street and the new pavement on that street. Some 
of these suggestions will undoubtedly be followed and the 
results of the investigation will be beneficial to the town. 
The problem is not yet solved, however. 


The paving of Washington Street was delayed, as the 
underground structures were not all laid until late in the 
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season. It was deemed best to have the ground settle this 
winter before putting in the permanent pavement. Also 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company was not in a posi- 
tion to re-locate its tracks until the coming season. 


We called attention in our last report to the question of 
filtering our water supply. This matter has been presented 
to the town in detail by the Water Department, and the 
questions involved are before the town for action at the © 
coming meeting. » We think that the iron and other sub- 
stances which hurt our water supply for domestic use must 
be removed even at a large cost, but the different solutions 
of the question and the whole matter should receive care- 
ful consideration before action is taken. 


Some large appropriations will be brought before the 
Town Meeting in connection with the High School and the 
Manual Training School. These are important subjects, 
and the School Committee is justified in taking hold of the 
question of providing additional accommodations for both 
of these schools. Even if a part or the whole of the money - 
for these projects be borrowed the necessary payments this 
year will involve quite an addition to the tax levy, and it 
might be well to defer some of the appropriations if pos- 
sible. The water appropriation, however, should receive 
the first attention, as it has been pending longer and in- 
volves the health of the community. 


The work on the Soldiers’ Monument is progressing. The 
pedestal is practically completed, and we expect very soon 
to see the finished model. The casting will take about six 
months, and it is hoped that the monument will be ready 
for dedication in September next. 


Valuation and Tax Rate. 


The valuation of land in the town increased $64,900.00, 
and the valuation of buildings increased $1,872,300.00, mak- 
ing the total increase in real estate values $1,937,200.00. 
The valuation of personal property increased $1,866,200.00, 
making an increase amounting to $3,803,400.00 in the total 
valuation of the town. This total is $121,526,100.00. 
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The tax rate for 1914 was $14.50 per thousand. This was 
an increase of $1.20 over the tax rate for the preceding 
year and the largest rate in the history of the town. An 
important factor in the steadily increasing level of rate in 
the past few years has been the increase in the state tax 
and the decrease in receipts from corporations and other 
sources, which by law have been applied elsewhere. Under 
these circumstances the increase in valuation from year to 
year has not taken care of the increase in the appropria- 
tions made necessary by the growth of the town. It is 
hoped and expected that the tax rate will not increase ma- 
terially this year. 


Finances. 


The balance of free cash remaining unexpended at the. 
end of the year and available for the current expenses of 
the coming year amounted to $44,074.35. At the end of 
1913 the corresponding balance amounted to $292.70. The 
compilation producing this balance of $44,074.35 showed 
that the taxes collected exceeded the amount that it was 
estimated would be collected by $1,589.61; the receipts ex- 
ceeded the estimate by $16,628.54; there was a balance of 
the annual appropriations unexpended amounting to $43,- 
357.09; and the balance of unexpended special appropria- 
tions, which have been closed, amounted to $773.04. All 
of these items amounted to $71,055.54, and from this sum 
there was taken for additional appropriations under author- 
ity of town votes or otherwise the sum of $26,981.t9, leav- 
ing the balance of $44,074.35 above mentioned. 


There were no temporary loans during the year in an- 
ticipation of funded debt. Permanent loans amounting to 
$332,100.00, being $131,100.00 for the new Devotion School, 
$85,000.00 for Technology Athletic or Brookline Field, $40,- 
000,00 for the construction of highways, $40,000.00 for the 
construction of sewers and surface water drains and $36,- 
000.00 for the Soldiers’ Monument, have been placed since 
our last report. Payments of existing debt during the year, 
including a payment of $165,000.00 on account of previous 
temporary loans made in anticipation of funded debt, 
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amounted to $361,881.00. The total direct debt of the town 
at the end of the year was $1,529,794.00, being $29,781.00 
less than the debt at the end of the year 1913. Of this 
amount, $214,914.00 was for water supply, $20,000.00 for 
the separation of sewer and surface water drain, and $309,- 
630.00 for public playgrounds, the sum of these three be- 
ing $544,544.00, and being debt existing by authority of 
law outside of the limit of indebtedness under the Municipal 
Indebtedness Act. The total debt which the town could 
incur under the Act for general purposes was $3,497,678.00, 
or 3 per cent of the average valuation of taxable property 
in Brookline for the years 1912, 1913 and 1914. ‘The in- 
debtedness at the end of the year, therefore, which was 
governed by this Act was $085,250.00 (i. e., $1,529,794.00 
less $544,544.00, the amount mentioned above), or $763,- 
589.00 less than one-half the amount which the town was 
authorized to borrow under the Act. The sum of $800,- 
000.00 was borrowed during the year in anticipation of 
taxes and was paid off. Of this, $500,000.00 was borrowed 
at low rates before the first of August, and the balance 
afterwards at the higher rates prevailing on account of the 
war. The year closed with outstanding authority, which 
had not been availed of, to borrow $15,000.00 for paving at 
Coolidge’s Corner, $9,000.00 for the extension of the driven 
well system, $21,850.00 for the construction of sewers, $31,- 
350.00 for the construction of surface water drains, $22,- 
800.00 for the Tuberculosis Hospital, and $36,900.00 for 
paving Washington Street. The funded debt which will 
mature during the coming year to be raised by taxation 
amounts to $182,001.00, and the instalments coming due 
January I, 1916, on the above mentioned loans, which have 
not yet been placed, amounting to $12,600.00, will also have 
to be raised by taxation. Payments of these amounts are 
provided for in detail as follows :—

There is nothing that we can add to our former reports in 
explanation of these taxes for metropolitan purposes. The 
basis upon which the town’s share of the metropolitan 
sewer tax is determined is fixed by law. The basis for as- 
certaining the taxes for metropolitan parks and boulevards, 
including the Charles River Basin, is determined every five 
years by Commissioners appointed in accordance with 
Chapter 419 of the Acts of 1899. The last award was made 
in 1910, and, therefore, new Commissioners will have to be 
appointed in 1915. A petition has already been filed by the 
Metropolitan Park Commission, and is now pending in the 
Supreme Judicial Court, asking for the appointment of 
these special Commissioners, and Brookline will be repre- 
sented in the proceeds by counsel.

The total amount appropriated during the past year for 
general expenses, including State, County and Metropoli- 
tan taxes, and payments of funded debt and interest was 
$2,136,253.66, of which $2,084,046.68 was spent. Of the 
total amount of $414,872.09 carried on the books for spe- 
‘cial appropriations, the sum of $221,068.40 was spent. 


The sum of $12,145.95 was repaid to the Executors of 
the Mitton Estate upon a judgment for taxes paid under 
protest, and the sum of $1,640.14 was paid to the Trustees 
under the will of Richard H. Stearns for taxes paid under 
protest. The total of these amounts, namely, $2,318,901.17, 
represents the sum spent by the town for all purposes dur- 
ing the fiscal year. The corresponding amount spent in 
IQII was $1,832,639.79, in 1912, $2,036,169.40, and in 1913, 
$2,180,391.93. | 


The amount recommended for general expenses and 
those proposed for new special appropriations are given 
in the following table. The amounts asked for the general 
expenses for Public Schools, Public Library, Water Sup- 
ply, Public Parks and Grounds, comprising headings A, B 
and C and the first two items of D in Table II below, have 
been recommended by the different boards having those 
matters in charge. Reference is made to the reports of 
those boards for information in regard to those appropria- 
tions. All other amounts included in the tables are recom- 
mended by the Selectmen. The total amount proposed for 
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general expenses for the current year 1915, including State, 
County and Metropolitan taxes, and payment of funded 
debt and interest, is $2,113,739.11, as appears in the follow- 
ing tables, of which it is recommended that $45,000.00 for 
the construction of sewers and surface water drains be bor- 
rowed.

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Highway Department. 


The sum of $162,600.00 was appropriated in March, 1914, 
for repairs, new work on highways, removal of snow and 
ice, street cleaning, maintenance of stable and equipment 
and office expenses. At the special meeting held in De- 
cember Jast $5,000.00 additional was appropriated for the 
removal of snow, should a heavy fall occur before the end 
of the fiscal year, thus the total appropriation was $167,- 
600.00, and of this amount $162,663.01 was spent. The sum 
of $85,388.36 was spent for repairs and new work on the 
highways, the general scheme being to reconstruct each 
year certain portions of the roads, the main thoroughfares 
with the heavier and more durable surface and the less 
travelled ways with the lighter and less expensive mate- 
rial. The report of the Highway Department gives in de- 
tail the streets which were taken care of during the past 
year, showing material used and the cost per square yard. 
By following the same policy in 1915 the superintendent 
hopes to have most of the reconstruction work finished and 
the streets in such condition that with constant attention 
they may be kept in good repair at the least possible cost. 
When once in condition we believe that very little recon 
struction work should be necessary, provided a sufficient 
force is employed to patch each road the moment a hole 
appears. 

The question of accepting and laying out new roads is 
always a troublesome one because owners of private prop- 
erty do not always consult the Town authorities before 
building their roads through their property, and for this 
reason the roads are not built in a way that the Town can 
accept them. Thus there is a delay, and often the road is 
badly worn before it is accepted, and the Town is obliged 
to appropriate money to place it in proper condition. If 
new roads are to be accepted promptly, the individual 
building such roads should have the plans approved by the 
Engineering and Highway Departments before they begia 
work, and when constructing the road should put in a 
proper sewer, surface water drain, gas pipes and conduit 
for electric wires and a tree lawn with the proper trees 
planted therein. New roads, as a rule, are built to develop 
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the property through which they run and are not a public 
necessity. For this reason they should be turned over to 
the Town in perfect condition, thus relieving the Town of 
all expense save that of future upkeep. 
Reference is made to the report of the Highway Depart- 
ment for further detailed information.

The most important item of this department during the 
past year has been the reduction in the price of are lamps © 
from $98.10 to $87.50, taking effect from July 1 last. This 
will amount to a saving of at least $3,500.00 during the 
coming year. 

At slight expense during the winter months it has been 
arranged to keep all are lights throughout the Town 
lighted from twenty to forty minutes longer each morning. 
This extension we believe will be appreciated by those of 
our citizens who are obliged to go to business at an early 
hour. .

Police Department. 


The Chief of Police in his report recommends that a new 
route be established for the district adjacent to Common- 
wealth Avenue, where many new apartment houses have 
been erected. It is also proposed to increase the number 
of Sergeants by one more. The new officer will be in 
charge of the desk at the Station during certain periods of 
the day and will also be on the street where and when 
needed. It is also recommended that another man be as- 
signed to the Inspection Department. This requirement 
will necessitate the appointment of three new men, and the 
appropriation provides for them. 

Reference is made to the report of the Chief of Police 
for comment on the situation in Brookline in relation to 
crimes committed. 

The Police Automobile has covered 14,000 miles during 
the year, and has performed excellent service. The Board 
of Health Ambulance has responded to 142 calls, 54 for ac- 
cidents and 88 for sick persons. 

For a long period of time the Board of Selectmen has 
been in full charge of the Police Department, with author- 
ity to make rules and regulations governing the appoint- 
ment, promotion and removal of officers, the fixing of com- 
pensation and all other matters in connection therewith. 
Last year the Board did not think that it was warranted 
in recommending at that time increases in salaries. It was 
seen fit by some citizens to carry the matter into the Town 
Meeting. A recommendation was passed through their 
efforts that the Selectmen increase the salaries of the po- 
lice, in accordance with a petition which had been filed. Af- 
ter full consideration of the recommendation the Board 
found that it could not change its former decision and so 
voted, and the money appropriated by the Town for the 
purpose of the increase was not spent for that or any other 
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purpose. The agitation has been continued and was indi- 
rectly introduced into the special Town Meeting of De- 
cember 16th last, but through a ruling of the Moderator 
the question was not presented to the meeting. It is self- 
evident that good administration requires that salaries of 
employees in a department be regulated by the heads of 
such department, and the Selectmen think that this ques- 
tion should not be carried into Town Meeting, as it pro- 
duces a state of affairs which seriously interferes with the 
efficiency of the work of the department. A petition ask- 
ing for a schedule which materially increases the salaries 
in the Police Department has again recently been filed with 
the Board, but the latter cannot at the present time recom- 
mend any change.

Sewers and Drains. 


Reference is made to the report of the Town Engineer 
for information as to the sewers and surface water drains 
constructed during the year. 

The sum of $24,800.00 was appropriated during the year 
for the construction of sewers, and it has practically all 
been spent for that purpose. The sum of $29,169.01 was 
spent for the construction of surface water drains. 

We have included in the appropriation for 1915 the sum 
of $25,000.00 for the construction of sewers and $20,000.00 
for the construction of surface water drains, and we recom- 
mend that these amounts be borrowed. These amounts 
will provide for the construction of sewers and drains al- - 
ready contemplated and leave a fair margin for unforeseen 
work, 
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Garage and Automobiles. 


There are at present ten machines kept at the garage. 
Four more have been provided for in the appropriations 
for the coming year, and provision should be made for 
keeping them also in the Town garage. The lease of the 
present garage expires in July, and some new arrangement 
will have to be made for housing the Town cars. The total 
appropriation for 1914 was $13,500.00, and the recommen- 
dations and expenditures follow:

Exterior Repairs and Alterations of Town Buildings. 


Reference is made to the Accountant’s Report for a de- 
tailed statement of exterior repairs to Town buildings 
made during the past year, and for information as to how 
the appropriation of $7,000.00 was spent. An appropria- 
tion of $6,000.00 for this purpose is recommended for IgI5. 


Suppression of Insect Pests. 


This work has been carried on as outlined in previous 
years, except that less spraying was done in certain sec- 
tions where the infestation was slight. The Committee 
having this work in charge thinks that this was good judg- 
ment, though in the unsprayed section the infestation has 
increased a little during the year. These sections will be 
sprayed next season, which necessitates an increase in the 
appropriation for the ensuing year. 

The Committee states that the money needed for sup- 
pressing insect pests will probably vary. One year being 
high and the next year low, but unless some unforeseen in- 
festation occurs, it expects a gradual decrease in the 
amount needed in both the high and the low year. 

The Town under Chapter 404 of the Acts of 1914 is 
obliged to suppress, in addition to the gypsy and brown- 
tail moths, the tent caterpillar, elm beetle and leopard 
moth. In accordance with this Act the heading of the ap- 
propriation is changed to Suppression of Insect Pests. 
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Suits Against the Town. 


The Institution for Savings in Newburyport vs. Brookline; 
Edward J. Clark vs. Brookline. The motion for a new trial 
and the exceptions of the petitioner in the second of these 
cases were not pressed and the verdict of $1.00 for the peti- 
tioner was accepted. In the first case the exceptions of the pe- 
titioner have recently been argued before the Supreme Judicial 
Court, and no decision has yet been rendered. 


Frances A. Kerr vs. J. A. Curtin et. al. Vernon C. Kerr vs. 
Same. As stated in our last report, this case had been re- 
ferred to an auditor and the evidence had all been taken. 
Since then the auditor has filed his report, making all his find- 
ings in favor of the defendants, but the cases are still before 
the court for final disposition. 


Margaret T. Kinnon vs. Brookline. ‘This action of tort, 
brought for an injury because of an alleged defect in Morss 
Avenue, is pending for trial before a jury in the Norfolk Su- 
perior Court. The case stands as it did last year. 


Sarah E. M. Guild vs. Brookline. No action has been taken 
in this case since last year, and it is pending for trial before a 
jury in the Norfolk Superior Court. It is near the head of the 
list and the indications are that it will be disposed of before 
long. It is impossible for the town to settle the case with the 
owner, as there is an intervening petition brought by the lessees 
for damages to their leasehold interest which has to be dis- 


posed of. 


Margaret F. G. Whitney vs. Brookline. ‘This petition, 
brought for damages on account of the establishment of a 
building line on Pleasant Street, is pending, no action having 
been taken since last year. 


John P. C. Batchelder vs. Brookline. No action has been 
taken in this case since last year and it is still pending for trial 
in the Norfolk Superior Court. The plaintiff claims damages 
for alleged injuries received while proceeding down the walk 
leading from the Town Hall to Washington Street. 


Mary K. Magaw vs. Brookline. ‘This case, brought for 
alleged injuries to furniture damaged by the backing up of 
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sewage in the basement of a building on Beacon Street, is 
pending for disposition in the Suffolk Superior Court. 


Thomas J. Kelley vs. Brookline. This is an action of ¢on- 
tract brought by the plaintiff on account of the alleged breach 
of the town’s contract with him’for the construction of Sec- 
tion Two of the Lee Street sewer. Without now going into 
details the town cancelled his contract, which the plaintiff said 
it had no right to do, and he seeks to recover damages therefor. 
There is also included in the case a claim for lumber left in 
place when the sewer in Marion Street was built. The case 
has been referred to an auditor. 


Margaret Curtin vs. Town of Brookline. This is an action 
of tort recently brought in the Norfolk Superior Court for 
damages for an alleged defect on steps near No. 1514 Beacon 
Street. The case is returnable the first Monday in March, 


IQI5. 


Town of Brookline vs. Hannah Greenhood; Hannah Green- 
hood vs. Town of Brookline. These cases arose out of the 
demolition by the town of two old buildings on Brookline Ave- 
nue, the town claiming from the owner the cost of taking 
’ down the buildings and the owner claiming damages for their 
removal. 


Town of Brookline vs. Joseph Marcus. This case was 
brought at the request of the Tree Planting Committee for 
damages to a tree on Browne Street. It is pending for trial in 
the Norfolk Superior Court. 


Town of Brookline vs. Renton Whidden. This bill in equity 
was brought by the town against the defendant to compel the 
removal by him of a brick wall which he has built within the 
limits of the extension of Essex Street, through which the 
town claims a free and unobstructed right of way. The case 
has been referred to Franklin T. Hammond, Esq., as Master, 
and will be heard by him very soon. 


Town of Brookline vs. Atherton Loring. This case is simi- 
lar to the last, the obstruction which Mr. Loring has placed — 
within the limits of the way being a portion of his garage. 
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Cases Settled and Disposed of. 


Sarah M. Cantwell vs. Brookline. This petition for dam- 
ages for the establishment of building line on St. Paul Street 
was settled in behalf of the owner by the acceptance of the 
award originally made. 


Margaret J. McInerney vs. Brookline. This case, which . 
was an action for damages for a defect in Dunster Road, was 
tried before a jury in the Norfolk Superior Court, resulting in 
a verdict for the plaintiff and judgment against the town for 
$1,073.40. 


Violet D. Bird vs. Brookline. This case was brought for 
damages for the taking of 548 square feet of land for the 
widening of Freeman Street, for which an award of $50.00 
was made. All the awards for land taken for this widening 
were small, hoping that they would be accepted because of the | 
benefits received. The case was settled by the payment by 
the town of $328.80, being at the rate of 60c a foot. The set- 
tlement was made to avoid a trial which would otherwise 
have been necessary and which would have cost the town more. 


Jacob W. Pierce vs. Brookline; Same vs. Same. These pe- 
titions, brought to recover damages for land taken for the lay- 
ing out of Ackers Avenue and for the establishment of build- 
ing lines thereon, were settled in accordance with the terms re- 
ferred to in the Fourteenth Article in the Warrant for the 
Special Town Meeting of December 16, 1914, and in the re- 
port of the Selectmen relating to that article. 


Jacob W. Pierce vs. Brookline. This petition for damages 
for land taken for the laying out of Eliot Street was also in- 
cluded in the settlement above referred to. 


Walter Channing et al. vs. Brookline. This petition for 
damages for land taken for the laying out of Eliot Street was 
settled in accordance with the terms referred to in the Fif- 
teenth Article in the Warrant for the Special Town Meeting 
of December 16, 1914, and in the report of the Selectmen 
about that article. 
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Elizabeth B. Hill vs. Brookline. This case, brought for 
damages arising out of the widening of Boylston Street, was 
settled by the payment to the petitioner of $2,500.00 in full 
settlement for her award, costs and interest. It involved a 
slight amount in advance of the original award for damage 
which was shown to have been suffered as a result of the wid- 
ening, and the settlement was made on the advice of counsel. 


Frank W. Stearns et al., Trustees, vs. Brookline. This case 
was reported to the Supreme Judicial Court by the Justice in 
the Superior Court before whom it was heard. The Supreme 
Court rendered a decision against the town which resulted in 
the payment back by the town to the Trustees under the will 
of Richard H. Stearns of $1,640.14, which represented the 
amount paid by them in taxes and interest. Reference is made 
to last year’s report for the particulars of the case. 


Charles B. Barnes et al., Executors, vs. Brookline; Same vs. 
Same; Same vs. Same. Reference is made to last year’s re- 
port for the particulars of these cases. While they were pend- 
ing for hearing in the Superior Court a case arose in Cam- 
bridge involving exactly the same point, which was argued in 
the Supreme Court, and a decision was rendered against the 
Municipality. The Brookline cases were therefore settled, 
which involved the payment back to the Mitton Estate of 
$12,145.95. This represented the taxes paid under protest 
with interest. 


Levi Doran et al. vs. Brookline. This case, brought for 
damages arising out of the laying out of Eliot Street, was set- 
tled, the town paying the petitioners at the rate of 35c a foot 
for 9,591 square feet of land taken and interest. The original 
award in this case was $1,500.00, and the settlement, as can be 
seen, was a large advance. It was based upon actual sales in 
the close vicinity of the land taken, and was made upon the 
advice of counsel who could not avoid the evidence of such 
sales. 


Edwin B. Holmes vs. Brookline. This case, brought for 
damages arising out of the laying out of University Road, 
has been settled by a slight increase in the award, the total 
payment being $675.00. 
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Timothy J. Wholley vs. Brookline. The plaintiff in this 
case was employed in the Water Department and injured while 
digging a trench. Settlement was made by paying him $600.00. 


Margaret Tewell vs. Brookline. This action of tort was 
brought to recover damages for an alleged defect in Hammond 
Street and settlement was made by paying the plantiff $350.00. 


The claim of Margaret L. Keith for damages to her build- 
ing by blasting in Boylston Street was settlement by the pay- 
ment to her of $325.00.

REPORT 


The Planning Board respectfully submit to the town their 
first annual report, covering the year ending December 31st, 
IQI4. 

On December 30th, 1913, in pursuance of Chapter 494 of 
the Acts of 1913 requiring towns to elect planning boards, the 
town adopted the following by-law: 


ARTICLE XI-q, 
Planning Board. 


A Board consisting of five members is hereby created and estab- 
lished, to be known as the Planning Board. At the annual town- 
meeting to be held in March, 1914, there shall be elected one mem- 
ber of such Board to serve for one year. Two members to serve 
for two years, and two members to serve for three years, and there- 
after there shall be elected at the annual meeting in each year one 
or two members of such Board for the term of three years as the 
term of office of one or two members expire. The members of such 
Board shall serve without pay. The duties of such Board shall be 
to make careful studies of the resources, possibilities and needs of 
the town, particularly with respect to conditions which may be in- 
jurious to the public health or otherwise injurious in and about 
rented dwellings, and to make plans for the development of the 
town with special reference to the proper housing of its people. 
It shall also be the duty of such Board to consider and advise upon 
municipal improvements, in regard to which the advice of the Board 
at any time may be asked by any Official or officials of the town; 
and such Board may also, upon its own initiative, make to any offi- 
cial or officials of the town, such recommendations in regard to 
municipal improvements as such Board may from time to time 
think proper or expedient. Such Board shall make a report to the 
town annually, giving information regarding the condition of the 
town and any plans or proposals for the development of the town 
and estimates of the cost thereof. Such report shall be sent to the 
Selectmen not later than January 15 in each year. 


On January 5th, 1914, this by-law was approved by the 
Attorney General and became effective January 24th, 1914. 
On March 18th, 1914, the town repealed the previous by-law 
providing for a Committee on Municipal Improvements having 
some of the functions now vested in the Planning Board. At 
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the annual town meeting the Board was elected, and on March 
24th, 1914, organized as follows: 


Frederick Law Olmsted, two years, Chairman. 

Amos L. Hatheway, one year. 

Leslie C. Wead, two years. 

Michael J. O’Hearn, three vears. 

Walter H. Kilham, three years. 

Edward A. McEttrick, Secretary of the Selectmen, was 
elected Secretary of the Board. 


For various parts of the subject matter assigned to the 
Planning Board direct responsibility rests upon the several 
executive officers of the town, and in order to avoid any pos- 
sibility of dividing or confusing that responsibility the Plan- 
ning Board can act only in an advisory capacity in collabora- 
tion with the executive authorities. The fact that the Planning 
Board is free from the duty of dealing with the host of 
immediately pressing details that confront every executive 
officer should enable it to assist the latter by taking the ini- 
tiative in studying matters which are less immediately pressing 
but are of grave importance for the future of the town, and 
which the regular executive officers find it difficult to inves- 
tigate sufficiently while doing their full duty by the more 
immediate problems. Furthermore, there are some matters 
for which the responsibility does not rest with certainty upon 
any of the executive officers, and the Planning Board can be 
of some service in taking up such loose ends in consultation 
with the officers to whose work they are most nearly related. 

This first year has been mainly occupied in a general exam- 
ination of conditions in the town and in feeling the way to a 
proper organization for more detailed and effective work. 
The duties of the Board fall naturally into two groups. One 
concerns public improvements. The other concerns develop- 
ments on private property as affecting the public welfare, and 
especially concerns the present and retrospective conditions 
in and around rented dwellings. The second group comes 
largely within the province of the Board of Health, and the 
Planning Board has arranged to conduct its investigations in 
that field so far as practicable through the office of the Tene- 
ment House Inspector and the Sanitary Inspector of the 
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Health Department. The first group comes partly within the 
province of the Selectmen and partly within those of the Park 
Commissioners, the Water Board, the School Committee and 
other executive officers, all of whom use the office of the Town 
Engineer; and the Planning Board has arranged to conduct 
its work in this field as far as practicable through the Town 
Engineer. There will be need from time to time of special 
investigations which, for lack of available assistants, neither 
of these officers can undertake. As the beginning of a broad 
study of conditions and tendencies in the town, the Board has 
had prepared a tabulation and graphical charts analyzing the 
town expenditures for permanent improvements and for other 
purposes during the last seventeen years, in comparison with 
the changes in population and in assessed valuation. Some 
study has been given to the general street plan of the town, 
especially to the probable ultimate need of a more complete 
system of main thoroughfares and of a more systematic sub- 
division of some of the large blocks where a well utilized mar- 
gin surrounds a comparatively inaccessible interior. 

“The Board gave some study to the problem of danger- 
ously obscured street corners which is rendered serious by 
the relatively high speed of present day traffic. Certain 
corners were improved by the Park Commission on this 
Board’s suggestion by changes in shrub plantations. [ur- 
ther study is being given to the establishment of building 
lines on corners likely to become dangerous by the erec- 
tion of buildings. 

“On the petition of certain property owners and resi- 
dents of the Corey Hill District the Board conducted a 
hearing and investigations as to the advisability of pro- 
posing, certain changes in the building law applicable -to 
that district. At the close of the year this matter and the 
question of certain more general changes in the Building ~ 
Laws were still under consideration.” 

As to specific improvements, the Board has been consulted 
officially by the Selectmen as to plans for street improvements 
and by the School Committee as to plans for increased school 
accommodations, and unofficially by the Water Board in 
regard to the plans for the enlargement of the water supply. 
In connection with the proposed improvement of Washington 
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Street a special investigation was made into the subject of 
pavement and track construction as affecting noise. Plans 


and estimates for one street improvement and one drainage 


improvement were prepared by the Town Engineer on the 
initiative of the Board and under its direction, and were sub- 
mitted to the Selectmen with a favorable recommendation.

Automobile Service, 


During the year the automobile ambulance has responded 
to one hundred and seven calls; the horse-drawn ambulance 
to sixteen calls, and Hill’s ambulance to nineteen calls; in all 
one hundred and forty-two calls, of which fifty-four were for 
accidents and eighty-eight for sick calls. The number of miles 
run was 922%. 

The police automobile, in charge of Chauffeur James A. 
Harkness, has been in constant use throughout the year, re- 
sponding to many emergency calls and performing general 
patrol work. The number of miles run was fourteen thou- 
sand, 
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Crime, 


The most, in fact the only, serious crime committed in this 
town during the past year, was the murder of Charles J. 
Merrill, a clerk employed at the Charles H. Hitchcock, Inc., 
Drug Store, No. 999 Beacon street, about nine o'clock on 
the night of November 20th, by one of two men who entered 
the store when no one but Mr. Merrill and two young as- 
sistants were present. Both robbers were armed with re- 
volvers and ordered the clerks to throw up their hands. Mr. 
Merrill made a movement to close and lock the safe when he 
was shot, and died almost instantly. While the man who shot 
Mr. Merrill covered the two remaining clerks with his re- 
volver, the other man hastily took what money he could find in 
the cash register, about eighteen dollars, and both then made 
their escape. The matter was telephoned to the Police Station 
and a detail of officers responded in the police automobile, ar- 
riving at the store in a very few minutes after the tragedy. An 
unsuccessful search for the robbers, continuing throughout 
the night, was made by officers of this department, assisted by 
the Boston police and also by the police of other cities and 
towns throughout the metropolitan district. Circulars, con- 
- taining the best obtainable description of the bandits and offer- 
ing a reward of five hundred dollars for their apprehension 
have been mailed to all the principal cities throughout the 
United States and Canada, but no trace of the men has as yet 
been obtained, although many clues have been run down. 

There have been some house robberies committed in the 
town and a number of persons (27) have been arrested there- 
for, most of whom are now serving sentence either in State 
Prison or in the House of Correction. In addition to the 
persons arrested for house-breaking, there were 123 arrests of 
persons for committing larceny. 

The Merrill murder naturally caused much fear to possess 
the public mind and consequently minor offences were magni- 
fied into serious crime. It is not difficult to produce a con- 
dition of public excitement in any community by circulating 
exaggerated reports of the number and seriousness of crim- 
inal acts occurring in that locality, thereby causing many per- 
sons to believe themselves to be menaced by assassins and 
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robbers, when, in reality, such acts of lawlessness are com- 
paratively few; the more orderly the community, the greater 
the excitement, when a crime of violence occurs, or 1s re- 
ported to have occurred. 


Especial Mention, 


The following named members of the force are deserving of 
especial mention for meritorious service performed during 
the past year: 

Patrolman Knowles, Wharton, Tolman, O’Connell and Kel- 
ley for the arrest on the night of January 22nd, of three men 
who had burglarized a house on Kent square. The burglars, 
each of whom had served sentences in the Massachusetts State 
Prison, had packed up several hundred dollars’ worth of prop- 
erty ready for removal when surprised by the officers. 

Patrolman Harry R. Stanfield for the arrest early in the 
morning of May 16th, of a man who had broken into the 
Beaconsfield Station of the Boston & Albany Railroad and 
stolen a large valise, containing clothing, from the baggage- 
room. This man had a criminal record. 

Patrolman James A. Ward for the arrest on the night of 
August 13th, of two men who had broken into St. Lawrence 
Church and stolen money and other property. 

Patrolman Knowles and W. F. Johnson for the arrest, early 
in the morning of September 20th, of a man for breaking into 
a store in Village square and looting the cash register. 

Patrolman Henry F. Pinner for the arrest, early in the 
morning of September roth, of two men for burglarizing a 
house in the Chestnut Hill district. 

All of the men arrested as above are now serving sentences 
either in State Prison or House of Correction. 


The Force. 


During the year one patrolman was retired on pension, one 
patrolman resigned, and there were six patrolmen appointed, 
making net gain for the year of four patrolmen. 

The territory north of Beacon street, between Babcock street 
and the Longwood district, is being developed very rapidly. 
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Several apartment houses have been erected during the past 
year and there are several large automobile establishments now 
located in that district on Commonwealth avenue. This calls 
for extra police protection and I recommend the appointment 
of one additional patrolman in order to establish a day route 
in that locality. I also recommned that the force be increased 
by two patrolmen to permit of that number of men to be as- 
signed to special duty. 


Conclusipn. 


My thanks are due to the Justices, Clerk and Probation 
Ofnmcer of the Municipal Court of Brookline for valuable 
advice and assistance rendered, to the Committee on Police 
for their co-operation, also to the officers and patrolmen of 
the department for their vigilant and energetic discharge of 
duty.

‘Gentlemen,—I herewith submit the Annual Report of the 
Fire Department for the year ending December 31, 1914. 

The number of alarms of fire have exceeded last year, 
which was the largest in. the history of the department. The 
losses are somewhat larger than the previous year. 

The Stations are in fair repair. The automobile apparatus 
has proven such a success in this department, and also in 
many other fire departments, that I would recommend that 
we add some new apparatus’ each year rather than to make 
a large change within a definite time. 

Therefore I would recommend that we replace Combination 
4 with a Triple Combination, and adding a tractor to Ladder I. 

The change will enable us to do away with the nine regu- | 
lar horses, and also the spare horses in the winter time. If 
this change is carried out it will necessitate a fireproof floor 
and fire-resisting walls in the apparatus room, and some minor 
changes relative to the heating and plumbing. 

I also would recommend the purchasing of a new automo- 
bile for the Chief, using his old car as a spare car for him, 
and also for teaching the men and breaking them in. 

The members of the department have presented a petition 
requesting an increase in their pay, and I am of the same 
opinion as last year, that the additional expense is not ad- 
visable, owing to the general financial condition.

Arc Lights. 


During the year fifteen lights have been added. These 
were installed at the junction of streets having a large area 
and required more powerful light than could be obtained 
from gas. . 

Washington street, from Beacon street to the Town line, 
formerly lighted with eight gas lights, did not give sufficient 
light, and upon a petition received three arc lights were in- 
stalled, one opposite Salisbury road, one opposite Evans 
road and one opposite Downing road. Petitions for two 
more lights were received and the order sent to the Edison 
Company the latter part of December to have these set 
and connected. As the work was not completed they will 
not appear in this year’s report. 

A letter was received from the Edison Electric Iluminat- 
ing Company in December stating that a reduction would be 
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made in the price of Magnetite Arc Lights from $98.10 to 
$87.50 and a refund would be made from July 1, 1914. 

While the Magnetite Arc Lights are used extensively in 
this section of the country, some of the progressive cities of 
the West are making great changes from the Magnetite and 
Flaming Arc light to what is known as the Nitrogen Gas- 
Filled Tungsten lamp. Should this prove a successful and 
more economical way of lighting the streets I think the 
Edison Company will be one of the companies to give its 
customers the benefit. 


Tungsten Lights. 


The increase in this particular kind of lighting does not 
progress very rapidly. During the year eleven lights only 
were added, eight of these being in a territory where under- 
ground conduit had been placed when the streets were con- 
structed and arrangements had been made to use the Tung- 
sten lights. 


Welsbach Gas Lights. 


The total number of gas lights connected during the year 
was thirty-five, the greater number of these being single 
lights and’ scattered about the town. ; 

Twenty-two lights were discontinued. Ten of these were 
removed from Newton street, the others being removed 
where arc lights were installed. 


be 


Fire Alarm, 


This system has been carefully looked after during the 
year. Changes in conduits and manholes have been made 
which required changes and rearranging of the fire alarm 
wires. 

No new boxes were added during the year. New battery 
plates and jars have been purchased for all the circuits and 
are to be installed this year. 

The customary minor repairs have been made during the 
year but nothing of a serious nature. No burnouts have 
occurred as the wires in this town are underground with the 
exception of three miles of circular loom cable on Goddard 
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avenue, Clyde street, Newton street and a short stretch be- 
tween Amory street and Essex street. 

In last year’s report mention was made of providing for a 
separate fireproof building for fire alarm and police appa- 
ratus. This, I think, should be given some consideration 
as a good illustration was made at the Salem fire where a 
concrete building in the group of the Naumkeag Mills was 
the only one that was not burned. It has been suggested 
that a new fire box be purchased and installed in Emerald 
Square. 


Police Signal. 


The service of this system has given very little trouble as 
a whole. The boxes have been looked after and, if the cir- 
cuit lines are kept free from grounds, complaints are few. A 
test is made every morning for trouble of this nature and if 
any trouble shows it is soon run down and repaired. The 
register and time stamp have given very little trouble this 
year and have been in operation all the time. It will be 
necessary to have these looked over and cleaned and some 
of the parts renewed. 

The Chief of Police has divided one route in the Chestnut 
Hill district into two routes and wishes a new box placed on 
Reservoir road near Middlesex road. I would therefore 
recommend that a new box be purchased. 


Fire and Police Telegraph (Underground), 


The underground work installed this year by the telephone 
company whereby the town wires have benefited was placed 
in Lancaster terrace. This enabled us to remove overhead 
wires from Mason path to fire box No. 315 at the corner of | 
Mason terrace and the police wires which run on poles on 
Mason terrace and private property to York terrace. The 
wires were run in the underground conduits on Summit ave- 
nue and the location of the police box changed about one 
hundred feet, it being now located at the corner of Summit 
avenue and York terrace. A short stretch of conduit was 
placed in Babcock street from Winslow road to near Com- 
monwealth avenue, and in Naples road from Abbotsford 
road to Osborne road. 
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Petition was received for conduits and manholes in Dean 
road from Fisher avenue to Chestnut Hill avenue and a hear- 
ing given in November. As it was so late in the season it 
was thought best not to disturb this road during the winter, so 
this work will not be included in that of 1914. 


Edison Electric Illuminating Company (Underground). 


The amount of conduit placed in the streets this year dia 
not extend to any great length in most cases with the excep- 
tion of that which was placed in Washington street. 

The company did not decide to do this work until late in 
the fall, and as this is to be a permanently paved street it 
was thought best to do this work before the paving was laid. 
The length of this conduit is 1974.5 and extends from Har- 
vard square to Park street. ‘There were forty other streets 
in which conduit was placed, the length varying from sixty 
to eight hundred feet.

I would suggest and recommend that the conduits be 
placed in Harvard street this year between School street and 
Beacon street and the overhead wires and poles removed, as 
this is the last section of overhead wires between the Edison 
station and Harvard square.

_ This company has been devoting most of its time and_ 
energy to securing locations for poles for rear lot construc- 
tion and removing the wires from the poles in the street. 
In order to do this it requires pipes connected in manholes 
and running through the street, also across private property 
to reach the pole where the underground cables are con- 
nected with the aerial cables. ‘The most of the underground 
construction comes under this head this year. 

There has been some new conduit and manholes placed 
in the streets, also petitions for more work, which were sent 
in too late and permission was not given to open the streets 
this winter.

Overhead Wires and Poles. 


No new locations for poles were granted during the year. 
Three petitions were granted to the Edison Electric Illum- 
inating Company for changing the locations of poles; on 
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Williams street, Naples road and Thorndike street and on 
Summit avenue. 

The Edison Electric Illuminating Company having re- 
moved their wires from poles on Harvard street from Har- 
vard square to School street, petitioned for an order to re- 
move the poles, work being completed in December. 

The West End Street Railway Company petitioned for 
locations for twelve iron poles to take the place of the wood 
poles removed by the Edison Electric Illuminating Company 
on the west side of Harvard street, and set four iron poles 
on the east side of Harvard-street between Linden street 
and Hurd road. 


Interior Wiring of Buildings. 


While the year started in with the prospect of a very busy 
one it fell off during the early fall. Several large builders 
decided not to begin as the prospects did not look promising. 

During the year eleven hundred ninety-seven notices were 
received and nineteen thousand ninety-two new lights were 
installed. The total number of lights added to buildings 
already wired was nineteen hundred sixteen, and fifty-eight 
buildings had changes in wiring. | 

The number of motors reported connected was _ thirty- 
seven, ranging from % to 714 horse-power, and six mercury 
are rectifiers were installed. Nine garages were wired, most 
of which were private and wired to connect with the house 
meter. 

Through extensive advertising and by easy payments the 
Edison Electric Illuminating Company secured quite a num- 
ber of customers in dwellings and stores. A schedule of 
prices is printed showing the cost for the service wires and 
one outlet and additional cost of whatever number a cus- 
tomer wishes to have. 

Many small stores have been wired for five one hundred 
watt lights which is called for in the contracts, and it has 
given these places a more cheerful and businesslike appear- 
ance. 


Inspection of Gas Piping and Gas Fixtures. 


The number of applications for gas piping and fixtures 
received this year is about the same as last year. There has

been quite an increase in the number of gas ranges.and water 
heaters installed. 

All houses that are built have gas pipes installed to be used 
either for lighting and cooking or for cooking only, so this 
requires supervision over all of these places. 

The report for the work during the year has been eet 
to the Building Commissioner and will be found in his report.

Sewers and Drains. 


The tables on pages 203 and 204 give the data relating to 
the sewers and surface water drains laid or acquired during 
the year. 

The inspection of house connec ‘ions has required the con- 
stant attention of one inspector and, at times, of from two 
to four additional men. 

One hundred and fifty-eight new buildings have been con- 
nected with the public sewer and nineteen old buildings have 
been reconnected. There have been one hundred and fifty- 
three drain connections laid, including twenty-one connec- 
tions for conduit manholes. 

This department is constructing a new set of sewer plans, 
which will show all sewers and surface water drains, both in 
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plan and profile, as well as all data relating to sewer assess- 
ments. One hundred and twelve sheets, covering about 
thirty-two miles of streets, have been completed. 

Plans and estimates have been made for the improvement 
of the open brook through the Reservoir Park grounds. All 
open brooks in the thickly settled sections of the town 
should be covered, to prevent, the improved portions of the 
channels from becoming choked with debris, to lessen the 
amount of silt deposited in Leverett Pond and to decrease 
the liability of washouts. 


Streets. 


The table on page 202 shows the data relating to the 
streets accepted by the town during 1914. 

Clarence street was constructed under the direction of this 
department. 

Plans and estimates for the improvement of Mulford, 
Edwin, School and Dudley streets have been made. | 

Plans and specifications for paving Washington street with 
wood blocks, from Harvard square to ‘Park street, have been 
prepared. In anticipation of this work, new sewers and 
drains, with all necessary catch basins and connections, were 
constructed by this department. The Water Department, 
the Boston Consolidated Gas Co. and the Edison Electric 
Illuminating Co. have laid new pipes and conduits so that 
the only construction work of any account to be done, pre- 
vious to the paving contract, is the relaying of the Boston 
Elevated car tracks. 

Seventy-five stone monuments, marking street lines and 
public lands, have been set and fourteen old ones have been 
reset on account of changes in grade. 

Considerable work has been done for the Planning Board 
in the way of preparing plans, compiling data, etc. 

Street lines and grades have been given, in one hundred 
and ninety-six cases, for grading lots, laying sidewalks, set- 
ting curbstones and resurfacing streets. This department 
has also given lines and grades on private streets for perma- 
nent sidewalks and grading, in order that such new streets 
may conform as nearly as possible to the town requirements 
when the question of acceptance arises. 
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There are several streets in Brookline whose boundary 
lines are very indefinite. On Chestnut Hill avenue so much 
property was being transferred and so many improvements 
made, that this department was obliged to fix a line and 
adopt a profile. The largest property owners have agreed 
to the new location and it should be accepted by the town 
as soon as possible. Similar work has also been done on 
Goddard avenue, Grove and Chestnut streets. 


Bridges. 


The iron work on Sumner road bridge has been scraped 
and painted and the two outside beams, which had been 
pushed out of position by the wooden flooring, brought back 
into place. 

The scale which had formed on the lower flanges of the 
“IT” beams in the Washington street railroad bridge has been 
removed, but there is no feasible method of preventing its 
forming again, and eventually destroying the bridge. 

The St. Mary’s street bridge is to be rebuilt by the Boston 
& Albany railroad as soon as the weather will permit. 

This department has been notified by the Boston & Albany 
railroad officials that the bridges over their tracks at Aspin- 
wall avenue and Cypress street are in a very bad condition. 
A careful examination shows that the girders and floor beams 
of both structures are badly corroded. 

At Cypress street, if the main girders were cleaned and 
painted, it is possible that they might last two or three years, 
but the floor beams are in a dangerous condition and must 
be strengthened at once or a limit placed on the weight of 
loads allowed to pass over the bridge. 

At Aspinwall avenue, the main girders are in much worse 
condition than at Cypress street, the floor beams are also 
in a dangerous state, and a load limit of eight tons should 
be enforced at once. 

While it is comparatively easy to replace the floor beams, 
to strengthen the girders would be so expensive that it is 
recommended that both structures be replaced at once, as 
any repairs would be only of a temporary nature, owing to 
the impossibility of preventing corrosion in this type of 
bridge. 
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If “I” beams enclosed in reinforced concrete were used 
for the new structures and the roadways surfaced with wood 
block, the cost would be little more than that of the original 
structures, and probably nothing would have to be spent for 
maintenance for many years. 


Parks, 


Plans and estimates were made for the construction of 
Clark Playground, and the work carried out by contract 
under the direction of this department. In addition to the 
original plan, an eight-foot wire fence was erected around 
the entire playground. 


The grading of the grounds at the new Devotion School 
was done by day work, the only feasible method owing to 
conditions around the building. The retaining wall, adjoin- 
ing the coal pocket in the rear of the building, should be 
protected by a granite coping and a permanent iron fence 
along its top. 

A surface water drain was laid from the main drain in 
Harvard street to the front of the new building, and seven 
catch basins built and several conductors from the new 
building connected with the system. 


At Longwood Playground the area inside the walks has | 
been graded and seeded, the filling being obtained without 
cost from the cellars of new buildings in that part of the 
town. The drainage system has been relaid in part, includ- 
ing four catch basins. The walk has been roughly graded 
but will require some attention in the spring. To complete 
the grading outside the walks, most of the present shrubbery 
would have to be removed on account of the depth of filling. 


At the Brook Street Playground, a catch basin was built, 
and a small amount of grading done with cinders and sand. 


The whole of the area inside the running track at the 
Brookline Field was resurfaced with loam, but the final grad- 
ing and seeding was done by the Park Department and 
charged to ‘Maintenance,’ as the estimate for this work 
covered only half of this area. Twenty-eight tree pits were 
prepared for trees. 
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Miscellaneous. 


Two hundred and twenty-five feet of wall was built at the 
Walnut Hills Cemtery, completing this work on the Allen- 
dale road frontage. 

An inventory of the property of the town in the possession 
of this department is about being made.

During the latter part of the season, in addition to the 
daily hand work of the section men, the granite and brick 
pavements at Coolidge Corner and the Village were swept by 
horsebrooms once or twice every week, work beginning at 4 
o'clock A. M. Much better results were obtained by this 
method, and it is proposed to continue it, sweeping all this 
class of pavements three times a week or oftener if neces- 
sary. If suitable pick-up sweepers can be found, this work 
can be extended over the bituminous surfaces on the more 
prominent thoroughfares during ordinary working hours. 

The bituminous work heretofore laid has been repaired and

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in many cases treated with a flush coat of bituminous ma-

A bithulithic pavement was laid in the northerly roadway of 
Beacon street from the end of the granite pavement at Centre 
street to Washington street. The gutters were repaved, and 
the existing macadam roadway was picked over, reshaped and 
brought to an even cross section two inches below the finished 
grade.

The practice adopted some few years ago, of doing most 
of the patching of our roads with bituminous material, has 
been continued with excellent results. With the generous ap- 
propriation of the past year it has been possible to do a much 
larger amount of resurfacing than ever before, and in prac- 
tically every case some form of bitumen has been used for a 
binder. With corresponding liberality in making appropria- 
tions for 1915, I believe it will be possible to have most of our 
streets in excellent condition by the end of the season, after 
which it will be more a question of maintenance than of re- 
construction. | | 

When Beacon street was widened in 1887, the tree lawn on 
the northerly roadway between Pleasant street and Harvard 
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street was extended some 28 feet into the roadway, chiefly 
to save a fine elm tree. The adjoining property was then of 
a residential character, and there was no difficulty in accom- 
modating the traffic. Conditions are quite different now. The 
street is solidly built up with business blocks in front of which 
automobiles and other vehicles are continually standing, and 
all the outward bound automobile traffic of Beacon and Pleas- 
ant streets passes here. This part of Beacon street has been 
made a “one way street” and yet the congestion is so great 
as to be positively dangerous. I therefore recommend that 
the tree and the extra width of lawn be removed, and the 
street be repaved. A sum sufficient to defray the cost will be 
included in the estimate for the coming year. 


Bridges, 


For several years past, by mutual agreement, the Engineer- 
ing Department has had charge of the structural part of all 
bridges whose maintenance devolves upon the town, while the 
care of the deck and wearing surface, fences, etc., has been 
in charge of the Highway Department. Whenever it was 
necessary to take up the planking, advantage was taken to 
make a careful examination and to thoroughly scrape and 
paint all the iron and steel work within reach. A recent ex- 
amination of the bridges over the railroad tracks at Aspin- 
wall avenue and Cypress street discloses the fact that the iron 
work in both these bridges is in such condition that, as a mat- 
ter of safety, signs warning against the passage of loads 
weighing more than eight tons have been placed on and near 
them. As the work of scraping and painting is very slow and 
expensive, and bears such a large proportion of the cost of 
new structures, I join in the recommendation of the Engineer- 
ing Department that new bridges be built in both these places.

Special Appropriations. 


Paving Washington Street. An appropriation of $41,000.00 
for paving Washington street between Harvard square and 
Park street with wood block or some other suitable paving 
was made at the annual meeting. Before undertaking the 
work, it was necessary to lay sewers, surface water drains, 
new water mains, gas pipes and other underground structures, 
all of which has been dorfe. By the time this work was all. 
completed, the season was well advanced and it seemed unwise 
to undertake the work of rebuilding the street railroad tracks, 
resetting curbstones and other work in connection with the 
paving. The work will be started early in the coming season 
and it is hoped that the bulk of it can be done at a time when 
the public will be least incommoded. © 


Clarence Street. An appropriation of $2,400.00 was made 
December 30, 1913, for surfacing the roadway, building catch- 
basins, etc., on Clarence street, which was accepted as a public 
way-at the meeting held on that date. The street has been 
put in proper condition and finished with gravel sidewalks, 
tree lawns, and a bituminous macadam roadway. The cost 


was $2,055.97. 


Coolidge Street. An appropriation of $300.00 was made 
December 30, 1913, for circular edgestones, fencing and drain-— 
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age of Coolidge street, which was accepted as a public way 
on December 30, 1913. All the work contemplated has been 
done except the fencing. 


Fuller Street. An appropriation of $300.00 was made for 
similar work on the extension of Fuller street, which was ac- 
cepted as a public way December 30, 1913. All the work 
contemplated has been done except a little fencing. 


New Streets. 


Orchard Road, running from Downing road to the bound- 
ary line between Brookline and Boston, was accepted as a 
public way at the Annual Meeting. It is 451 feet long, 4o feet 
wide, and was constructed by the owners and given to the 
town free of cost. 


Parkman Street, between St. Paul street and Powell street, 
was accepted as a public way at the Annual Meeting. It is 
522 feet long and 50 feet wide. It was well constructed by 
the owners with macadamized surface, paved gutters, and 
circular edgestones at the corners; but since its construction 
it had settled considerably and an appropriation of $1,600.00 
was made for repairs, of which amount the owners of the land 
have agreed to pay $600.00. Six hundred and twenty-one 
dollars and fifty-four cents has been expended during the 
past year, and the account should be kept open to allow for 
the completion of the repairs. 


Marshal Street, from Beacon street to Sewall avenue, was 
accepted as a public way at the Annual Meeting. It is 648 
feet long, 40 feet wide, and was constructed by the owners 
with tree lawns, paved gutters and a macadamized surface, 
ar:d was given to the town free of cost. 


Willard Road Extension, Taylor Crossway, Penniman Road 
and Clinton Road Extension were accepted as public ways at 
the Annual Meeting. These are all well constructed streets, 
40 feet wide, on the Taylor Estate, lying to the west of Chest- 
nut Hill avenue between Dean road and the railroad. They 
were constructed by the owners and given to the town free 
of cost. 
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Glenoe Road, between Hammond street and Woodland road, 
was accepted as a public way at the Town Meeting held 
December 16, 1914. ‘This street is about 780 feet long and 
40 feet wide, finished with stone and gravel sidewalks, loam 
planting spaces and a bituminous macadam roadway. ‘The 
street was constructed by the owners in a thorough manner 
and was given to the town free of cost. 


Mulford Street and Edwin Street were accepted as public 
ways at the Town Meeting held December 16, 1914. ‘These 
streets are 30 feet wide, running westerly from Cypress street 
on either side of the Clark playground for a distance of 180 
feet and 210 feet respectively. Both streets have dead ends 
but are provided with turning places about 40 feet wide. An 
appropriation of $2,500.00 was made to put them both in good 
condition with curbstones and suitable surface. Nothing has 
yet been expended on them.

Seventeen double teams were employed in the early part 
of the season in water sprinkling, which number was re- 
duced to fourteen as treatment with oil was extended. The 
unusually dry weather added materially to the expenditure for 
this work. 

Less calcium chloride was used in the granulated form 
than heretofore, but it was more largely used in solution, par- 
ticularly on the pavements. 

The non-asphaltic oils were mostly used on the less travelled 
residential streets, and on the paving in the street railway 
tracks, while the asphaltic oils were used on the thoroughfares. 
Heavier grades of this latter were used on the streets in the 
southerly part of the town where there is a large amount of 
automobile traffic. 

The use of sand mixed with an asphaltic oil has been con- 
tinued both to lay the dust and to improve the road surface.

The item for repairs and renewal of plank walks is larger 
this year than ever before; the walks were in wretched con- 
dition but it seemed wiser to repair them, and where it was 
necessary to replace them with new walks, than to run the 
risk of paying heavy damages in case of accident. I believe 
it will be better to build gravel or concrete walks as fast as 
these existing plank walks get to a condition where it is no 
longer economical to repair them. 

All granolithic walks laid during the past season have been 
paid for out of this year’s appropriation.

Twenty-six thousand three hundred and thirty-five loads of 
ashes and 15,363 loads of paper and other waste were col- 
lected. The numbers last year were 25,060 and 14,640 re- 
spectively. The automobile used for hauling the loaded 
paper carts to the place of disposal has done excellent work 
during the past season as is shown by the fact that although 
the amount collected was much greater than last year, the cost 
was $149.73 less. I believe it would be economical to buy 
at least one automobile truck of large capacity for collecting 
ashes. 

The dumping places near Cottage Farm Station and west 
of Chestnut Hill avenue are still available and we will prob- 
ably be able to use them during the coming season. A dump 
for a limited amount of clean ashes was offered on High 
street during the past winter which has materially lessened 
the cost of collection in that section of the town. 


Sundries. 


The hay scales at the stable yard were rebuilt at a cost of 


$160.60. 
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In addition to the foregoing, sundry other work was done 
by this department, the cost of which was charged to the 
proper appropriations.

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REPORT OF THE BUILDING COMMISSIONER. 


Brookline, Mass., December 31, 1914. 
To the Board of Selectmen:— 


Gentlemen,—I respectfully submit the twenty-fifth annual 
report of the Building Department for the year ending De- 
cember 31, I9I4: 


The number of applications for second class buildings was 
greater than last year, but the estimated cost was less, there 
being more small garages built than formerly. Applications 
for third-class buildings and for alterations were smaller in 
number and in cost. Higher rates for money and its scarcity 
practically stopped speculative building, otherwise we would 
undoubtedly have had a far greater amount. 


We have endeavored to enforce the law strictly and, I be- 
lieve, have succeeded. ‘The assistant inspector has been con- 
-stantly at his work and more frequent inspections have caused 
less trouble and friction and made it easier to enforce the 
law. 


Recent changes by the State in elevator regulations have 
added a vast amount of work to the building departments of 
cities and towns like Brookline and we find that in the 65 
elevators in Brookline which come within these regulations 
almost every one has to have alterations costing all the way 
from a small amount to hundreds of dollars each. A few 
nave been condemned and shut down; others are being put in 
condition to comply with the additional requirements, while 
on others nothing has yet been done, owing chiefly to in- 
ability of elevator construction companies to furnish the men 
necessary to do this work. 


The usual inspection of hotels and lodging houses has been 
made, and I believe the town is fortunate in these classes of 
buildings, as the owners show a disposition to do what is re- 
q:ured to minimize the fire risk and give sufficient ways of 
egress. We have found in a number of cellars openings in 
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brick walls between buildings, for the convenience of janitors, 
which we have ordered closed up.

The report of the Inspector of Plumbing is as follows: 


Mr. Ernest Lyon, Building Commissioner :— 


Brookline, Mass., December 31, 1914. 


Dear Sir,—I herewith submit my twenty-second annual re- 
port for the year ending December 31, 1914. 
The whole number of permits issued to do plumbing was 
286. Of this number 56 were for new wood and frame 
buildings, 84 were for new brick and stone buildings, 122 were 
for repairs and additions to existing plumbing and 24 were 


for improving the drainage. 
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The total cost of the above plumbing was $197,232, a loss 
of $36,634 from last year.

The year just closing began with a rush and bid fair to 
surpass all previous years in number and cost of installa- 
tions. 


The building trade, in common with other enterprises, in- 
dustrial and commercial, early in the season began to feel the 
depressing effects of the abnormal conditions which have pre- 
vailed the past year. Many projected operations were aban- 
doned, and some already underway were given up until the 
return of better times. It is very obvious that any disturb- 
ance affecting one department of the building line conjointly 
affects every other; accessory to this, it may be said, that in 
aggregate cost the plumbing of this division, when compared 
with that of last year, fell off to an extent not common in 
frevious years of record. 


Many calls have been received during the year from own- 
ers and occupants of apartment houses to have the safety 
valyes.on.the general hot water boilers or tanks in basements 
examined to see if they were in good working order. Several 
of the valves inspected were of little or no use in safeguarding 
their respective boilers. From want of frequent and regular 
inspe¢tion they were out of order generally. Valves were 
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found in some instances with the head bolts screwed down so 
tight that no possible pressure could start them. 

In all instances where faulty or defective valves were found 
we did our utmost to induce the property owners to replace 
the same with those of the latest and best pattern. We are 
pleased to state that in most instances we were successful, 
but not in all. ; 

We desire to emphasize what was implied in this report of 
last year, namely: that from the standpoint of safety, which 
of course is the chief thing to be considered, the close boiler 
bears no comparison whatever to the open or tank-fed one, 
In the opinion of the writer absolute dependence is not to be 
placed on any safety valve no matter how reliable the make. 
There is a prevailing suspicion that valves of the kind just 
mentioned operate more successfully in conjunction with steam 
boilers than with hot water boilers and tanks. If the suspicion 
already awakened should prove well founded, without doubt 
it will have a most pronounced effect in hastening the return 
to the open boiler. 


During the year one large builder has discontinued the use 
of pressure boilers altogether and some lesser ones have taken 
the same step. 


The work of the year was in general of the same superior 
kind and quality as that of the last three years, or since the 
new regulations went into effect. The concensus of opinion 
gathered from the many strangers who do the greater part of 
the new work here every year is that no better or more pro- 
gressive plumbing is done anywhere than right here in Brook- 
line. The good results are almost entirely due to the strength 
and efficacy of our revised regulations; which, although firm 
and strong, are at the same time reasonable, and easy of com- 
pliance. What if our work does cost a trifle more than that 
of some of the neighboring cities and towns? Should not 
strength, durability and general effectiveness count for some- 
thing, and is not work such as ours cheaper in the end to the 
householder and property owner? I think the reader will 
agree with me that it is. There may be a few whose aim is 
not the good of the community at large who favor lowering 
the bars to let in cheap plumbing. The writer is not, how- 
ever, of their way of thinking, and, as Brookline has always 
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been at the forefront where the health of its people is con- 
cerned, we feel sure it will deliberate long and earnestly be- 
fore weakening its Plumbing Regulations, or, for that mat- 
ter, any other safeguard that has to do with the Public Health. 

The Regulations have in general been well observed. As in 
other years several violations have occurred, many of which 
were unintentional; all of these were corrected upon noti- 
fication and without much friction. 

During the past year, as well as in other years, the Inspector 
has used his endeavors to guide his official acts with fairness 
and good judgment and render his decisions impartially, to 
the end that the provisions of the By-Law be administered to 
the best interest and general welfare of all concerned.

These tables do not include many additional inspections 
which were made in connection with other branches of the 
town’s service. 

The work the past year has been done along the same 
lines as heretofore. Where dishonest or careless sales have 
been found I have taken such action as would make perma- 
nent rather than temporary correction. The past two years 
have shown a large commercial! growth in the town, while 
recent legislation has greatly extended the scope of the 

work to be performed by sealers. 

In reviewing this amount of legislation it seems derecem 
to note that with the operation of the net container law 
after Sept. 3, 1915, about every commodity sold or ex- 
changed, with the exception of the few which are sold by 
numerical count and not manufactured, now come either 
directly or indirectly under the supervision of the sealer. In 
noting the increase in sealing, there were over 1200 more 


*Expired April 15th, 
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measuring and weighing devices alone sealed last year than 
in 1913. This naturally has a corresponding relative increase 
in inspection and supervisory work. I have always felt that 
neither the importance of this work (so intimately con- 
nected with the cost of living), nor the necessity for in- 
creased facilities, with their additional cost, is fully appre- 
ciated by many of our citizens from either a commercial or a 
moral standpoint. The department is, however, run most 
economically in connection with the public health service. 

_The yearly report to the State Commissioner of Weights 
and Measures, as required by law, was made Dec. Ist, 1914. 
Future reports will call for such information as will necessi- 
tate the recording in detail of all inspections and testings. 

An investigation of druggists’ prescription weights and 
graduates made by the State Commissioner during the past 
year showed that 52% were incorrect. When we consider 
that prescriptions containing powerful and poisonous drugs 
are compounded by these same weighing and measuring 
appliances, it is obvious that supervision is necessary. They 
will hereafter, with those of jewelers, be regularly examined 
and sealed or condemned. 

A list of all merchants, peddlers, junk dealers, and milk- 
men has been compiled in card index form for office use. 
This has proven a great convenience in keeping track of 
those with whom the department comes in official contact. 

In a report of this nature it is impracticable to even touch 
upon all of the important work performed. I give assurance, 
however, that I have used my best efforts to enforce the 
weights and measures laws in an impartial and intelligent 
manner. 


Testings. 


The test weighings and measurings cover a larger variety 
of articles than in former years. Although some grave 
errors were found, such permanent corrections were made 
as to preclude the necessity of prosecution. There was one 
case, however, that merited such procedure, but that dealer 
has given me such positive assurance of his future conduct as 
to cause me to defer action. I shall not hesitate to prose- 
cute, however, in this, or any case, where the violation war- 
rants. ‘These testings have had a stimulating effect upon 
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dealers, causing them to use greater care and accuracy in 
the sale of their merchandise. 


Coal Inspections. 


All the coal weighed in wagons was either correct or over- 
weight, while one bag of coal was found to be a little under- 
weight. Charcoal and coke were all correct. Of the 297 
wagons inspected, not a load was found that was not certified 
to by a sworn weigher, as required by law. It may be seen 
from this that the law in regard to the sale of coal in Brook- 
line has been rigidly enforced. 


Coal Furnished the Town, 


The bituminous coal furnished the town from Jan. Ist to 
about May Ist, under the 1913 contract, was somewhat in- 
ferior in quality to that furnished since May Ist by another 
dealer, its volatile contents being too high for its ash and 
b. t. u. content. That furnished since May Ist is of excel- 
lent quality and evidently all came from one mine. Its com- 
ponent parts are rightly proportioned, with the b. t. u. con- 
tent high enough to admit of mixing for burning, a larger 
proportion of buckwheat. Under chemical analysis it devel- 
oped high and even heat under both slow and rapid combus- 
tion and coked very slowly. Coal of this kind will maintain 
a higher heat under slower combustion than the b. t. u.’s 
under the calorimeter test imply, consequently it is a very 
economical coal to use. 

The anthracite coal has been of good quality. Both the 
chemical and mechanical analyses showed it to develop a 
high heating value. While the carbon is somewhat softer 
than is usual in this grade of free-burning, white ash coal, it 
was found that this does not interfere with its generating 
efficiency. It is characteristic of any high grade, white ash 
coal to break easily, and such coal naturally requires more 
frequent attention in burning. A rapid combustion of too 
large a body will cause it to slag and clinker, resulting in a 
waste of both heat and fuel. 

An investigation recently made at one of the town build- 
ings following a complaint, showed that coal of this kind is 
one of the most economical to use when handled properly, 
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but decidedly wasteful unless frequent attention is given the 
boiler. ‘This is characteristic of any good coal. 

As the buckwheat coal did not come under the terms of 
the coal contract as regards correction in price for ash 
values, it was not necessary to sample each carload. After 
I found that it was coming from one mine I had one sample 
analyzed to ascertain its quality. This showed an ash value 
of 14%, the standard being 16%. 

During the past five years we have had coal from as many 
mines in both anthracite and bituminous. I have watched 
the action of the coals carefully, with the view of assisting 
janitors to get the best results from them. It was very ap- 
parent that the coals upon which a premium was paid was 
the most economical, because of the great saving in their 
ultimate consumption, This saving was more noticeable in 
the bituminous. At the heating and lighting plant, where 
careful records showing the amount of coal consumed to the 
amount of steam generated are kept, a saving of 92 tons in 
six months was made in a grade of coal upon which sub- 
stantial premiums were paid. I speak of this to show the 
value of insisting upon obtaining the best grades of coal 
regardless of the premiums. 


Ice, 


The coupon system now used by one of the ice companies 
received most careful consideration and was revised in the 
interests of consumers, in so far as the law would permit. I 
did not favor this method of selling ice, especially as the 
company did not propose to use coupons in smaller denom- 
inations than 25 pounds. ‘Thus, if a-consumer ordered 50 
pounds of ice and it weighed 40, the company would either 
have to give away the 15 pounds or take a coupon for 50 
pounds. As it is impossible to cut ice so that all pieces will 
weigh in multiples of 25 pounds, I notified the company that 
I should not allow ice sold in that way. After conferring 
with the State Commissioner, and obtaining the opinion of 
the Attorney-General, I was obliged to decide that I could 
not prevent the use of coupons, but could oblige them to 
include 5 and 10 pound denominations. I further insisted 
that keys to the wagon boxes in which coupons are deposited 
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by drivers be furnished me so that I could examine them 
when occasion required and obtain correct evidence, in case 
further prosecution, should be necessary. The company has 
co-operated with the department in seeing that their cus- 
tomers receive the weights for which they are charged. They 
now employ an alert inspector, and drivers who are found to 
be dishonest or careless are promptly discharged. 


Legislation. 


I will give a brief summary of a portion of those laws 
enacted during the past year which have a direct bearing on 
the work of the department, as affecting Brookline mer- 
chants: 

(a) Chapter 346 amends the law so as to permit the seiz- 
ure for evidence of any weighing or measuring devices which 
do not conform to the standards, or are not sealed. Hereto- 
fore only measures could be thus seized. 


(b) Chapter 367 requires that all fresh fish sold at whole- 
sale shall be sold by weight at the time of delivery. This 
will prevent much deception, as in the past certain kinds of 
fish have been classified as ‘‘No. 1s, No. 2s, tinkers, etc.” 
Under these designations there might be but a few ounces 
difference in weight, while one class would sell for twice as 
much as the other, thereby imposing injustice on the buyer 
of the smaller size. 


(c) Chapter 379 amends the law relating to the use of 
false or condemned weighing or measuring devices so that it 
applies to those used in the purchase or exchange of com- 
modities, as well as their sale. 


(d) Chapter 387 provides that prosecutions for violations 
of the statutes relating to the giving of false or insufficient 
weights or measures may be brought before the court having 
jurisdiction over any municipality to which goods are 
shipped. 


(e) Chapter 94, of Resolves, authorizes the Commissioner 
of Weights and Measures to submit to the next General 
Court a codification of all laws pertaining to weights and 
measures. ‘This will clarify the great mass of legislation, 
much of which is inconsistent and outgrown; their interpre- 
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tation by trial judges has often differed, thus causing injus- 
tice, as I have previously reported. 

(f) Chapter 633 provides that city and town sealers shall 
be provided with the necessary standards for testing all 
weights, measures and graduates used by druggists, jewelers, 
doctors, nurses, etc., and requires that sealers shall annually 
seal the same. A slow and tedious precision test will be nec- 
essary for these articles. 

(zg) Chapter 653 requires that all packages containing 
food for man or beast shall have the net contents plainly 
marked thereon. This law becomes effective on Sept. 3d, 
1915. While its enforcement will materially increase the 
duties of sealers, it will be far-reaching in results and will 
prevent sharp practices among manufacturers of, and dealers 
in, foodstuffs. 


Deputies, 


The two deputies connected with the department have 
given most excellent service. Some years ago definite duties 
were assigned to each. They do the annual sealing and test- 
ing at places of business jointly, which in the past year ag- 
gregated thirty-two days each. ‘The law requiring testing 
and sealing of druggists’ prescription scales, weights, and 
graduates, will take not less than seven days for each 
deputy. These deputies give but a portion of their time to 
the department. In addition, one deputy handles all meas- 
uring and weighing devices that are brought into the town 
during the interim of the annual sealing visits, has charge 
of the sampling of coal as it is being put into the various 
town buildings, the testing of milk and cream jars, and as- 
sists the sealer in making store inspections, test weighing 
investigations, and in doing the large amount of sealing that 
is brought to the office. The balance of his time is utilized 
in the Health Department. To the other deputy, who is 
not continuously employed by the town, is assigned, beside 
the store testing, the inspection of coal for delivery to citi- 
zens. ‘This is an important work and he has performed it in 
.a most vigilant and thorough manner. 

In this connection, I wish to call attention to the neces- 
sity for some additional assistance in the department. The 
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growth of the town, the great amount of extra work result- 
ing from the new laws, and the fact that the sealer’s entire 
work must be done satisfactory to a State Commissioner, 
that there shall be no laxity in its performance, makes it im- 
possible for me to arrange for all of the work to come at a 
time when it can be most conveniently done. The extra 
assistance, however, will come intermittently, and I have 
provided in my annual appropriation estimate for more of 
the time of the one deputy who is not continuously em- 
ployed by the town. 


Miscellaneous. 


The calls made upon me as inspector of petroleum and 
measurer of wood and bark, although not numerous, have 
nevertheless been important. One test of kerosene made 
showed it to be of inferior quality and resulted in sending 
back and out of the state three barrels of the product, and in 
cancelling an order for nine additional barrels. Two lots of 
manure measured resulted in correction in favor of the pur- 
chaser, as did one lot of wood. The moral effect of such 
work is apparent, and citizens should not hesitate to call 
upon this office in any case where they feel that an injustice 
is being done them. 

The operation of the new fire hazard law for the Metro- 
politan district relieves me of the necessity of supervising 
the proper storage of petroleum products. I shall continue, 
however, to report to the proper sources any violation found. 

In conclusion, I ask the co-operation of citizens in my 
efforts to make this branch of the municipal service a val- 
uable asset to the town.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen:— 


Gentlemen,—The Gymnasium and Baths Commission re- 
spectfully submit their eighteenth annual report for the year 
ending December 31, 1914. 


The total number of baths taken at the bath house was 
79,844. For the previous year the number was 75,399, show- 
ing an increase of 4,445. 


The attendance at the main gymnasium in regular classes 
was 23,448. For the previous year it was 19,379, showing 
an increase of 4,069. 


The total attendance of those in regular classes in the main 
gymnasium and those who have taken baths in the bath house 
Is 103,292. This does not include the attendance of those who 
use the gymnasium outside of regular classes, which is esti- 
mated at 6,000. 


The attendance of High School pupils who use the gym- 
nasium in regular school classes is estimated at 46,000. 


The attendance at the Heath School gymnasium was 1,636. 
For the previous year it was 716, showing a gain of 920. 


The receipts of the Department were $6,647.52. For the 
previous year they were $6,133.93, which is a gain of $513.59. 


The report of the laundry shows that 205,616 pieces were 
laundered. Of this number 177,026 pieces were charged to 
this Department and 28,590 pieces to the several departments 
of the town,

The Almshouse. 


The Alrnhouse has been in charge of Mr. and Mrs. L. D. 
Perkins, the warden and matron, who were appointed in 
May, 1913. They have proved to be extremely efficient and 
have handled the growing duties and cares of the institution 
in a thoroughly satisfactory manner. The number of in- 
mates has been steadily increasing and at the present time 
twenty-one men, six women and one child are living in the 
institution—eleven more than at this time last year. 


Many of these persons are able to do some work and Mr. 
Perkins by encouraging each man to perform some duties 
suited to his capacity, has promoted friendly relations and 
a spirit of contentment among them which it is sometimes 
difficult to establish. The women also are required by Mrs. 
Perkins to perform some domestic work, but most of them 
are too feeble to render much assistance about the house. 
Several months ago a young woman with a baby was sent to 
us from the State Hospital at Tewksbury and until the child 
can be provided for in some other way they will remain in 
the Almshouse. 


The expense of maintaining the Almshouse has been more 
than $2,000.00 greater than last year, but a large part of that 
increase is accounted for by a few unusual but essential 
expenditures. During the summer a large part of the third 
story was converted into a commodious dormitory for men 
and this change made it necessary to install a completa 
system of fire escapes required by law, altogether adding 
a large item to our budget. Another unusual expense 
was caused by a small epedemic of bronchitis which few of 
the older inmates escaped. When in addition to these and one 
or two other extraordinary expenses. we consider the much 
larger number of persons provided for and the increased 
cost of many articles of food, we cannot feel dissatisfied Att 
the result. 
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Outdoor Relief. 


The amount expended for outdoor relief is more than 
twice as large as for the previous year. This increase, for- 
tunately, does not represent a growing lack of thrift or a 
spirit of independence but is almost entirely due to the oper- 
ation of the law in regard to mothers with dependent chil- 
dren, popularly known as Chapter 763. This law has now 
been in force for sixteen months, a sufficient time to show 
results in many cases. During the year twenty-eight mothers 
had received aid under this law, all but six being residents 
of the town. In some of the homes a decided improvement 
can be seen in the way of better surroundings and in the care 
that can be given by a mother no longer obliged to spend 
most of her time away from home in order to earn money 
for the support of her family. In all cases, however, the 
mother is encouraged to go out to work for a part of the time, 
if she can do so without neglecting her children. In some 
cases there seems to be little improvement, the mothers ap- 
parently failing to understand the real object of the law, the 
raising of standards in the home and training the children 
to a higher type of citizenship than is possible when the 
mothers’ time is wholly devoted to wage earning. 

In their effort to carry out the provisions of the law as 
required the women members of this Board have attended 
hearings at the State House conducted by the State Board 
of Charities and in that way have been able to keep the work 
up to the standard of the State Board. There has been some 
difference of opinion throughout the State as to the desira- 
bility of having the so-called Mothers’ Pension Law ad- 
ministered by a Commission specially appointed rather than 
by the Overseers of the Poor. After more than a year’s 
experience, it is the opinion of this Board that the Overseers 
of the Poor are in an especially favorable position to admin- 
ister the law wisely and efficiently. 


Sick. 


Forty-nine persons have been aided on account of sickness 
during the year. As usual, many of them have been cared 
tor in hospitals,

REPORT 


Brookline, Jan. I, I9gt5. 


The Board of Park Commissioners submits the follow- 
in report for the year 1914: 


Maintenance. 


Insect Pests. Spraying seems to be the most effective 
method for keeping in check the ravages of the gypsy and 
brown tail moths and the usual amount has been done in 
the late spring and early summer throughout the Park 
system. , 

Other pests, however, have been active during the past 
year, notably the forest tent caterpillar and leopard moth; 
the latter pest is unusually difficult to destroy, especially 
in the later days of its life, when it attacks the large 
branches. The fungus which attacks chestnut trees has not 
yet given us trouble, and the elm tree beetles were not 
abundant. There is little to add to what has already been 
printed in previous annual reports but on the whole the 
enemies of the brown tail and gypsy moths seem to be mul- 
tiplying and it is hoped that eventually they will serve to 
aid in keeping these insects under control. 


The expense of moth suppression during the year was 
$1,397.12. As none of this expenditure was on private 
property, there have been no credits for money returned to 
the town. 


For many years in the past the efforts of the Board have 
been directed to the development of an adequate playground 
system adapted to the uses of the town. ‘These efforts have 
been generously supported by the public, with the result 
that Brookline is now provided with many playgrounds, 
widely scattered throughout the town. 

Last year’s report contains a full classified list of all the 
public grounds owned by the town, with the dates of pur- 
chase, cost, areas, and cost of developing. 
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Not only has Brookline made liberal appropriations for 
parks and playgrounds, but public-spirited citizens have 
made generous gifts of valuable lands for similar purposes. 

The crowded conditions, at times, of many of the play- 
grounds gives ample evidence of the usefulness of the ex- 
penditures which have been made for these purposes. The 
rapid increase in population and the growing congestion in 
some portions of the town, indicate that it will still become 
necessary to acquire, from time to time, land for small 
playgrounds suitable for the use of young children who 
cannot be trusted to visit the larger playgrounds. ' 

During the past year one of the smaller playgrounds and 
an excellent type of its class, has been completed and will 
soon be opened to the public. It is situated on Cypress 
street, south of the railway, and has been named the Clark 
Playground in commemoration of the memory of Mr. 
Samuel Clark, an old resident of the town who at one time 
owned a considerable part of the land forming the play- 
ground. 


Skating. The sum of $2,324.05 was expended upon winter 
sports during the past year. The results achieved by spray- 
ing upon the grassy surfaces of the playgrounds and pro- 
ducing an artificial surface of ice has been particularly suc- 
cessful, in fact there are several urgent demands for the ex- 
tention of the present facilities to other areas. Skating is 
now provided at Cypress, Devotion, Brookline Avenue and 
Beacon Street Playgrounds. 

Wherever skating is furnished, whether upon ponds or 
playgrounds it has been accompanied by the playing of 
hockey, which when carried on by older boys and in their 
usual strenuous manner endangers the safety of every one 
upon the ice, particularly girls and small children who can- 
not get out of the way quickly enough to escape injury. So 
numerous have complaints become in regard to the playing 
of this game that the Board have found it necessary to pro- 
hibit it altogether, except in proper places and under prop- 
er regulation. 


Armory Playground. The use of this playground is in- 
creasing. Its surface, owing to the deep mud underneath, 
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is not permanent. Irregular holes have appeared in late 
years. Some of these have recently been filled with loam, 
as an experiment, and it is believed that with comparative- 
ly small expenditure, the surface can be improved as the 
demands for play develop. 


A plan has recently been made by the Town Engineer 
for a complete system of surface water drainage for the 
whole area between Hall’s Pond and Charles River Basin. 
The estimated cost, $30,000.00, is so large that construc- 
tion will probably be delayed. Until this concrete struct- 
ure is built it will be necessary to keep the present channel 
open by a system of inspections and repairs. 


Brook Street Playground. ‘This small lot of land has been 
graded and drained and has been used during the year by 
children who before were obliged to play in the street. 


Brookline Field. Owing to the work of regrading the 
football gridiron and the baseball diamonds which are sur- 
rounded by the runnning track it was impracticable to open 
all parts of this large playground to the public. For a long 
time in the early part of the year the Institute of Technol- 
ogy supplied from two to three men for work on the 
grounds while the running track was in use. The demands 
which have already been made for the “Field” point to the 
possibility that this playground, when it has been properly 
prepared, may prove to be one of the most popular in the 
town. 


Appropriations. With the growth of the town and the 
rapid extension of the playground system it becomes nec- 
essary each year to spend more money upon maintenance. 
Last year the Board asked for $26,000.00, which was re- 
duced to $25,000.00 by the Committee of Thirty. The ex- 
penditures were kept within the appropriation and 
amounted to $24,838.25, leaving a balance of $161.75. The 
estimate for the amount required during 1915 is $27,000.00, 
as per table at the end of this report. A considerable 
amount of the increase asked for is to meet the increased 
cost of labor which has been advanced from $2.25 to $2.50 
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per day and also to pay for two weeks’ vacation of the la- 
borers as per vote of the town. 


It appears from a careful examination, that all of the 


public grounds in the town, with their improvements, but 


not including public buildings, have cost about two million 


dollars. The cost of maintenance is less than one and one- 


half per cent. of this cost. 


Construction—1914. 


The total amount appropriated last year for construc- 


tion was $22,600.00, of which $22,593.63 was expended, 
leaving a balance of $6.37. 


Longwood Avenue Grading $4,500.00. The Street Depart- 
ment completed the filling of ashes upon the stripped sur- 


face of this playground, and as the children were desirous - 


of securing a portion of the area as soon as possible, the 
3oard, on April 13, authorized the Town Engineer to level 
the ashes and fill with loam to the new grade as quickly as 
possible. A large amount of gravel and loam were secured 
from the cellars of apartment houses building in the neigh- 
borhood and the work advanced so rapidly that it became 
possible to sow the whole surface in August. The sur- 
rounding path was filled with cinders and raised to the new 
level later in the year. The whole playground, with the 
exception of the shrubbery beds, has now been restored to 
its old level before settlement and is in a satisfactory condi- 
tion. The sum of $4291.32 was expended. -— - 


Playground Apparatus, $2,145.00. This appropriation was 


expended by the Playground Commission for installing 
gymnastic and other apparatus. The total amount ice. 
was $2144.60, leaving a balance of $0.40. 


Clark Playground, Cypress Street, $6,000.00. On April 
13, I914, ten proposals were received for the grading of this 
playground. The bids varied from $6092.00 to $3530.00. 
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The lowest bid was from D. J. Sheehan & Co., and the con- 
tract was awarded to them. 


On June 30th, the Engineer was directed to erect an: 8- 


foot wire fence with concrete posts, enclesing the whole play- 
ground. Early in the autumn all of the construction hav- 


ing been completed, the Superintendent was directed to 
sow the surface. 


Excellent results are expected from the Clark Playground, 
as it is in a crowded district and it is the first important 
playground built exclusively for young children. 


. Devotion School Grounds, $4,500. In the construction of 
the new Devotion School, completing the group of three 
school houses at this point, a large quantity of earth was 
left on the playground adjoining the site, and it became 
necessary to adopt a comprehensive plan of grading. This 
plan was made by the Town Engineer under direction of 
the Board and was adopted early in the year. It was the 
original intention of the Board to have done this work by 
contract, but as it was found difficult to prepare proper 
specifications owing to the complicated conditions of va- 
rious parts of the work it was finally concluded to adopt 
the plan of day labor as recommended by the Town Engi- 
neer. The grading and masonry were completed early in 
the autumn. The only unfinished part of the plan is the 
building of an iron fence upon the high retaining wall to 
the East of the school building. The amount expended was 


$4919.07. 


Brookline Field grading and resurfacing, $4,000. On June 
30 eight bids were received for the grading of that por- 
tion of this Field lying inside of the running track and used 
for a football gridiron and for the playing of baseball. The 
bids ranged from $1776.00 to $2941.00. The lowest bidders, 
T. McCue & Son Co., were awarded the contract. The 
work embraced one-half of the gridiron, but as it was found 
practicable to finish the whole in one season this was done, 
thus saving one whole year. Several holes for the planting 
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of trees near the fence surrounding the “Field” were pre- 
pared. The total expenditures were $4016.55. 


Brook Street Playground, $455. The sum of $106.42 was 
expended in grading and draining. The materials for the 
fence did not arrive in time to be included in the above ap- 
propriation and was carried over to I9I5. 


School grounds and miscellaneous, $1,000.00. Total 
amount expended $761.36, 


New Construction—1g1I5. 


Devotion School Grounds. In order to properly grade the. 
Devotion School Grounds on Stedman Street it will be neces- 
sary to place edgestone on the sidewalk line. An additional 
allowance of $450.00 has been made in the estimate to cover 
this expense. 


Brook Street Playground, $400.00. This. amount is in- 
cluded to complete the unfinished work of fencing. 


Playground apparatus, $2,150.00. The Playground Com- 
mission have asked us to include in our list of appropria- 
tions the sum of $1900.00 for purchase of new apparatus, 
and to this sum we have added $250.00 for sand gardens 
upon six of the playgrounds and some small items con- 
nected with the installation of apparatus. 


School Grounds and Miscellaneous, $1,000.00. This is the 
usual amount appropriated every year for unexpected ex- 
penditures in construction upon school grounds and unfore- 
seen miscellaneous items. 


Field Houses and Sanitaries; Beacon, Lowell and Clark 
Playgrounds, $10,000. For several years the Park Commis- 
sioners have urged the town to provide some of the play- 
grounds with houses and sanitaries. At no point are these 
facilities needed more than at the Beacon Street Play- 
ground. There large numbers of children and grown per- 
sons collect for play and tennis, and there are no public 
conveniences in the neighborhood. Demands made upon 
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private houses in the neighborhood are annoying. Build- 
ing appears to grow more and more expensive each year. 
It now becomes impossible for the same amount hereto- 
fore estimated to build a fire proof house as several times 
recommended. 

The Playground Commission has asked our Board to in- 
clude in its appropriations a sum sufficient to erect houses 
on three of the playgrounds, i. e., the Beacon, Lowell and 
Clark playgrounds and after conference with them, the 
Park Commissioners asked the Town Engineer to make 
plans for a suitable house of wood instead of brick as here- 
tofore planned. The estimate of cost of this house is $6,000. 


Upon the other two playgrounds it is desirable to erect 
small houses to contain sanitaries only and with space for 
storage of apparatus, tools, etc., and to serve as a play- 
ground for organized play in bad weather, at a cost of about 
$2,000.00 each, or $4,000.00. Total for all three playgrounds 
——$10,000.00. 


Iron Fences at Brookline Avenue Parsons, Devotion and 
Manual Training Schools, $2,289.00. At the Devotion School 
it is necessary to construct an iron fence upon the retaining 
wall recently built at the new school building, at an esti- 
mated cost of $250.00. If this protection is not added to the 
wall there is great danger that some of the children may be 
injured by falling to the level of the playground below. 

At the Manual Training school it is the desire of the 
Board to erect a fence around portions of the vacant lot ad- 
joining the school with gate for the purpose of providing a 
protected place where the girls may play volley ball and 
other games. Estimated cost, $564.00. ; 

Fences around Brookline avenue and Parsons playgrounds 
have been much needed in the past, especially since play in- 
-struction has been introduced and recently the Playground 
Commission has asked us to include these fences in our list 
of appropriations. There must be some protection for the 
girls and small children while their games are in progress. 
The estimate for the Parsons School fence and gates is $475.00 
and that for Brookline avenue playground is $1,000.00. 
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Brookline Field, $1,000. Our Board desire to expend this 
sum to strengthen various structures and for grading a por- 
tion of the grounds outside of the running track. 


Wading Pool, $600.00. This amount has been included in 
our appropriation at the request of the Playground Commis- 
sion. The Town Engineer has made a plan of a concrete struc- 
ture which it is estimated will cost $600.00. 


Catch Basins and Grading at Beacon Playground, $200. 
Owing to the large amount and the nature of the filling which 
was used in the construction of this playground, slight settle- 
ments have occurred in its surface with the result that, in wet 
weather the surface in some places does not dry out as quick- 
ly as it should. The Town Engineer has made a report to the 
Board on this matter in which he recommends the building 
of a few more catch basins to connect with the drainage sys- 
tem at a cost of $200.00. The total amount recommended 
for construction 1s $17,639.00.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
PLANTING TREES 


Two new streets, Rawson and Claflin Roads were planted 
last spring with oriental planes which are in a satisfactory 
condition. ‘This variety of tree is increasing in popularity 
for roadside planting because its foliage is less dense than 
that of maples which formerly were planted so much in the 
residential districts. It is fairly rapid growing, a very shapely 
tree and comparatively free from insects. 

Red oak trees were planted on Boylston, Hammond, New- 
ton and LaGrange Streets and tulip on Spooner Road to take 
the places of those that had died or had been injured. 

Pruning was carried on during the summer. 

We have placed 140 bird boxes in the trees with a result 
that only 5 per cent were occupied by desirable kinds of birds. 
Twice a week from the first of January until spring food was 
put in various places for them, the berry bearing bushes for 
the greater part of that time being so covered with ice that 
the birds could not get the fruit. The food used was a mix- 
ture of oats, cracked corn, and sunflower seeds. 

In co-operation with the Bird Club an exhibition of bird 
boxes and other things pertaining to their care and protection, 
as well as specimens of injury done to trees by insect pests 
was held in the Public Library. Some one was present every 
afternoon to talk on bird protection and answer questions. So 
much interest was expressed on the part of the public that 
another exhibition along similar lines may be held this year. 


Your Committee still has in mind the establishment of a 
Town forest on the land owned by Brookline for its water 
supply in Dedham and West Roxbury believing that the time 
is near at hand when it will be desirable to make profitable 
use of what is now practically waste land. Where trees are 
standing the expense of keeping them clean of gypsy moths 
can be eliminated by cutting them down and planting the area 
with the adjoining open land to white pines which are rarely 
attacked by moths. 


Pe a, PNG 
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This would be a good business proposition for the Towiu, 
for eventually the trees that are planted can be sold for lum- 
ber. According to’ the best statistics obtainable white pine 
grown as a crop will net at the end of 50 years a profit of 
something over $5.00 per acre per year. 

Previous to the year 1914 the work of suppression of injuri- 
ous insects had been carried on very strenuously and at a large 
expense. Your Committee felt that it could well cut down on 
the work for the year 1914 as there were many parts of the 
town fairly free from injurious insects and for this reason. 
the appropriation was reduced from $32,000.00 to $21,000.00 
in 1914. 

The result of our work in 1914 was just about what we 
expected and in the fall we found more gypsy moth egg-clus- 
ters than in the fall of 1913. ‘This increase was not enough 
to do any damage during the season when the pests are active, 
but has resulted in a slight increase in the egg-clusters found 
this fall. For this reason it seems wise to spray this coming 
summer certain portions which were, either not sprayed at all 
last year, or were sprayed very lightly and for this reason your 
Committee asks to have its appropriation for the suppression of 
insect pests increased. 

We still believe that the enemies of the gypsy and brown tail 
moths in the form of parasitical flies and disease are making 
headway and also that our birds are helping in the work of 
destruction.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT. 


—_— 


January I, 1915. 
To the Tree Planting Committee :— 


I respectfully submit my fifth annual report of the work 
done and the expense incurred in the Forestry Department for 
the year ending December 31, 1914. 

During the spring planting season 235 roadside trees were 
planted. In the early summer we averaged a heavy rainfall 
which was very beneficial to the young trees. Thirty-five 
miles of roadside trees were pruned. The street trees are in 
excellent condition. Work of pruning and removing trees 
was done on private property and bills rendered for this work 
amounting to $650.73 which were paid into the town treas- 
ury. 

An important item under the care of roadside trees is wire 
guards. This work is very essential to the protection and 
appearance of our street trees. 

In July the attention of the Boston Consolidated Gas Com- 
pany was called to the fact that seven roadside trees had been 
killed by illuminating gas. The department asked the Com- 
pany to pay the cost of removing these trees, replace the tree 
holes with fresh material and plant a young tree in the former 
location. We placed the damage at $90.00 which was paid 
by the Gas Company. 

The leopard moth continues to be a menace to our trees. 
In the work of pruning, care is given to examining and re- 
moving this larva. It is very interesting to observe a wood- 
pecker bore for this caterpillar. He seems to know the exact 
location of the caterpillar in the limb and removes him with 
great precision. Observation lessons of this kind serve to 
strongly impress on our minds the importance of bird life to 
good and successful tree work. 

The acceptance by the town of several new streets during 
the past year necessitates the planting of trees on the more 
important of these streets. The sum of $1,000.00 1s asked 
for this purpose. : 
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The acceptance of Chapter 217, Acts of rgi4, ‘An act re- 
lative to vacations to laborers employed by cities and towns,” 
will require the sum of $350.00 being added to this appropria- 
tion. 

The danger of forest fires in the wooded area in the south 
part of the town and the possibility of serious damage to town 
trees made it necessary to patrol this district during the dry 
season of the spring and fall Part of the expense was paid 
by a private individual and part was charged to the appro- 
priation for preservation of trees. 

The sum of $100.00 is recommended for this purpose.

SUPPRESSION OF GYPSY AND BROWN TAIL 
MOTHS. | 


The work of suppression of the gypsy and brown tail moths 
was carried on as outlined in our report last year. The road- 
side trees comprising about 70 miles were sprayed. Private 
property wherever requested or where the infestation required 
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it was sprayed and the entire woodland areas of the town were 
given a most thorough spraying with excellent results. 

During the months of November and December we have 
creosoted the gypsy moth egg-clusters in the residential dis- 
tricts on the north side of Beacon Street and on the south 
side as far easterly as Chestnut and Boylston Streets’ and 
westerly to Hammond Street. There remains to be done some 
of the large estates and woodlands in the south part of the 
town. This work will be done between January and April 
at an expense of $2,000.00 

We had a very limited flight of brown tail moths-in July 
and the work of removing these nests has been done in con- 
junction with the creosoting work. 

It seems proper at this time to call attention to other in- 
jurious pests which caused anxiety to the department this 
year. In the spring we had a serious infestation of the “fruit 
tree’ and “forest tent” caterpillars and canker worm. The 
best method of treating these pests is early spraying with ar- 
senate of lead, which was promptly done in the infested dis- 
tricts with good results. 

In the Corey Farm districts and in certain sections of Long- 
wood the elm tree had more elm leaf beetles than they had 
for several years. A heavy spray was used on these trees and 
the foliage was in good condition all summer. 


The trees on the property belonging to the Water Depart- 
ment in West Roxbury have been creosoted this fall. The 
policy instituted a year ago of thinning out on the Dedham 
side the scrub growth of white birch was continued. It is ad- 
visable to remove a certain amount each year of the scrub 
undergrowth on this large area. ‘To do the proportionate 
amount next year and take care of the moth work will in- 
volve an expenditure of $1,500.00. 

Under chapter 404 of the Acts of 1914, the town now has 
authority to enter on private property for the suppression of 
the tent caterpillar, leopard moth, elm beetle, and gypsy and 
brown tail moths. 

Heretofore the amount required each year for leopard moth 
work has been included in the item of pruning. Under the 
above act the sum of $3,000.00 is transferred from the item 
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of pruning under Planting and Preservation of Trees to the 
appropriation for Suppressing Injurious Insects. 

At the last annual town meeting March 18, 1914, the town 
voted to accept Chapter 296, Acts of 1913, which is as fol- 
lows: 

“An act to provide for the better protection of crops from 
insect pests.” 

“Cities by a vote of the City Council, and towns by a vote 
at town meeting, may appropriate money for the protection 
and encouragement of birds which live upon insects injurious 
to crops and trees. Such protection and encouragement may 
include the appointment and payment of bird wardens.” 

In accordance with the acceptance of this Act the Select- 
mén appointed the superintendent of this department Bird 
Warden. 

The work of this Department is primarily the conservation 
of trees. The importance of bird life to this subject has long 
been considered very important. The suppression of injuri- 
ous pests is now recognized as being essential to the preserva- 
tion of forest and shade trees. Birds as has been so often 
said are the natural enemies of insects. A small number of 
birds are capable of devouring great quantities of insects. In 
“Useful Birds and Their Protection” by E. H. Forbush, State 
Ornithologist a case is cited as follows, “two scarlet tanagers 
were seen eating very small caterpillars of the gypsy moth for 
eighteen minutes, at the rate of thirty-five a minute. Assume 
that they only ate caterpillars at this rate for only an hour each 
day, they must have consumed daily 2,100 caterpillars.” This 
number of gypsy moths would defoliage any averaged sized 
tree on a front lawn. 

In the month of April in conjunction with the Brookline 
Bird Club a very successful bird exhibit was held at the Public 
Library. 

The exhibition consisted of a collection of nesting boxes, 
feeding stations, bird baths and other contrivances to encour- 
age the birds to nest in the more settled parts of the town. 
Over 5,000 people visited the exhibit which was very success- 
ful and productive of good results throughout the town. 


I would recommend that additional nesting boxes be placed 
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throughout the town. ‘To do this work and care for same will 
involve an expenditure of $500.00.

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REPORT 


The Brookline Water Board herewith submits its thirty- 
ninth annual report, it being for the fiscal year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1914. 

As in former years, the report of the superintendent of 
the works and the engineers at the pumping stations, with 
pumping statistics are appended. 

At the town meeting held March 5, 1914, G. H. Francis, 
M.D., was re-elected a member of the Board for three years. 
years. 

The Board organized with the choice of Mr. Timothy J. 
Burke as Chairman. Z. R. Forbes was appointed Registrar 
and Clerk, and F. F. Forbes, Superintendent of the Works. 

The routine work of the department for the past year has 
been much the same as usual: street mains have been ex- 
tended as required by building operations and for the general 
improvement of the distributing system. All buildings under 
the charge of this Board are in general good condition and 
have required only slight repairs during the past year. 

The automobile truck and the runabout cars now in use 
have given excellent service throughout the entire year and 
have greatly facilitated the work of the department. 


Additional Water Supply. 


In our last annual report the question of improving and 
increasing the town’s water supply was discussed at some 
length. At that time the town had been granted, by Chapter 
684 of the Acts of 1913, the right to take an additional three 
million gallons of water daily, or such portion thereof as 
should be approved by the State Board of Health. In 
compliance with the Act the Water Board, on May 209, 1913, 
petitioned the State Board of Health to approve the taking 
of this increased amount: After keeping the matter under 
advisement for a year the Board on April 7, 1914, approved 
with certain restrictions the extra taking. 

In anticipation of acquiring this right to take more water 
and while the matter was pending, new wells were sunk in 
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the town land at a distance from the existing wells and the 

water therefrom analyzed. It was found that the water from 

these new wells contained too much iron. In our present 
supply, in common with all ground waters used for domestic 

purposes, the iron and manganese have increased from year 

to year until the amount is now sufficient to cause com-— 
plaint and from time to time necessitate flushing the mains 

in order to clear the pipes of these minerals. The amount 

of iron may continue to increase until the water becomes 

unfit to use and therefore the town must either remove the 

iron or sooner or later abandon its supply. 

In our last annual report an account was given of the 
studies made for removing the iron and other undesirable 
minerals. These studies were conducted by Robert Spurr 
Weston, a well known expert in matters relating to the 
purification of water, who reported that the iron, manganese, 
and carbon dioxide could be removed from our water supply ~ 
by adequate aeration and filteration, thus making it much 
better for laundry purposes, less liable to cause corrosion in 
the distributing system, less necessity for continuous flushing 
the mains and also make it somewhat softer. 

In conjunction with the above matters, the question of 
entering the Metropolitan Water System was also carefully 
examined into; but the expense was found to be so large, that, 
for this reason chiefly, such an alternative was deemed inad- 
visable and could not be recommended. 


The Board, after a careful consideration of the whole 
matter in all its phases, outlined the following general plan: 


First: To establish a filtration system which would con- ~ 
sist of tricklers and aerators having a depth of to feet of 
coarse coke; a coagulating basin having a capacity equiva- 
lent to one hour’s flow of 400,000 gallons; a covered sand 
filter about one acre in area with a filter water basin of suffi- 
cient capacity to meet the demands. 


_ Second: To lay a new force main, twenty inches in dia- 
meter, from the low service pumping station to the reser- 
voir on Fisher Hill. This will be necessary in order to pro- 
vide for an increased supply as the present mains have a 
daily capacity of five million gallons only. 
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Third: To drive new wells to increase the supply of 
water.

The Board was desirous of building the filtering plant 
during the year 1915, as by so doing the quality of the present 
supply could be greatly improved and means provided for the 
removal of the iron which would be encountered when driv- 
ing new wells. The matter was therefore brought before the 
town at a special meeting held December 16, 1914; at this 
meeting the ground was taken that the proposed expenditure 
was so large that it should be referred to the committee 
appointed to consider the annual appropriations and action 
was accordingly postponed until the annual meeting. 

To quote from the report of the Special Committee on 
building the covered reservoir and extension of the pump- 
ing station, made in 1892, and which applies in a greater 
degree today: “We may postpone without serious conse- 
quences the laying out of a highway, the diversion of a 
brook, or work on our parks, but the necessities and demands 
for a continued, pure, and ample water supply are so im- 
perative that prudent management requires the needs to be 
anticipated rather than delayed until some emergency may 
force us into hurried and ill-advised action.”

The work of this Department for the past year compared 
with that of previous years shows little which is unusual. 

The statements in former reports that as the plant grows 
larger and older, the maintenance must increase, is quite 
true, and it is well to bear this fact in mind. Every new 
building erected means an additional meter to be read and 
maintained, and also more water to be furnished by the 
pumps. 

A brief summary of the work done the past season with 
some recommendations and conclusions is as follows: 

Mains have been laid in 15 different streets, varying in 
sizes from 6 to 12 inches inclusive with the usual number of 
gates and hydrants. The total length of these extensions 
was 7,756 feet and the number of hydrants set, 20. 
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One hundred seventy-four service pipes have been laid— 
one less than last year. 

One new fountain has been set and was placed in the 
grounds of the Michael Driscoll School. 

As Washington Street was to be paved in a permanent way 
from Harvard Square to Park Street, all the service pipes in 
this part of the street were relaid and a six-inch main laid 
from School Street to Park Street on the north side. This 
work was thought desirable in order to lessen the chances of 
disturbing the pavements for future repairs or additions. 

No leaks have occurred in the force or street mains with 
the exception of those caused by sewer construction. A 
few service pipes were found defective but in a majority of 
the cases the defects were tracedable to settlement resulting 
from various excavations which are constantly going on in 
the streets of the town. ; : 

A strong effort has been made to discover all leaks in the 
ground which do not appear on the surface, and efforts in 
this direction must continue as strenuously if the consump- 
tion is to be kept at a reasonable amount. Undoubtedly the 
use of water could be lessened somewhat by reading all 
meters each month and notifying any taker whose water bill 
was larger than usual. ‘This practice is followed in some 
cities with beneficial results. 


The customary care has been taken of all the grounds 
under the charge of the Department. All the hydrants and 
gates have been thoroughly inspected and repairs made where 
necessary. 


Only a small outlay has been required on any of the build- 
ings. The pumping machinery at both stations has required 
only such repairs as those due to ordinary wear. 

The number of meters which need overhauling is increas- 
ing each year. During the past season 668 were repaired and 
1,230 tested. It is the intention of the Department to keep 
all meters in such a state of efficiency that they will register 
accurately as far as practicable the water passing through 
them. To accomplish these results the cost of repairs is 
rather large but the Town gains in the end by receiving a 
revenue from a larger part of the water furnished to the 
consumer. No meters, however, will register drops or very 
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small streams and, therefore, no water taker will ever 4 for 
all the water supplied his premises. 

The past year has shown a deficiency of 9.07 inches in its 
rainfall and consequently the consumption of water has in- 
creased faster than it would had the rainfall been normal. 
This increased consumption amounted to nearly 61 million 
gallons. During some dry days the town used more water 
than could be supplied by the force main, and a certain 
amount was of necessity drawn from the reservoirs. 

It is hoped that the town at its meeting in March will take 
favorable action on the recommendation of the Water Board, 
for the time has come when action cannot be postponed 
without serious results. Large improvements cannot be 
made quickly in an economical manner, and two or three 
years will be required to carry out all additions and improve- 
ments which are thought necessary. 


The increase in the pay of the laborers from $2.25 to $2.50 | 


per day and the new law which allows laborers and mechanics 
to work only eight hours a day and only six days a week has 
added quite largely to the expense of the Department. 

The automobiles have proved to be a great help and con- 
venience not only for answering emergency calls but in the 
general conduct of the routine business. The three machines 
have been in daily use at a cost for their maintenance of less 
than $1,000. Taken as a whole they are more economical than 
horses for certain classes of work, and make it possible for 
experienced men to do much more work than they could 
do if horses were used.

Gentlemen,—I have the honor to present the thirty-ninth 
annual report of the Engineer for the year ending December 
31, 1914. | 

Th amount of water pumped during the year was 1,049,- 
228,236 gallons, over 60,500,000 gallons more than last year. 
The pumping time shows a decrease of 58 hours, and the 
coal consumption an increase of 213,788 pounds. The duty 
of the engines is better than last year. 


Boilers. 


The boilers are in good condition. The furnaces have 
been relined. New grates are needed in both furnaces. 


Engines. 


The pumping engines are in good working order. Engine © 


No. 4 was thoroughly overhauled during November, and is 
in first-class condition. The pumps and valve-chambers need 


to be painted to prevent corrosion. Engines No. 5 and No. ~ 


6 are in good condition. Engines No. 1 and 2 are being 
overhauled so that they can be used in case of emergency. 
A new 16 inch by 12 foot lathe has been installed in the 
machine shop. The roof of the workshop leaks badly and 
needs to be renewed.

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In opening our report we wish to record our sincere appre- 
ciation of the service to.the town of Dr. Frederick H. Os- 
good, who died February 22, 1914. He was first appointed 
inspector of animals and provisions and milk in 1893 and had 
given the town twenty-one years of his professional skill with 
small compensation to himself. We regret his loss, coming 
early in life, and we gratefully testify to his unselfish and 
devoted work for the welfare of the citizens among whom 
he lived. 

The general health of the town in 1914 was even better 
than in 1913—the mortality rate being 12.49 per 1,000 inhab- 
itants as against 12.85 in 1913. The activities of the Health 
Department have been varied and extensive, and it 1s im- 
possible for us to comment here upon all branches of the 
work. -We commend the reports of the different officials, 


published fully in the reprint of the Health Report, to all 


persons and especially to those who perhaps think lightly 
upon present day sanitation methods. ‘There is no doubt 
but that the State and Municipalities are doing more than 
ever before in preventative sanitation and health measures. 
This is done at a large cost, but an examination of health 
records shows that in Brookhne at least it pays, for we have 
a low death rate and the number of communicable diseases 
each year is small in proportion to the population. New meas- 
ures which are under-consideration are a municipal pasteuriza- 
tion plant, more stringent orders as to the control of persons 
suffering from tuberculosis, and the municipal collection of 
manure from stables. Recommendations as to these are 
made in the different reports, and the Health Board is giving 
them considerable attention. The complex problem of the 
more economical collection of ashes and rubbish is still be- 
fore us and unsolved. The use of an automobile truck for 
hauling carts loaded with paper and combustible waste has 
proven of great service. ‘This waste is carried to the town 
lot in the southerly part of the town and taken care of as 
well as is possible. The paper is sorted and baled and dis- 
posed of under contract, but the waste that cannot be dis- 
posed of in that way is piled in another part of the lot and 
a large section of the land, while concealed, presents a most 


oo 
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unsightly appearance. ‘The situation as to ashes is about the 
same as last year. The dumps are scarce, the hauls long, 
and the cost large. 


Tuberculosis occupies a foremost place in the attention 
given to communicable diseases, and methods are being 
studied all the time for stamping it out of the community. 
Read the report of the Agent of the Board, and the neces- 
sity for more stringent rules regulating the conduct of per- 
sons afflicted with this disease will be appreciated. Last 
year the town voted an appropriation for a Tuberculosis 
Hospital. Plans had previously been prepared providing for 
a suitable building. From time to time as these were 
studied additions were made to them, until when the bids 
were opened in June last it was found that the lowest was 
considerably above the appropriation. At that time the 
Board of Health postponed the erection of the building until 
a larger appropriation could be obtained. There was no 
special town meeting until December, and in the interval the 
situation as to prevailing cases seemed to be well taken care 
of by the present accommodations at the Contagious Hos- 
pital, so when it came time to consider appropriations at the 
Special Town Meeting, the Board had become convinced 
that the smaller building originally designed would take care 
of the cases which we were likely to have in Brookline for 
a good while to come. ‘Therefore, thinking that $24,000 
was all that should be used for this purpose, we voted not 
to ask for an additional appropriation, but to proceed to 
build the hospital at once, cutting the plans to conform to the 
original design and to fit the appropriation. ‘The plans have 
been approved, and the building will be constructed now as 
soon as possible. A small additional sleeping pavilion as 
originally designed can be put up at any time for the accom- 
modation of more patients, if necessary, but we are quite 
sure that the administration building as now planned will 
accommodate all the patients that we will have for some 
time to come. It may be asked if the present accommoda- 
tions are sufficient, while a new hospital is necessary. The 
answer is that it is certain that there will be more cases of the 
nature that should be cared for in a good hospital and also 
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the State institutions are requiring municipalities more and 
more to look after their own patients. 


We ought to have a place to which a person can be com- 
pelled to go who is in a condition dangerous to his family, 
or who is living in the same house with children, and our 
present building does not provide sufficiently attractive ac- 
commodations for an unwilling patient, and also the present 
building is not proper for caring for men and women at the 
same time. Comment has been made upon the delay in 
providing the new hospital, but the Board did not think that the 
delay in waiting for a larger appropriation would be serious 
and then when the time came, after studying the situation, it 
was decided that the larger appropriation was not necéssary 
and that the smaller building could be erected with a saving to 
the town. | : 

It has always been difficult to care for cases of con- 
tagious diseases other than diphtheria and scarlet fever at 
the hospital, as there have been no separate rooms adapted 
for those diseases. The isolation ward, which has been sel- 
dom used, has been altered over and divided into separate 
rooms, and now the accommodations are adequate for caring 
for cases of measles, erysipelas and other cases which do not 
often occur, but which are urgent when they do. , 

The tenement house inspection inaugurated under the law 
a year ago has proved itself of great value, and many evils 
in construction and conditions which have been discovered 
have been remedied. The Planning Board has recommended 
a more complete system of records, and therefore provision — 
fer clerical assistance had been made in the appropriation. 
This will enable the inspector to give more of his time to 
inspections and will provide for the keeping of proper records 
which are.of vital importance in the study of housing con- 
ditions. 

After the death of Dr. Osgood, the Board appointed Mr. 
Willard E. Ward as agent for the inspection of milk and 
designated him also as inspector of provisions. Dr. Charles 
W. Delano was appointed inspector of.animals, and we call 
attention to the reports of these two officials for a detailed 
account of the work done in their departments. 
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A number of new laws relating to the sealing of weights 
and measures have been enacted in recent years, and the 
Commonwealth is exercising more supervision than before 
in these matters. 

We also call special attention to the report of the Inspector 
of Plumbing which is contained in the report of the Building 
Department. The town has a stringent but reasonable set 
of Plumbing regulations and by the firm enforcement of them 
the plumbing in all buildings in the town conforms to a 
high standard. ‘This result is most necessary for the pre- 
vention of disease. The demand for the strict compliance of 
the law often causes complaint and criticism, but while our 
Inspector is tactful and obliging he is also firm and deter- 
mined that the law as adopted shall be enforced, with the 
beneficial result above mentioned. 

Attention is called to the health regulations and list ot 
notifiable diseases appended hereto as well as to the classifica- 
tion of vital statistics.

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HEALTH REGULATIONS. 
November 6, 1911. 
The Board of Health of the Town of Brookline, in the County 
of Norfolk, by virtue of the provisions of Chapter 75 of the Re- 
vised Laws and amendments thereto, and any other power it there- 
to enabling, doth hereby ordain and enact the following regula- 
tions :—

Article |. Communicable Diseases. 


Section 1—SCARLET FEVER. a. All persons ill with SCAR- 
LET FEVER shall be isolated for a period of at least five weeks 
and until all abnormal discharges from ear, nose or lesions of the 
skin shall have ceased. 


b. No child who has been ill with SCARLET FEVER shall re- 
turn to school within one week of being released from quarantine 
and not until a certificate from the attending physician, the Board 
of Health or its agent has been presented, stating that all danger 
of conveying the disease by such child is passed. 


c. No well child from a household in which there is or has been 
a case of SCARLET FEVER shall attend school until the patient is 
released from quarantine or until a week has elapsed after the re- 
moval of the patient, and then only on presentation of a certificate 
es above. 


d. No child who has been exposed to SCARLET FEVER shall 
attend school for a week following said exposure uniess ‘he has 
already had the disease. 


e. No child from any house where there is a case of SCARLET — 


FEVER shall be allowed to mingle with persons from any Other 
house until after the removal, recovery, or death of the patient 
and the disinfection of the premises, 

Sect. 2—DIPHTHERIA. a. All persons ill with - DIPHTHE- 
RIA shall be isolated until two successive negative cultures from 
both nose and throat have been obtained. 

b. No child who has been ill with DIPHTHERIA shall return to 
school within one week of being released from quarantine and not 
until a certificate from the attending physician, the Board of Health 
or its agent has been presented. . 

c. No weil child from a household in which there is or has been 
a case of DIPHTHERIA shall attend school until the patient is re- 
leased from quarantine or until a week has elapsed after the re- 
moval of the patient, but not until one negative culture from both 
nose and throat has been obtained, such culture having been made 
at least three days after the last exposure to the patient. 

d. No child from any house where there is a case of DIPHTHE- 
RIA shall be allowed to mingle with persons from any other house

until after the removal, recovery, or death of the patient and the 
disinfection of the premises. 


Sect. 3. Every house infected with DIPHTHERIA, SCARLET 
FEVER or SMALLPOX shall have affixed on or near the front and 
rear doors a card, furnished by the Board of Health, stating the 
disease to be avoided; and any unauthorized person removing such 
a card shall be liable to a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars. 


Sect. 4. No child who has CHICKEN-POX shall be allowed to 
attend school until a period of two weeks has elapsed from the 
first appearance of the eruption and all scabs have disappeared. 


Sect. 5. No child who has GERMAN MEASLES shall be allowed 
to attend school until a period of one week has elapsed from the 
first appearance of the eruption. 


Sect. 6. a. No child ill with TUBERCULOSIS, who is a menace 
to the health of others, shall be allowed to continue in school. 


b. Whenever a person with TUBERCULOSIS moves out of a 
house or an apartment, the attending physician, if there” be one, 
or the active head of the family shall so notify the Board of Health 
within twenty-four hours, and both of the above-mentioned persons 
shall be held legally responsible for violation of this order. 


Sect. 7. No child who has MUMPS shall be al’owed to attend 
school until a period of three weeks has elapsed from the first 
signs or symptoms of the disease. 


Sect. 8. No child who has MEASLES and no child, who has not 
had the disease, in a household in which there is a case of MHA- 
SLES shall be allowed to attend school within two weeks from the 
appearance of the rash in the last case in such household. 


Sect. 9—WHOOPING COUGH. No child with WHOOPING 
COUGH shall be allowed to attend school until the paroxysmal 
cough, characteristic of the disease has ceased, and not within 
six weeks of the beginning of the cough. 

No well child from a household in which there is a case of 
WHOOPING COUGH shall be allowed to attend school until two 
weeks have expired from the date of the last exposure to the dis- 
ease, unless he has already had the disease. 


Sect. 10. No child shall be allowed to attend school from any 
household in which there is or has been a case of CEREBRO- 
SPINAL MENINGITIS or of INFANTILE PARALYSIS until a 
certificate has been presented from the Board of Health or its 
Agent. 


Sect. 11. SPECIAL SCHOOL PERMIT. The Agent of the Board 
of Health may, if circumstances warrant, give to children excluded 
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from school by the provisions of the above orders, a special per- 
mit to return to school as soon as he considers it safe for them 
to do so. 


= 


Article Il. Disinfection After Communicable Diseases. 


Section 1. Such rooms and such articles in any house, as in the 
opinion of the Board of Health have been subjected to infection 
or contagion from SMALLPOX, SCARLET FEVER, DIPHTHERIA, 
CEREBRO-SPINAL MENINGITIS, INFANTILE PARALYSIS, or 
TUBERCULOSIS, shall be disinfected by the Board. The attend- 
ing physician or the Agent of the Board of Health shall decide in 
each case as to the proper time for disinfecting, and shall then 
notify the Board; but in no case of SCARLET FEVER shall disin- 
fection be done in less than four weeks from the commencement 
of the last case in the household (except by special permit of the 
Agent of the Board); and in DIPHTHERIA disinfection shall not 
be done until after at least two successive negative bacteriological 
cultures from both nose and throat have been obtained. 


Sect. 2. Articles which have been exposed to infection, or those 
which have been in contact with a patient within 10 days prior to 
the diagnosis of any of the above-named diseases, shall not be sent’ 
to any laundry or other workshop unless they have been first dis- 
infected by the Board of Health, 


Sect. 3. Refuse from the sick-room of a person having any of 
the above-named diseases, shall not be put into any waste recep- 
tacle without being first disinfected. 


Sect. 4. All books which have been used by a patient having 
any of the above-named diseases, or otherwise exposed to infection, 
shall not be returned to any library, school, or circulating agency, 
without first being disinfected by the Board of Health, 


Article Ill. Waste Material—Garbage. 


Section 1. All waste material set out for removal by the town 
shall be kept in separate receptacles. 


Sect. 2. One or more of such receptacles shall be used exclu- 
sively for garbage or swill and shall be water tight, have tight- 
fitting covers, and be kept clean and free from deposits of garbage. 
(An underground garbage receptacle is urgently recommended.) 


Sect. 3. A second receptacle or receptacles, preferably made of 
iron, shall be used exclusively for ashes, tin cans, bottles, and 
other incombustible waste. 


Sect. 4. A third separate set of receptacles shall be used exclu- 
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sively for dry combustible waste, such as paper, old shoes, house- 
sweepings, and such other waste material as it is customary for 
the town to remove. 


Sect. 5. No person shall overhaul the contents of_receptacles of 
waste material set upon the sidewalks to be removed by the town. 


Sect. 6. No person shall throw upon the sidewalk, or into any 
public street or catch-basin, any paper, tin cans, house-sweepings, 
lawn rakings, old shoes, orange peel, banana skin, dead animal or 
other waste material. 


Article |1V.—Food Stuffs. 


Section 1. Every person, firm or corporation engaged in the 
sale or transportation of food stuffs shall cause his wares or those 
under his charge to be properly protected by screens or other- 
wise against contamination by flies, street dust, or other contam- 
inating agency. 


Sect. 2. No food stuffs intended for sale shall be kept in any 
room used for living or sleeping purposes. 


Sect. 38. No person, or corporation, individually or by his or its 
agents, servants, or employees, shall sell or offer for sale in the 
Town of Brookline any re-frozen ice cream, or ice cream which 
contains any artificial coloring matter. 


Sect. 4. All glasses or other drinking utensils, used at soda 
fountains, restaurants, or other refreshment stands, shall be ster- 
ilized at least once each day, and shall be washed and rinsed in 
running water before each separate use thereof. 


Sect. 5. Premises, compartments, rooms, receptacles, or ice- 
chests, used for the storage, manufacture, or sale of foodstuffs, 
shall be kept cleansed in a manner satisfactory to the Board of 
Health. 


Article V. Milk. 


Sect. 1. All animals kept in the Town of Brookline for the pro- 
duction of milk shall, at all times, be kept in a clean condition; 
the udders shall be washed or wiped with a clean, damp cloth, be- 
fore milking; the milker’s hands shall be clean, and the animals 
shall not be fed upon swill or fermented brewery grains. 


Sect. 2. Any person having any infectious disease (the Board 
considers tuberculosis to come within the meaning of the statutes 
in regard to infectious diseases) or having recently been in con- 
tact with any such person, shall not be allowed to milk cows or 
handle cans, measures or other vessels used for milk intended for 
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sale, or in any way take part or assist in the sale of the same, 
until the Board of Health is satisfied that all danger of communi- 
cating such disease is passed. 


Sect. 3. Milk cans or jars of milk dealers shall not be left at 
any house in which there is a case of DIPHTHERIA, SCARLET 
FEVER, TYPHOID FEVER or SMALLPOX, but the milk shall be 
poured into receptacles furnished by tue customer. 


Sect. 4. No person, by himself or by his servant or agent, or as 
the servant or agent of any other person, firm or corporation, shall 
in the Town of Brookline sell, exchange, or deliver, or have in his 
custody or possession with intent to seli, exchange, or deliver, any 
milk, skimmed milk, or cream which contains more than 300,000 
bacteria per cubic centimeter, or which has a temperature higher 
than 50 degrees Fahrenheit. 


Sect. 5. Ail milk sold in the Town of Brookline other than from 
wagons shall be delivered to the purchaser in original sealed jars, 
or from a milk cooler which has been approved by the Board of 
Health. 


Sect. 6. All premises, vehicles, compartments or rooms used for 
the storage and sale of milk in the Town of Brookline shall be Kept 
cleansed in a manner satisfactory to the Board of Health. 


Sect. 7. No person by himself or by his servant or agent, or as 
the servant or agent of any other person, firm or corporation, shall 
in the Town of Brookline sell, exchange, or deliver, milk, skimmed 
milk, or cream produced upon premises where there is a case of 
contagious disease, without the written consent of the Board of 
Health. 


Sect. 8. All utensils used in the handling and selling of milk 
shall be washed and sterilized with steam or boiling water each 
day before being used, and all milk vessels (bottles and cans) 
which are to be returned, shall be cleansed as soon as emptied by 
the person who pours Out the milk. 


Sect. 9. Premises, compartments, rooms, receptacles, or ice- 
chests, used for the storage or sale of milk, shall be kept cleansed 
in a manner satisfactory to the Board of Health. 


Article Vl. Horses, Cows, Swine, Fowl, Stables, Etc. 


Section 1. No person or corporation shall keep or allow to be 
kept upon any premises in his or its possession, within the limits 
of this town, swine, fowl or more than one cow, without securing 
a permit from the Board of Health to do so. Such permit shall ex- 
pire on the first day of May, annually, unless sooner revoked. 
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Sect. 2. No person or corporation shall use any building as a 
stable for horses or cattle, unless such building is properly venti- 
lated; has at least one square foot of unobstructed window glass 
for each 500 cubic feet of air space; and not less than 1,000 cubic 
feet of air space for each animal; has a tight floor and roof; good 
drainage, connecting wherever practicable with the public sewer, 
and a supply of pure water. 


Sect. 3. Manure shall not be allowed to accumulate in tne neigh- 
borhood of barns, and no manure heaps shall be allowed within 
100 feet of any dwelling unless so covered or screened as not to 
prove offensive. Yards surrounding buildings where cows are kept - 
must be well drained and free from standing water and filth. The 
barns shall be kept as clean as possible and the floor shall be 
sprinkled before being swept. 


Sect. 4. No swine shall be kept in cellars of cow stables, except 
by special permit of the Board of Health. 


Sect. 5. No manure shall be Kept in cellars of cow stables, ex- 
cept by special permit of the Board of Health. 


Sect. 6. All premises where animals or fowl are kept shall be 
open at all times to inspection by the poard of Health or its ap- 
pointed officers. 


Sect. 7. Any person having reason to suspect the presence of 
glanders or farcy among horses or any contagious disease among 
any domestic animals, shall immediately report that suspicion, to- 
gether with the street and number of the premises at which the 
animal is kept, to the Board of Health. (The more ordinary symp- 
toms of glanders and farcy are: A discharge from the nostrils, 
enlargement and hardness of the glands under the lower jaw; or 
nodular enlargement of the skin with or without ulceration.) 


Sect. 8. Barns, stables, or any of the contents thereof, which in 
the opinion of the Board of Health have been subjected to infec- 
tion or contagion from glanders, farcy, tuberculosis or other animal 
disease, shall be disinfected to the satisfaction. of the Board of 
Health. 


Sect. 9. The manure from stables on or within fifty feet of pub- 
lic ways shall not be removed between the hours of sunrise and 
sunset, except by permission of the Board of Health. 


Sect. 10. Manure shall not be transported through streets un- 
less properly covered. 
Article VII. Vaults and Cesspools. 


Section 1. No privy vault, or cesspool shall hereafter be con- 
structed in the Town of Brookline without a permit therefor from 
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the Board of Health. This shall not prohibit the construction of 


temporary privy vaults serving new buildings; but upon the instal- 


lation of the necessary piping connecting such buildings with the 
sewer, any such'privy vault shall be abolished and a _ tank-fed 
water-closet substituted therefor. The owner, contractor. or agent 
shall cause the contents of every such privy vault to be covered 
with lime, fresh earth or ashes twice each day. All privy vaults, 
cesspools and manure pits shall be fly-proof. 


Sect. 2. No privy vault or cesspool shall hereafter be construct- 
ed or maintained on any lot or premises where a sewer is acces- 
sible. All privy vaults and cesspools shall be located as directed 
by the Sanitary Agent, and no cesspool] shall hereafter be con- 
structed within five feet of any party line or fence, within fifteen 
feet of the line of any street or within twenty feet of the door 
or window of any building used for habitation, except by special 
permission of the Board of Health. No cover shall be placed upon 
or over any cesspool or privy vault until the same shall have been 
inspected by the Board of Health or its agents. The minimuna in- 
terior dimensions permitted for cesspoois hereafter constructed in 
this town shall be six feet deep and six feet in diameter. 


Sect. 3. No rain water leader, soil waste or drain pipe shall dis- 
charge into or be connected with any privy vault, nor shall a privy 
vault, cesspool or manure pit be directly or indirectly connected 
with any sewer. No drainage from any stable or other building 
shall discharge into a manure pit. Every manure pit shall be kept 
dry, and shall be made water-tight. 


_ Sect. 4. No vault or cesspool shall be emptied by any other 
than the odorless process, nor by carts not of the Odorless Exca- 
vating Company, except permission be first obtained from the 
Board of Health. It is further ordered that neither night soil nor 
the contents of cesspools shall be dumped within the limits of the 
town. 


Article VIII. Burials. 


Section 1. No public funeral shall be held over the remains of 
any person who has died of SMALLPOX, SCARLET FEVER, DIPH- 
THERIA, CEREBRO-SPINAL MENINGITIS, or INFANTILE PA- 
RALYSIS without the written permit of the Board of Health, and - 
under such regulations as may prevent the spread of any Of said 
diseases. The remains of any person who has died from any of 
said diseases shall at once be placed in a tight or sealed coffin, 
and shall not thereafter be exposed to view or disturbed except for 
burial. 


Sect. 2. That in the case of death where the deceased had not 
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been attended by a practising physician, the certificate of death 
shall be issued by the Medical Examiner. 


Sect. 3. That no dead body of any person shall be carried to 
any cemetery, or from one place to another within the town, in 
any public vehicle other than a hearse or undertaker’s vehicle pro- 
vided for that purpose. 


Article IX. Miscellaneous. 

Section 1. ALLL BARBER SHOPS, together with all furniture, 
shall be kept in a cleanly and sanitary condition. Mugs, shaving 
brushes, razors, scissors, clipping machines, pincers, needles and 
other steel instruments shall be sterilized either by immersion in 
steam, boiling water or in alcohol of at least sixty per cent. 
strength, after each separate use. Combs shall be thoroughly 
cleaned with soapsuds and brush after each separate use. A sep- 
arate clean towel shall be used for each person. Alum or other 
material used to stop the flow of blood shall be applied only on a 
towel or other clean cloth. The use of powder puffs and of sponges 
is prohibited, except that a sponge owned by a customer may be 
used on him. Every barber shop shall be kept well ventilated and 
provided with running hot and cold water. No person shall be 
allowed to use any barber shop as a sleeping room. Every barber 
shall thoroughly cleanse his hands immediately before serving 
each customer. Every barber shop sh ll be inspected at least 
twice annually by the Sanitary Agent of the Board. A copy of this 
order shall be kept posted in plain view in every barber shop. 


Sect. 2. Bodies of deceased animals which cannot be con- 
veniently incinerated or buried shall be reported to the Board of 
Health within twenty-four hours after death, or upon discovery 
of such dead bodies.

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REPORT OF AGENT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


Office of the Board of Health, 
Brookline, Mass., January I, 1915 


To the Board of Health:— 


Gentlemen,—I have the honor to submit the following re- 
port for the year ending December 31, 1914: 


Mortality. 


The number of deaths in Brookline from all causes the 
past year was 344, which includes 60 deaths of persons tempo- 
rarily sojourning here, most of whom were patients in various 
Brookline hospitals. There were 18 still births. The num- 
ber of Brookline residents who died outside of the town was 
99, some of whom died in hospitals of Boston and other 
places. Adding the latter number (99) to the number of 
deaths in the town (344) and deducting the number of deaths 
of non-residents (60) we have a total of 383 deaths as com- 
pared with 385 during 1913. 

Estimating* the population of the town on July 1, 1914, 
to have been 30,660, the 383 deaths gives a mortality of 12.49 
per 1,000 inhabitants. 

Of the communicable diseases there were 25 deaths from tu- 
berculosis, 2 from diphtheria, 1 from poliomyelitis, none from 
scarlet fever, typhoid, measles, smallpox or whooping cough. 

There were 42 deaths from pneumonia and 42 from cancer. 
There were 36 deaths of infants under a year. 

In the report of the Town Clerk on the Vital Statistics -will 
be found a table giving the causes of death arranged in 
accordance with the International List of Causes of Death as 
recommended by the United States Census Bureau. 


Communicable Diseases.

*The figures for cases are for the fiscal year, February 1 to 
January 31, while the deaths are for the calendar year, 
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Diphtheria. There were 58 cases of diphtheria reported 
with 2 deaths; 40 of the patients were removed to our own 
hospital and 3 to the Boston City Hospital. Of the reported 
cases a number were very slightly ill and some were carrier 
cases who were discovered as a result of routine cultures in 
households where there had been a clinical case. The se- 
rious results of diphtheria would be prevented in many 
cases if parents would promptly call a physician when their 
children have sore throats, and if the physicians would use 
antitoxin in large doses in threatening cases, without wait- 
ing to hear the report of the culture. 


- Scarlet Fever. There were 48 cases of scarlet fever re- 
ported with no deaths. Of these 20 were removed to our 
hospital and 2 to the Homeopathic Hospital. The disease 
has been relatively mild of late as shown by the fact that 
during the past three years there have been 165 cases with 
no deaths. The low mortality is partly due to the recognt- 
tion by physicians that the serious complications of the 
disease may often be prevented by confinement in bed, even 
in the mildest cases, and by a low proteid diet. 


Typhoid Fever. There were 14 cases of typhoid fever 
with no mortality. In 7 of these the disease was certainly con- 
tracted outside of the town. In 4 the origin was doubtful, al- 
though there had been opportunity for each to contract the dis- 
ease away from home. The three other cases occurred in the 
same household and had evidently been infected by a fourth 
member of the household who contracted the disease out of 
town. He had it at first in an ambulatory form and only took 
to his bed at the time when the three persons whom he had in- 
fected were taken ill. No physician was called and the cases 
were not reported until all four were ill. 


It is hard to see how any greater activity on the part of 
our Board could have prevented any of the 14 cases, and 
it is improbable that the number of cases will be lower in 
the future except as a result of improved conditions in other 
places. Unlike tuberculosis, typhoid is not wholly a local 
problem. Communities like Brookline with a safe water 
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supply and good sewage disposal suffer from unsanitary con- 
ditions in other places. Typhoid in Brookline may arise 
from the failure to disinfect the discharges of a typhoid pa- 
tient in some country town where there is no efficient Board 
of Health. 


It is clearly the duty of the State Board of Health to 
see to it that proper precautions are taken to prevent typhoid 
in all parts of the State. 


The value of typhoid vaccination has now been very clearly 
demonstrated and it is something to be advised for every 
young adult and for all our citizens who travel or who spend 
their vacations in places where the sanitary conditions are 
poor. Everyone should be vaccinated in a household where 
there is a case of typhoid. 


Tuberculosis—The Tuberculosis Dispensary. During 
1914 there were 38 new cases of tuberculosis reported. There 
were 18 deaths within the town and 7 deaths of Brookline resi- 
dents outside the town, making a total of 25 deaths. 


The work of the Dispensary has been along the same lines 
as during) the two previous years of its existence. Dr. 
Charles H. Lawrence has been the physician in charge and 
Mrs. Ella Robertson Jarvis, R. N., has again done excellent 
service as the tuberculosis nurse. A clinic has been held in 
Room 9 at the Town Hall on Tuesdays at 3:00 P. M., and 
on Fridays at 7.30 P. M., with an average attendance of 5+. 
Mrs. Jarvis made 2842 visits at homes where there were, or 
had been, cases of tuberculosis. The records of the Dispensary 
show the present location of 65 cases of tuberculosis, of 
whom 23 are active and presumably infectious, and 42 are 
believed to be arrested. There are 21 Brookline patients in 
hospitals, 15 of whom were sent through the Dispensary. 
The work is much hampered by the lack of adequate hos- 
pital accommodations in the town, but that should be rem- 
edied by the erection of the new hospital during the coming 
year. 


Tuberculosis is by far the most serious of the communi- 
cable diseases in Brookline, and the measures for its pre- 
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vention present the most important problem that is now be- 
fore us. Despite its serious nature there is no other con- 
~tagious disease where the measures that are actually carried 
out are so behind what we know could and should be done. 

The work of the Dispensaries in the families that come 
under its care is an example of what ought to be done in all 
families with tuberculosis. ‘The patient is sent to a hospital 
or sanatorium at the earliest possible moment in order to 
give the patient the best chance of recovery and to save the 
family from the danger of further infection. -The well mem- 
bers of the household report at the Dispensary at regular 
intervals where they are weighed and examined so that if 
the disease is advancing it 1s recognized at an early and 
curable period. 

Many tubercular families, however, most of them moder- 
ately well to do, do not come under the supervision of the 
Dispensary. They resent, as do some of the physicians, 
the investigations of the home conditions by the Health De- 
partment. Some physicians do not urge their patients to 
leave their homes, but allow them to live on under exactly 
the same hygienic conditions under which the disease had de- 
veloped until the case is hopeless. The children’s health is 
not supervised, and they in turn may develop the disease to 
an incurable stage before they are even examined. 

The Board would naturally prefer to leave the management 
and treatment of all cases of disease solely in the hands of 
the patients’ own physicians, but when it is so evident that 
by so doing lives are being sacrificed, it is obviously our duty 
to investigate every case, rich and poor alike, and see that 
proper measures are carried out. 

The public is gradually becoming educated to the dangers 
from sputum. There are a few-other simple facts about tu- 
berculosis that need to be impressed on the laity and on some 
physicians. Among them are the following: 


(1) Ifa person develops tuberculosis he will not be cured 
if he continues to live under the same conditions under which 
the disease has developed. Medicine is of no use in curing 
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tuberculosis. A patient’s best chance of recovery is in the 
carefully regulated life of a sanatorium. 


(2) Practically every child who has lived with a con- 
sumptive becomes infected, but such an infected child may 
not develop tuberculosis in an active form if he can always 
live under good hygienic surroundings, especially if he can 
sleep out of doors and be under medical supervision. 

(3) Cough and expectoration are seldom the earliest 
syimptoms of tuberculosis. Loss of weight, poor appetite 
and pallor are common. early symptoms, usually pre- 
ceding the development of cough, and also often ap- 
pearing before there are any signs in the lung which a 
physician can recognize. These symptoms appearing in a 
person who has been exposed to tuberculosis should always 
arouse suspicion and should result in the person being given 
the regular tubercular treatment. Other conditions than tu- 
berculosis may cause loss of weight, poor appetite and pallor, 
but even if these symptoms are due to other conditions, it is 
well recognized that such a person has a lowered resist- 
ence and tuberculosis is very likely to become active if the 
infection is in the system. 

The statement was formerly often made, that as the germs 
of tuberculosis are in the sputum, there is no danger in living 
with a consumptive provided that the sputum is properly dis- 
posed of. While the danger of tubercular infection is greatly 
lessened by the proper disposal of the sputum, we now know 
that the secretions of the mouth may contain the bacilli, and 
that even from the careful consumptive there is the same 
dissemination of the bacilli that there is from a case of diph- _ 
theria. There are, therefore, no conditions where it can be 
considered safe for a healthy person to live with a con- 
sumptive, although the danger might be negligible if there 
was a trained nurse and the patient was quarantined in his 
room, as would be done ina case of diphtheria. Such a quar- 
antine, however, is never carried out in practice in a chronic 
disease like tuberculosis. The only rational way, therefore, 
of preventing tuberculosis is to separate the sick from the 
well by isolating in hospitals or sanatoria, all cases of tu- 
berculosis that are in a communicable form. The sooner 
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such isolation is made compulsory in every case, the sooner 
will tuberculosis cease to be our most serious contagious 
disease. It is almost certain that in the future all civilized 
communities will insist on this. 


In the present state of public opinion it is probably wisest 
to insist only on such measures as will remove the chief 
source of danger. There are two changes in our methods 
that are urgently needed. In the first place we should com- 
pel the removal to a hospital of the careless and incorrigible 
consumptive; the individual who, byehis careless habits, es- 
pecially endangers the community. 


The second measure, and the one which seems to me of 
the greatest importance, is that the Board should absolutely 
forbid. an individual with tuberculosis in a communicable 
form to live in the same household with a child. Child- 
hood is the time when the individual is most susceptible to 
tubercular infection. The majority of persons who die of tu- 
berculosis in Brookline contracted the disease by living in 
the same home with a consumptive during their childhood. 
The most wmportant step in preventing tuberculosis in the 
years to come 1s to protect the children now. If the parent or 
guardian has not the intelligence to protect the child from 
tuberculosis, then it is the duty of the authorities to see that 
the child is protected. I should therefore recommend that 
the Board pass an order forbidding a person with tuberculosis 
in a communicable form to live in the same household with a 
child under 18 years of age. 


Smallpox. No cases of smallpox have been reported 
since 1903, and except for the school children very few per- 
sons have been vaccinated since that time, so that the pro- 
tection against smallpox is getting less and less in the 
town and we are likely to have an epidemic at any time. It 
is very desirable that everyone should keep himself pro- 
tected by vaccination and re-vaccination, especially 1f cases 
should occur here or in neighboring places. 


Poliomyelitis. There was one fatal case’ of infantile 
paralysis reported. 
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Ophthalmia Neonatorum. There were 6 of these cases 
reported. The majority of them were not gonococcal infec- 
tions, and no impairment of vision resulted so far as is 
known. 


Malaria. There was but one case of malaria, the smallest 
number since the disease became reportable. 


Other Diseases. “The following diseases were also re- 
ported. Measles, 187 cases; whooping cough, 39; chicken- 
pox, 57; mumps, 22. «These diseases are very imperfectly 
reported and the above figures are of no value as represent- 
ing their prevalence. The fact that no deaths resulted 
should not lead to the conclusion that these diseases are 
trivial and of no importance. Measles and whooping cough 
often leave the patient with some organs damaged and more. 
susceptible to other infections, especially those of the 
respiratory tract. 


Venereal Diseases. In the report of last year comment 
was made on the need of taking some measures to prevent 
the so-called venereal diseases. It did not seem practicable 
then, nor does it now, to require the reporting of all cases 
of those diseases, although in the future such will undoubt- 
edly be done. The Board has, however, offered to make 
free of charge the laboratory tests for these diseases, feeling 
that their prompt recognition and care was an important 
step in their prevention. 


One of the great contributions to medical science in re- 
cent years has been the discovery of a blood test—the so- 
called Wasserman reaction—by means of which it is possible 
to determine whether or not a person has syphilis. This 
test is of great value in the diagnosis of obscure cases and 
as a means of determining when a patient is cured and can 
safely give up the treatment. In the past one great difficulty 
has been that it was impossible to tell when a patient was 
cured and as a result the disease has been transmitted to 
others, and serious symptoms have appeared in those who 
believe themselves entirely cured. By the use of the Wasser- 
man tests these serious results can be prevented. 
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The outfits for these tests are kept at the Board of Health 
Laboratory and the specimens of blood are sent to the Har- 
vard Medical School for examination. Only 17 of these 
tests have been made during the past year, but they are 
certain to be used more freely in the future. 


Fly and Mosquito Suppression. The work for the sup- 
pression of flies and mosquitos has been pushed more ener- 
getically than ever before, and the results have been on the 
whole more satisfactory. There was but one case of mala- 
ria reported, which would seem to indicate that the 
anopheles mosquitos are being reduced in numbers. Flies 
were less numerous than in previous years. A very effi- 
cient and durable fly trap devised by Mr. Nyhen was 
used extensively throughout the town and helped to reduce 
the number of flies. The ultimate solution of the fly problem 
will be found, I believe, in the frequent collection of stable 
manure by the town, just as is now done with the garbage 
and ashes. 

The inspections which are made in connection with this 
work are very thorough, and unsanitary conditions are dis- 
covered which otherwise might escape detection. The cit- 
izens now pay much more attention to the condition of their 
back yards and garbage receptacles. As a result of the 
work Brookline is a pleasanter, cleaner and healthier place 
to live in. 


The Pasteurization of Milk. No one can study the spread 
and prevention of the communicable diseases without real- 
izing the dangers to which the community is exposed from 
the sale and distribution of raw milk. The germs of disease 
not only can live in milk, but most of them will actually 
multiply in it with great rapidity. The medical journals 
and the daily press are constantly reporting epidemics 
traced to infected milk. Hardly a year passes but what 
some cases in Brookline are traced to milk. As long as the 
milk is sold raw it is impossible to prevent such epidemics. 
Pasteurization—that is heating the milk to 145° Fahrenheit 
and maintaining that temperature for half an hour will 
kill disease germs without altering the value of the milk 
as a food. 
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The objections that are raised to pasteurized milk are few 
and of little weight; most of them apply to sterilized milk, 
that is to milk, heated to high temperatures. The leading 
specialists in infant feeding recommend that all milk intended 
for infants should be pasteurized unless it be of the certified 
grade. 

In view of the dangers of raw milk the time has come when 
the Board should require all milk to be pasteurized except 
that of a very superior high grade. 

Already the greater part of the milk sold in Brookline is 
pasteurized. The method usually employed is to heat the 
milk in bulk and bottle it afterwards. This method can he 
carried out so as to give good results, but judging from our 
bacteriological examinations some of the milk is insufficiently 
heated. 

The ideal method is to pasteurize the milk in the bottle that: 
is to be delivered to the customer. Our examinations of the 
milk pasteurized by this method have shown very few bac- 
teria. Additional protection is afforded by the crown cap 
used to seal the bottles pasteurized by this method, which 
protects the lip of the bottle over which the milk is poured, 
from contamination during delivery. 

Only a few dealers sell milk pasteurized by this method. 
It is to be hoped that our citizens will learn to appreciate 
the protection which this method gives and increase the de- 
mand for such milk. 


Infant Welfare Work and Infant Mortality. ‘The pres- 
ervation of infant life is a subject which merits our se- 
rious consideration. As some Boards of Health are 
employing nurses who devote their whole time to infant wel- 
fare work, it seems wise to consider whether the situation in 
Brookline is such that we need to undertake active work. 

There were 36 deaths under 1 year; 1 death between I and 
2 years; 3 deaths 2 to 5 years; total under 5 years, 40 deaths. 

Of the 36 deaths under 1 year, 25 were due to premature 
birth, congenital conditions and other causes peculiar to early 
infancy. 

These deaths could only be reduced by instructive prenatal 
work. Of the remaining 11 deaths under 1 year, the causes » 
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were as follows: Purulent infection 1, convulsions I, status - 
lymphaticus 2, bronchitis and pneumonia 3, diarrhoea 1, intes- 
tinal indigestion 1, homicide 1, cause ill defined 1. 

A careful scrutiny of the causes of the 11 deaths leads to the 
conclusion that the field for preventive infant work in Brook- 
line is not a wide one. The number of preventable deaths 
under 1 year is surprisingly small for a population of over 
30,000 with 510 births a year. 

_ The Brookline Friendly Society through its district nurses 


is doing most valuable work in caring for sick babies in the 


tenement house districts. They are also doing prenatal 
work, giving advice and looking after the health of expect- 
ant mothers. The Day Nursery is another important agency 
in protecting the health of babies and small children. 

In view of the few preventable infant deaths that we have 
and in view of the good work that is already being done 
it would seem probable that our energy and funds would he 
better employed in other directions. It is work, howevey, 
which we should have in mind and be ready to undertake 
whenever it seems needed.

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REPORT OF THE BACTERIOLOGIST, 


lo the Board of Health: 


Gentlemen,—I have the honor to submit the following 
report for the year ending December 31, 1914. 

The routine work of the laboratory has consisted of: 

(1) The examination of cultures and swabs from sus- 
pected cases of diphtheria. 

(2) The examination of sputum for the detection of cases 
of pulmonary tuberculosis. 

(3) The diagnosis of typhoid fever by means of blood 
cultures or Ly Widal’s reaction. | | 

(4) The examination of blood for the presence of the 
plasmodiunt malariae. 

(5) Lhe examination of smears for the diagnosis of op- 
thalmia nenatorum, and other gonococcal infections. 

(6) The bacteriological examination of samples of milk 
submitted by the Milk Inspector. 


The necessary outfits for the use of physicians are kept 
at the Laboratory and at the following drug stores: 

At Young & Brown’s* Harvard Square; at the Gammon 
Drug Co.*, corner Beacon and Webster Streets; at the Bea- 
consfield Pharmacy, corner Beacon and Washington Streets; 
at Graves’, corner Boylston and Hammond Streets, Chest- 
nut Hill. 


For a small fee, analyses of urine and other microscopical 
and chemical examinations which aid in the diagnosis of non- 
contagious diseases are made for the physicians of the town. 


Wasserman Tests. The Board of Health now offers to 
make free of charge the blood tests for the diagnosis of 
syphilis and gonorrhea. As the expense of these examina- 
tions when there are only a few is relatively very great, an 
arrangement has been made with the Harvard Medical 
School for doing this work. Sixteen tests for syphilis (of 
which five were positive) and one test for gonorrhea have

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been made during the past year. The outfits for collecting 
the blood can always be had at the Laboratory. 


Diphtheria. There were 55 swabs and 468 cultures ex- 
amined from: 387 persons suspected of having diphtheria 
and 62 were found to be positive. There were 230 cultures 
from persons who were healthy, but who were thought to 
have been exposed to the disease, and among these II were 
found to be “carriers” of the diphtheria bacilli. There were 
502 cultures for release from quarantine. The total number 
of swabs and cultures was 1255. There were 126 cultures 
reincubated and examined a second time. 

Tuberculosis. There were 135 specimens of sputum ex- 
amined for the presence of the bacilli of tuberculosis, 38 
with positive result. 

Typhoid Fever. There were 84 tests made for the pres- 
ence of the typhoid fever or Widal reaction, with specimens 
of dried blood from 64 persons who had symptoms sugges- 
tive of typhoid fever. The reaction was present in 12 of 
these. The laboratory also offers to make the diagnosis of 
typhoid fever by the Conradi blood culture method and to 
examine specimens of urine for typhoid bacilli but no mate- 
rial for these tests has been sent in. 

Malaria. Sixteen specimens of blood were sent to the 
laboratory for examination for the presence of the plasmo- 
dium malariae. There were but 2 positive specimens, one 


_of which was from a non-resident. 


Ophthalmia Neonatorum. Four examinations were made 
during the past year, one of which was positive. 

Milk Examinations. There have been examined during 
the past year, 424 samples of milk and 37 of ice cream, 
which were submitted by the Milk Inspector. Of 410 sam- 
ples of milk of which satisfactory examinations were made, 
365 were below the legal limit of 300,000 bacteria per cubic 
centemeter and 55 (about 13 per cent.) were above; 37 con- 
tained 300,000 to 1,000,000 and 18 were over 1,000,000. The 
highest count was 98,000,000. i 

Miscellaneous Examinations. There were 130 bacterio- 
logical and chemical examinations of various kinds made 
for physicians. There were 4 animal inoculation tests,

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REPORT OF SANITARY AGENT. 


Brookline, Mass., December, 31, 1914. 
To the Board of Health: 


Gentlemen,—I have the honor, as the Sanitary Agent ot 
the Board of Health, to submit my twenty-second annual 
report for the year ending December 31, 1914. 


The organization of the work imposed by your Board on 
its Sanitary Agent and Inspector relative to the abatement of 
nuisances and the correction of other unsanitary conditions 
has not changed materially from that of the previous year. 
The working policy of making prompt and careful investi- 
gation of all complaints received has been continued, followed 
with notice to the parties concerned of the result of the in- 
vestigations. If no improvement followed after a reasonable 
time definite action was taken by the Board and the im- 
proper conditions corrected. 


Complaints and nuisances to the number of 506, as com- 
pared with 439 in 1913, have been investigated during the 
year. 


The following summary shows the number and kind of 
nuisances and complaints investigated and corrected under 
direction of the Board during the year, as well as a large 
number of smaller nuisances too unimportant to occupy the 
time of the Board and which were corrected by the Agent 
and Inspector on their own initiative.

The usual general inspections were made of the cellars and 
yards in the populous districts early in the spring. These 
inspections resulted in the cleaning up of the ashes, garbage 
and refuse generally found in these districts after the winter. 

The tenement as well as the store districts have been fre- 
quently and systematically inspected during the year. As in 
other years we have found it no easy matter to maintain 
cleanliness in many premises in these districts. It often 
happens that the very next day after having a yard cleaned 
up we find it just as badly disarranged and covered with re- 
fuse negligently scattered as before. Many landlords and 
tenants take more than a passing interest in keeping their 
premises up to a proper standard of cleanliness, but there 
are quite a number who do not. 

In four instances complaints were received by the Board 
during the year alleging that offensive smoke in undue quan- 
tities was being emitted from the chimneys of several large 
buildings, mostly apartment houses in the neighborhood of the 
complainants’ dwellings. Investigation disclosed that as in 
other years the trouble was chiefly due to the use of too much 
soft coal and in a lesser degree to careless or ignorant firing on 
the part of those in charge. It may be mentioned that all of 
the places complained of have been under surveillance for 
more than a year by the Sanitary Agent and a Deputy Inspec- 
tox of the Board of Gas and Electric Commissioners. Up to 
this writing, although close watch has been kept on all the 
chimneys in question, it has not been discovered, except. in 
one instance, that smoke is being emitted in excess of the | 
amount allowed by the Act. 

It should not be forgotten, however, that a very consi- 
derable amount of smoke may be emitted without infringing

on the law. Under favorable conditions of wind and weather 
this may become nearly as much of an annoyance as a larger 
amount. During the year the united efforts of the Agent 
and Smoke Inspectors have been directed towards diminish- 
ing to the greatest extent practicable the amount of smoke 
in the air in the districts complained of. With this purpose 
in mind they have periodically and systematically inspected 
all the places under suspicion and have repeatedly enjoined 
upon thase in charge of the fires the necessity of using more 
hard coal and greater care in their methods of firing. While 
some success has attended our efforts in putting down the 
improper conditions complained of we look forward to a 
much greater degree of success during the coming year. In 
connection with the foregoing | may say that we have found 
it hard work to induce the large fuel users to give up the 
use of soft coal. They seem to have such unbounded faith in 
the economic advantages of fuel of this kind that they rarely 
abandon its use unless forced to by the constituted authori- 
ties. 


The number of stables complained of was fifteen. Of this 
number nine were complained of by another division of the 
Board of Health as a source of nuisance, fly-breeding and a 
possible danger to the public health. In the case of these 
latter stables investigation disclosed that there was ample 
room for improvement in the methods adopted by those in 
charge for the abatement and suppression of flies. The 
suggestions offered by the Agent that the accumulated 
manure be placed in metal barrels with tight fitting covers 
and frequently and systematically removed, or, in the case 
of three of the stables, that a chute be provided leading to a 
wagon just beneath and the manure carted away to the 
country every few days, failed to be favorably considered. 

As the fly-breeding season was drawing to a close at the 
time the above investigations were made and as it was evi- 
dent the changes needed to remedy the undesirable condi- 
tions would be quite considerable, action in the matter was 
deferred by the Board until next season. 


The cellar of one stable complained of was found to be 
nearly filled with water. By direction of the Board the water 
was pumped out and the stable and surroundings given a 
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good cleaning. In the case of a temporary structure used 
as a stable by a building contractor the same was believed 
to be a source of fly nuisance and was abolished by the 
owner on request. The complaints against the remaining 
four stables were the over-accumulation of manure and gen- 
eral refuse in and about the premises. 

In accordance with Chapter 486, Acts of 1912, applica- 
tion was made to the Board in two instances for licenses to 
keep horses. Public hearings were given by the Board in 
both instances. For convincing reasons brought out at said 
hearings the Board refused to grant the licenses and the 
petitioners were given leave to withdraw. 

As a result of joint investigations made by the Tenement 
House Inspector and the Sanitary Agent in 1913 of exist- 
ing plumbing in tenement houses where there was a lack of 
sufficient water closet accommodations thirteen new water 
closets carried over from last year were installed, as well as 
three others resulting from investigations of the closing year. 

In the case of two old houses in the westerly part of the 
town having an old privy and cesspool in common and other- 
wise lacking in sanitary conveniences, the Board, through its 
Sanitary Agent, ordered the abatement of the existing nui- 
sances, the sewer brought up to the buildings and modern 
plumbing and drainage installed. The orders given were 
fully carried out in the case of one of the houses. In regard 
to the other, an unoccupied house, nothing has been done 
up to the present, other than to bring the sewer up to the 
building. | 

Mr. Thomas J. Riley, the Sanitary Inspector, has been 
active and energetic in the performance of his duties. Under 
direction of the Board he has caused the abatement and cor- 
rection of a large number of nuisances and other unhealthful 
conditions. He has frequently and regularly patrolled the 
tenement and store districts, noted down improper conditions 
and caused the removal of same in nearly every instance. 


During the warm months the Sanitary Inspector has 
given much time and attention to the fly-proofing and sup- 
pression of contractors’ privies. He has caused the removal of 
52 of these nuisances and the flyproofing of 37 others. He 
has brought about the substitution of 55 water closets for 
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the abandoned privies. The Sanitary Inspector reports a 
total of 359 visits in connection with the removal or cor- 
rection of the above privies. 

The Sanitary Inspector has investigated 119 cases of al- 
leged neglect or delay on the part of the garbage collector 
to remove the garbage on the appointed days. He has 
caused the prompt removal of the garbage in all cases where 
the collector was negligent or slow. 

The Sanitary Inspector has investigated all complaints 
pertaining to henneries and licensing of same and many other 
complaints of a miscellaneous nature not deserving special 
mention here. 

The Sanitary Agent has co-operated with the Inspector in 
making the necessary investigations of nuisances and other 
unsanitary conditions; he has given much time and attention 
to the investigation of defective plumbing, offensive stables 
and smoke nuisances. 

A number of house privies were inspected during the year. 
Four were abolished and one was made fly-proof. . 

The whole number of applications received by the Board 
for licenses to keep fowls was 44. Of this number 41 were 
granted, 2 were withdrawn and one was refused. 

The various bakeries of the town have been twice in- 
spected during the year. No change of importance was noted 
in any of them. Their condition in regard to cleanliness was 
fairly satisfactory. 

The barber shops of the town have been periodically in- 
spected as required by the State law. No lack of cleanliness 
or tidiness was discernable in any of the shops. The shop 
keepers claimed to be living up to all the various requirements 
of the law and using their exertions to prevent the spread 
of contagious disease. 

As in other years a large number of routine matters have 
received the attention of this division as well as others of 
greater import but with the details of which it seems un- 
necessary te encumber this report.

The general principles and efficient methods formulated by 
the previous Inspector of Animals have been continued during 
the past year. With a few exceptions the general conditions 
of premises where domestic animals were kept were found to 
be sanitary. Where the premises were not up to the required 
standard, the owners were permitted to keep such animals on 
condition that they make and maintain such changes as would

be necessary. In one case, however, where swine were kept, 
considerable time was spent inducing the owner to maintain 
even ordinary sanitary conditions. 


Contagious Diseases. 


There have been a few cases of contagious diseases among 
the animals of Brookline. ‘These animals were immediately 
destroyed and the premises properly disinfected. 

The recent outbreak of foot and mouth disease in this state 
necessitated a general quarantine on all neat stock throughout 
the Commonwealth. Up to the present time there have been 
no cases in this town or in any of the dairies contributing to 
the milk supply of Brookline. This is undoubtedly due to the 
strict quarantine measures, the prompt disposal of infected 
animals and the rigid disinfection of premises where the dis- 
ease was found. 


Dairy Inspection. 


I have made such examinations of dairy herds as have been 
requested by the Inspector of Milk and have enforced per- 
manent sanitary corrections in dairies contributing to the 
Brookline supply, as provided by Chapter 381, Acts of I9QII. 
In addition to the twelve tubercular cows destroyed, many 
animals were quarantined temporarily for diseases affecting 
the milk. 


Meat Inspection. 


I have also made such examinations of carcasses, dressed 
fowl, fish, etc., as were requested by the Inspector of Pro- 
visions. Although no condemnations in such cases were neces- 
sary, I feel that this work prevents dealers from offering for 
sale questionable meat and fish products. 

In conclusion, I desire to express my appreciation of the 
facilities afforded me by the Department the past year and 
the hearty co-operation of the town officials and others who 
have so materially assisted in making the work effective.

Quarantine. 


Because of the importance of this work, I have investigated 
every complaint that merited consideration, and have endeav- 
ored to follow up carefully each case of contagious disease that 
remained at home, in order that quaratine regulations should 
be properly observed. One of the most difficult problems 
with which I have had to contend has been complaints re- 
ceived regarding the removal of articles (mostly waste) from 
houses under quarantine. I found in quite a few cases con- 
ditions that warranted prompt correction, while the danger 
of infection in many cases was fanciful. 

In mild cases of diphtheria and scarlet fever where the pa- 
tient was at once removed to the hospital it has often been 
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difficult to make the householder realize that the most effica- 
cious disinfection consists in thorough cleansing, fresh air and 
sunshine. Many disinfections were therefore done to avoid 
criticism and pacify applicants. 


Disinfection. 


The milk jars were those collected from houses ‘under quar- 
antine for contagious disease and do not include the several 
thousand sterilized at milk bottling plants in connection with 
protecting the milk supply. 

It will be noticed that many more rooms in proportion to 
the number of cases have been done after tuberculosis than 
other diseases. This is in keeping with the opinion of those 
who have made a study of the disease, for it is now generally 
recognized by health authorities that the most thorough dis. 
infecting and cleansing should be done after prolonged cases 
of tuberculosis. In this connection I heartily agree with the 
Medical Agent of the Board that the town should assume the 
expense of naptha cleansing such personal clothing, bedding, 
etc., as cannot be thoroughly done with the premises. In 
many of the prolonged and fatal cases, after the disinfector 
has done all that can be accomplished with gas and liquids, 
I have been obliged to condemn articles of bedding and cloth- 
ing because the householder could not afford to have them dis- 
infected at a steam or naptha cleansing establishment. There 
is also present the temptation for the householder to withhold 
information regarding infected articles, in order that they may 
not be destroyed. In several instances I have felt that the 
disinfecting would have been more complete had I the author- 
ity to have certain articles specially treated that I did not feel 
justified in condemning. I have therefore included, subject to 
the Board’s approval, a sufficient amount in my estimate of 
expenditures for the ensuing year to cover this extra expense.

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REPORT OF THE TENEMENT HOUSE INSPECTOR. 


Brookline, Mass., December 31, 1914. 
lo the Board of Health, Brookline, Mass.:— 


Gentlemen,—I herewith submit my report as ‘Tenement 
House Inspector for the year ending December 31, 1914. 

It was my intention to endeavor to cover the balance of the 
town, as far as complete inspections of tenement houses were 
concerned, but owing to complaints and frequent requests, the 
greater part of my time was devoted to special work. 

With the exceptions of a few houses yet to be visited in the 
upper section of the town, all of the so-called “cheaper” class 
of tenement houses have been visited at least once. 

When these are investigated it should be much easier to 
cover the remainder (apartment houses), as most of them 
have been constructed under more recent building laws, espe- 
cially as regards plumbing; unsanitary plumbing being the 
greatest drawback with the older type of tenements. 

Then again, the income from the apartment property is 
considerably greater, and the tenants, since they pay larger 
rentals, see to it that unsanitary conditions are corrected im- 
mediately, otherwise they move; whereas the tenants in the 
cheaper type of tenement houses are obliged to put up with 
these conditions and wait; their only alternative being to call 
in the Board of Health to abate the nuisance. 

While in the tabulated report there appear only a few over 
a hundred complaints, many requests were made which I did 
not list as complaints, especially under the inspection of cel- 
lars. 

The reason for this is, that during the year a new law was 
enacted, known as the Fire Prevention Law, which contains 
very stringent provisions regarding the storing of combustible 
material in cellars of tenement houses. 

The enforcement of this law is left to the jurisdiction of 
the Fire Commissioner, but as I am in direct charge of tene- 
ment house inspection, the Commissioner has notified me what 
arrangements are satisfactory to his department and I have 
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followed conditions closely, noting violations where found and 
having same corrected without delay. 


It has been the practice for most janitors to accumulate 
waste paper in burlap bags from week to week, storing same 
near cellar staircases or in heating rooms, both of these con- 
ditions being inviters of fire. Under this new law they are 
obliged to store waste material in a room that is fireproof or 
in metal-covered receptacles. To follow up such matters prop- 
erly would engage the entire attention of an inspector. 


Another division of my work which requires considerable 
looking after, is the supervision of basement suites to be util- 
ized for living purposes. When plans are filed for buildings 
containing these suites I supervise same until they are ready 
for occupancy. It means constant inspection, as very often, 
among other things, the window area is modified from plan, 
or the rooms are increased in size and the window area is not 
made larger accordingly. Then again, the damp-proofing is 
not always done properly, unless the inspector is present at 
this stage of the work. This necessitates many visits, as con- 
tractors never notify you when their men are ready to proceed 
with that branch. : 


During the year three proposed suites were abandoned, as 
they could not meet with the requirements. Another suite 
intended for use and constructed, was abolished ‘for lack of 
sufficient window area. 

One room in a basement, intended no doubt for a store- 
room, was used as a sleeping room by janitor. It was located 
in the front part of a dark cellar, unfit for living purposes and 
with no means of escape in case of fire. I notified agent to 
have same vacated. 

Under the present law, maid’s rooms in basements are not 
allowed and one owner was notified that he could not utilize 
rooms for such purposes; in two other instances, maids were 
using rooms and owners informed that they must be vacated. 

There were a few complaints of odors in tenement houses, 
mostly in the apartment houses, which were investigated and 
abated. Very often I have been called on such cases where it 
was just a grievance between parties. 

Several complaints were received from one section of the 
town regarding unsanitary conditions of underground garbage 
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receptacles, allowing odors to penetrate suites in the neighbor- 
hood. These were thoroughly cleaned and new inside sections 
installed. 

The total number of receptacles ordered installed during the 
year was eighty-one (81). 

One of the greatest menaces to public health, likewise quite 
prevalent the past twelve months, was unsanitary water closets. 
There were forty-two (42) detected on my tour of inspec- 
tions, some having cracked and badly stained bowls; others 
with flanges loosened allowing water to ooze out at the base of 
bowl, causing dampness; seats corroded and in some places 
defective. Of this number, five (5) could not be brought up 
to a proper standard of sanitation which necessitated their 
replacement by new bowls with new seats. 

During the winter months many water closets located in 
cellars of tenement houses became frozen, as is very often the 
case, becoming useless for several days. | 

The previous year (1913) twenty-five (25) new water clos- 
ets were ordered installed; eleven being completed that year, 
the remaining fourteen (14) were held over; for in some cases 
work was being estimated, while in others the weather was too 
severe to permit work being performed that year. 

Thirteen (13) of the latter were installed the past year with 
new drainage, together with modern ventilation, replacing old, 
worn-out closets and breeders of disease. Work upon the re- 
maining one will be commenced soon. 

This year six (6) new water closets were ordered, four be- 
ing connected, while the other two, with new drainage, are 
being figured upon. Three of these were installed replacing 
old, dilapitated, unhealthful and unsanitary water closets. In 
conjunction with the installation of these, new sink lines with 
ventilation were run. 

The remaining closet was installed in a lodging house, where 
there were too many utilizing one closet; making a total of 
seventeen (17) new water closets installed for 1914. 


One water-closet compartment was ventilated as: ordered, 
same being an interior one. 


Seventeen houses with ceilings. or walls unsightly were re- 
ported, and, with a few exceptions, were corrected. 


Four suites were noted where conditions were unsightly, 
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caused by slackness of tenants and not through any fault of 
owners. 

Two families were obliged to seek larger suites for their 
rooms did not contain, no where near, the required amount of 
air space. 

Two other very important matters, especially in case of 
fire, which were given careful consideration, were conditions » 
of egresses and lighting of hallways at night. 

Of all buildings investigated, thirty-seven (37) were found 
with egresses obstructed by ice-chests, boxes and other para- 
phenalia, making it practically impossible for passage. 

With few exceptions, buildings which are required by law 
to have lights maintained all night in hallways, complied with 
the regulations. These few exceptions also complied after the 
Owners were warned a second time. Many night inspections 
were made in connection with such matters. 


After two buildings were completed and occupied, under 
present building code, it was noticed.that additions had been 
made which the Building Department had notified owner could 
not be used only for storage. During my investigations of 
these properties, I found that instead of rooms being used 
for storage, they were being maintained as maids’ rooms 
which was a violation of the law, as they did not contain the 
required amount of floor area. The owner and tenants were 
notified by me that rooms would have to be vacated. 


Another building recently constructed and unoccupied was 
found to have a small room on one floor that was not of 
sufficient size and owner was notified that room must not be 
used for living purposes. 

‘During the year the Board designated the Building Com- 
missioner, the Fire Commissioner and myself a Committee 
on Fire Prevention, to take all necessary precautions to ensure 
proper protection in case of fire. I have paid particular heed 
to such matters, reporting to the Building Commissioner all 
violations of the Building Law; such as openings in party 
walls, insufficient and defective egresses, and unsafe build- 
ings, noted during my investigations. Wherever combustible 
matter was found, particularly in stores and places other than 
tenement property, | have had hazardous conditions corrected 
myself. 
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Many inspections were made with the State Inspector re- 
garding egresses and I have referred conditions to him which 
came under his jurisdiction, also assisting him at his request 
many times. 

Miscellaneous investigations were conducted for such causes, 
as defective plumbing and plumbing supposed to be unsanitary, 
obstructions upon roofs, unsanitary conditions existing in hall- 
ways and other matters which would take up too much space 
to enumerate. . 

The following summary will give a more detailed idea of 
what was accomplished during the past year.

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REPORT OF AGENT FOR THE INSPECTION OF 
MILK AND PROVISIONS. 


Brookline, Mass., January 14, 1915. 
To the Board of Health: 


Gentlemen,—I herewith respectfully submit my report as 
Agent of the Board of Health for the inspection of milk 
and provisions for the year ending December 31st, 1914. 

Dr. Frederick H. Osgood, who for twenty-one years served 
as head of this division, passed away on Februray 22nd, 1914. 
To his sagacity, courage, and untiring effort, is due the build- 
ing up of a highly efficient, and in some respects unique, 
milk inspection service. He was the instigator of severa! 
public health measures and worked unceasingly for all that 
was progressive in public health conservation. No one less 
intimately connected with him could possibly be aware of 
the large amount of work that Dr. Osgood did in the interest 
of the town, beyond his accredited duties. 

In May, Dr. Charles W. Delano was appointed Inspector 
of Animals, and the writer an Agent of the Board for the 
inspection of milk and provisions. Our long association with 
Dr. Osgood has made it possible for us to continue the work 
along the efficient lines adopted by him. In recognition of 
the honor conferred upon me, I[ trust I shall be able to main- 
tain his high standard.

General. 


Since it is impossible in a brief report to give in detail all 
that has been accomplished during the year, I am confined 
to such varying outlines as will give a general idea of the 
results obtained and those sought for. 

The policy established by the late Dr. Osgood of keeping 
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the Brookline supply separated as far as practicable, of re- 
fusing to license unreliable dealers, and of excluding dirty 
and unreliable dairies from the supply of licensed dealers 
has been continued with extremely satisfactory results. The 
revocation of a dealer’s license to sell milk in Brookline has 
been more efficacious and stimulating than prosecution. Al- 
though this policy was at first considered too drastic, other 
municipalities are rapidly realizing that this is the most prac- 
tical method to employ, and all recent milk legislation has 
been along these lines. This policy, and the fact that the 
work has been very economically done in co-operation with 
other branches of municipal service, has resulted in main- 
taining a high standard for our milk supply. 

At the National Milk Inspectors’ Convention, held in Chi- 
cago in November, it was brought up very forcibly that in 
such states as had adequate laws (Massachusetts being one) 
the application of preventative measures to exclude unde- 
sirable dealers and milk produced under unsanitary condi- 
tions, as referred to above, should supercede the present 
system, so widely used, of disregarding the reliability of pro- 
ducers and dealers and attempting correction through pro- 
secution. 


Both chemical and bacteriological reports covering the 
past year have been extremely satisfactory, there being an 
especially marked reduction in the number of samples show- 
ing low fats, sediment, pus, or excessive bacteria. 

The correcting of noisy milk wagons, and prohibiting of 
unnecessary noise by drivers in handling their bottles and 
cans in the early morning hours; preventing boys, other 
than those regularly employed, from assisting drivers on 
milk wagons; seeing that those in charge of the transporta- 
tion of milk carefully ice and protect the product; ascer- 
taining that polutted water supplies are not used by dairy- 
men; enforcing cleanly conditions at stores and shops where 
food products are sold or manufactured; and the application 
of various preventative measures that constantly arising con- 
tingencies make necessary, are incidental but none the less 
important features upon which no further comment seems 
necessary. 


I am attaching to this report tables showing the bacterial 
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content, the average fat content, and the average daily scor- 
ing of each dealer’s supply. 


Milk and Cream Supply. 


Considerable time was spent during the summer months 
in selecting new sources of supply. With the increase in the 
consumption of milk in the town, and a noted decrease in 
the number of Massachusetts dairies, it has been, and will 
continue to be, necessary to go farther away for our milk 
supply. I have, however, objected to dealers obtaining their 
supplies from distant points in Vermont and New York, on ac- 
count of the long haul and the impracticability of properly 
supervising the dairies. The large dairy districts of southern 
New Hampshire produce milk which both chemically and com- 
mercially compares favorably with our Massachusetts supply, 
and it is from this large milk-producing district that I have 
selected supplies when it was not possible to obtain a satis- 
factory product from Massachusetts dairies. 

During the year, two dealers withdrew from. business 
in Brookline because of outbreaks of contagious disease on 
their routes, which are referred to later. Another dealer, 
whose premises and methods of production have been de- 
cidedly unsatisfactory for many years, gave up the business 
rather than face three separate charges upon which I had 
obtained evidence for prosecution, and one license was 
abruptly cancelled at the end of two weeks for carelessness 
and failure to provide proper sterilizing equipment. Two ap- 
plications for wagon licenses were refused because of the 
unsanitary condition of their dairies. One store and one 
wagon license were revoked for repeated violations of our 
health regulations. Two drivers’ registrations were revoked, 
one for selecting the différent grades of cream by tasting 
the canstopper, and the other for bottling milk on the street 
after being forbidden to do so by both his employer and my- 
self. 

Four applications for milk bottling plants within the town 
were refused because of inadquate sterlizing equipment. One 
of these was opened in a garage, without my knowledge. On 
my first inspection, I forbade the further bottling of milk 
but gave the dealer an opportunity to obtain a suitable place 
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and equipment. My second examination found him located 
in the basement of a house with only a portion of the equip- 
ment necessary for sterilizing his utensils. The place was 
in a very unsanitary condition, with a large supply of cream 
on hand, which I found unfit for consumption. I immediately 
called in a town constable, seized and condemned the cream, 
and notified the owner that the place hereafter must not 
be used for the handling of dairy products. 

Our cream supply comes from practically three distinct 
districts; one lot from the vicinity of Randolph and Claren- 
don, Vermont, one from Solon and Harmony, Maine, and 
one from nearby dairies produced in connection with the 
milk. The two former undergo pasteurization before being 
shipped. 

I have spent considerable time in perfecting the separa- 
tion of the Brookline supply and in excluding therefrom 
dairies which I thought undesirable. 

Nearly one-third of the cream used in Brookline is pro- 
duced in the vicinity of Solon, Maine, and at the request 
of the distributor I visited this district and made an inspec- 
tion of the contributing dairies and the several cream plants, 
selecting a district around two receiving plants for the Brook- 
line supply. The suggestions I made to the Creamery Com- 
pany were carried out, and this particular supply is now one 
of the best. I have but recently received a letter from the 
President of the Company in which he stated that the in- 
structive methods suggested for the Brookline supply were 
so quickly noticeable in improving the quality of the product 
that he was applying them to their entire output. The Ver- 
mont supply has also been extremely satisfactory. The local 
raw supply has shown considerable variation and naturally 
requires more frequent inspection. 


Bacterial Examination. 


One of the most valuable results of the bacteriological 
work is the locating and eliminating of diseased cows in cases 
where samples show the presence of pus. When such cases 
have been reported to me, I have, with Dr. Delano, the Vet- 
erinary Inspector, made a prompt and thorough investi- 
gation which has resulted in the destruction of three cows, 
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the quarantining of six, and the disposing of five where the 
trouble was not severe enough to spoil the meat value of the 
carcass. 

The less than 450 samples examined scarcely provides 
for the more important work of tracing and eliminating pus 
and diseased cows, and re-sampling in cases where the count 
has been high. The work, therefore, has been done more 
largely as a corrective measure than as information to the 
public as to the bacterial standing of the several milk sup- 
plies. Enough samples should be taken to give the public 
a fair bacterial average of the several kinds of each dealer’s 
supply. I realize that this would impose considerable added 
work on the laboratory, and that it would also necessitate 
inconvenience in taking care of the samples of those dealers 
who deliver only in the middle of the day or in the after- 
noon. Dr. Denny agrees with me that a larger number of 
bacterial samples should be taken, and I trust that the Board 
will approve this. 

All excepting a few of the smaller dealers sell milk at both 
wholesale and retail, while some of them sell from three to 
five different priced milks from entirely different supplies. 
The store keepers naturally feel that their milk should be 
sampled before delivery to them, while physicians desire that 
the higher priced and so-called baby milk should be fre- 
quently taken and the results tabulated separately. I have 
sampled this special baby milk as often as possible, because 
of the importance of the value to mothers and physicians in 
selecting supplies. 


Chemical Examination. 


In reviewing the results of the 462 samples analyzed, 1} 
find a substantial increase in the commercial and fat value 
of both milk and cream. There were but 25 below the legal 
standard in both solids and fats, with a few additional anes 
slightly low in fats only. In view of the prompt correction 
and co-operation shown by the dealers, extreme action was 
not necessary. No samples containing adulterants or preserva- 
tives were found. ‘The five samples of breast milk were ex- 
amined upon the request of physicians to meet urgent neces- 
sities in families unable.to pay for such analysis. 
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Investigation After Contagious Disease. 


The work of investigating the milk supply and enforcing pre- 
ventative measures after two or more cases of infectious 
cisease from one milk supply have been reported, has heen 
done as heretofore with as little publicity as possible, as 
past experience has shown that sometimes the slightest rumor 
will unduly alarm a dealer’s customers and cause him financial 
disaster. The good results of corrective and preventative 
work in connection with a suspected milk supply are measured 
largely by the absence of anything worthy of reporting. 

Of the investigations made there were but two which were 
at all serious, and as a consequence, the two dealers involved 
went out of business. In both cases, thorough disinfection 
was done, and the sterilizing and bottling of milk personally 
supervised by the Inspector until the danger was past. 

Early in January, several cases of diphtheria appeared 
simultaneously on the Brookline route of a licensed dealer, 
whose milk supply was produced jointly by himself and a 
neighbor. Immediate investigation resulted in the Medical 
Inspector finding that one of the milkers had the disease in 
such mild form as to account for the infection of the milk, 
notwithstanding that the most careful measures had been 
maintained since a similar outbreak affecting the same dealer 
about three months previous. 

During the latter part of May, an epidemic of septic sore 
throat appeared, having all the characteristics of the out- 
break of 1912. Investigation showed that the severe cases 
were practically all supplied by a small dealer who kept his 
own cows and delivered but about sixteen cans of milk a 
day. As soon as the supply was suspected, most rigid pre- 
cautionary and preventative measures were applied in con- 
nection with the dealer’s production and delivery, and the 
outbreak immediately ceased. It is to be regretted that the 
dealer, who was one of the most dependable in the market 
* milk class, went out of business after he was convinced that 
his supply was responsible for the outbreak. ay 

As experts have not as yet been able to isolate the specific 
group of streptococci causing this peculiar form of septic ton- 
silitis, the period of incubation is not definitely known. While 
this makes it impossible to arrive at a definite conclusion, I am 
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personally satisfied that the infection was spread by a boy 
of seven years, who for a few days just previous to the phy- 
sician’s diagnosis and while his parents thought that he had 
an ordinary cold, had been going to the dealer’s bottling 
plant for milk. On each occasion the boy left an empty Jar, 
taking home a full one. The boy placed these empty jars in 
promiscuous places in the milkroom, and some, at least, were 
no doubt refilled by mistake without being again washed. 
The dealer, who assisted me in every possible way to find the 
cause of the trouble, agrees with me that the boy spread the 
infection. 

An added feature this past year has been the requirement 
that milk dealers, when their employees are laid off by ill- 
_ ness, especially contagious disease, must furnish me with a 
proper certificate from the attending physician before allow- 
ing them to again handle milk. In cases of typhoid, two 
negative blood tests and one fecal test are required. 


Pasteurization. 


Several of our smaller dealers have installed pasteurizing 
plants. I have encouraged dealers to take such action and 
have spent considerable time in assisting them to equip their 
plants with modern and economical apparatus. In this con- 
nection I regret to note a decided inclination on the part 
of some of them to go farther away for their milk in order 
to obtain a cheaper supply. I have felt justified in refusing 
to approve of the change from nearby to far-away dairies, 
except in cases where the dealer was unable to obtain a 
satisfactory nearby supply. 

A fresh, nearby supply, properly pasteurized in the sealed 
jars after it has passed through the various stages of hand- 
ling, would be an ideal one and would involve no loss in food 
value or flavor. The inclination for the dealer to use a pro- 
duct that might be unsalable in the raw state is always 
present. There are many conditions that might affect a milk 
supply gathered from the best and nearest dairies, and my 
contention has always been that increased, rather than de- 
creased, vigilance should be kept upon those supplies which 
are pasteurized until such time as the public shall understand 
the difference between milk pasteurized for commercial pur- 
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poses (i. e. old or exposed milk to prolong its stability) and 
pure fresh milk pasteurized solely as a protective health meas- 
ure, and shall demand supervision by health officials of all pas- 
teurized milk. I have therefore insisted that all pasteurized 
ntilk for delivery in Brookline shall be produced and 
handled under as cleanly conditions as the raw product. 
Consumers are urged to look into this important matter 
for themselves and to consult the records of this office, 
in order that they may make an intelligent selection of their 
milk supply. 


Dairies. 


In making a selection of dairies to supply the town, I have 
always had in mind the growing scarcity of milk, and have 
tried not to force sanitary measuers beyond a point that was 
reasonable. Changes in dairies supplying the town have 
been made for some good reason. Many that were satis- 
factory from a sanitary standpoint were replaced by those 
nearer the shipping points, on account of exposure during 
transit, while some were abruptly cut off because of the por- 
ducers’ failure to carry out what your Inspector considered 
were just and proper suggestions. Of the latter, two were cut 
off for exposure of milking utensils to flies and dust; two for 
keeping milch cows in barn cellars; three for improper cool- 
. ing of milk; and the remaining one, a local dairy, gave up 
the business under pressure because of general unsanitary 
conditions. In such of the above cited cases as appealed to 
the State Board of Health, my decision was sustained. Of 
the dairies examined in the selection of new supplies, 40-odd 
were rejected because of their failure to score the requisite 
number of points to conform to the Brookline standard. The 
judicious selection of dairies is reflected in the results of 
both the bacteriological and chemical examinations. 

On such contributing dairies where the physical condition 
of the herds was not satisfactory, I have had our veterinary 
inspector examine the cattle, and where tuberculosis was 
suspected the tuberculin test was applied and those animals 
showing reaction destroyed. In cases where other diseases 
affecting the milk were found, the animals were quarantined 
until the bacteriological examination of the milk showed it 
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to be normal. For further details of this work, I refer to 
the attached report of Dr. Delano. 

The U. S. Government scoring system was discussed at 
the Milk Inspectors’ Convention held in Worcester last 
month, and it was the prevailing opinion that the system, 
although suitable for state and federal inspectors, because 
of its statistical value, was impractical for use by local in- 
spectors, whose aim should be to promote the sanitary pro- 
duction and handling of milk, regardless of whether a farm- 
er’s buildings and equipment are new or old. I had antici- 
pated this reversal of opinion and revised our scoring card 
by taking from the several kinds in use what I considered 
most practical. This card was approved by the late Dr. Os- 
good, and its use since last June has demonstrated that it 
meets all the objections found in other scoring systems. Dairy 
scorings are not permanently fixed until after repeated sedi- 
ment (and temperature) tests have been made to determine 
the condition and purity of the milk when it left the pro- 
ducer’s hands, two very essential factors in the sanitary pro- 
duction of milk. 

A large saving in automobile mileage and time has been 
effected in dairy inspection by spending several successive 
days on the work, and going from one dairy district to an- 
other, rather than returning to Brookline after each district 
has been visited. 


Legislation. 


The three years’ agitation for milk legislation resulted in 
the enactment of a measure somewhat at variance with the 
bills proposed by the contending factions. (Chapter 744, 
Acts 1914.) ‘This measure, known as the Clark Bill, provides 
that all dealers in and producers of milk for distribution in 
Massachusetts shall be obliged to obtain a permit from the 
Inspector of Milk of any city or town in which their milk is 
sold, the inspector having the authority to revoke such per- 
mit for violation of the rules and regulations of the Board of 
Health. This law also provides that when a permit is re- 
voked, notice shall at once be sent to the State Board of 
Health, which shall immediately notify the Boards of Health 
of other cities and towns in the Commonwealth, and also any 
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dealer who might be likely to purchase the milk from such 
dairy. This prevents the sale of the milk in this State until 
the producer has made such corrections as would entitle him 
to another permit. Thus the stringent measures sought for 
in the Ellis Milk Bill are obtained, but their enforcement is 
left to the municipal officers in whose districts the milk is 
sold, where such enforcement belongs. 

After careful study and many conferences with health offi- 
cials in surrounding municipalities to obtain information, I 
have re-drafted our milk regulations, making them more 
stringent and applicable under the new law. 

I stated to members of the Legislative Committee on Pub- 
lic Health, when the measure was discussed, that if the Clark 
Bill could be amended so as to give the State Board of 
Health the same authority to enforce the measure in any 
municipality where it is not properly enforced by the local 
authorities, thereby taking care of the smaller towns in the 
State, it would cover the one weak spot in the bill and satisfy 
the exponents of the other measures. I have recently re- 
ceived a letter from the attorney of the Milk Consumers’ 
League, requesting me to submit this amendment for intro- 
duction to the incoming Legislature, showing that my sug- 
gestion was a practical one. 

Concerted action along certain uniform lines in instructive 
and restrictive measures by milk inspectors under the new 
law will undoubtedly greatly improve the milk supply in the 
Metropolitan district. If the new law is applied rigidly 
enough, it will be unnecessary to insist upon specific separate 
supplies in those municipalities which, like Brookline, have in- 
sisted upon such separation. I shall, however, insist upon 
the large dealers continuing the present arrangement for_the 
Brookline supply until such time as I am assured that any 
mixed supply will be as good as that now furnished. 


Foot and Mouth Disease. 


The outbreak of the foot and mouth disease among cattle 
started just after | completed the dairy inspection. Upon 
the request of the State Commissioner of Animal Industry, 
Dr. Delano and I did such work as was necessary to protect 
the dairy districts supplying Brookline with milk. I immedi-' 
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ately issued a letter to each contributing dairyman advising 
as to what precautions should be taken, and stating that I 
should not hesitate to cancel any permit in a case where 
carelessness was shown. Under special authority from the 
State Commissioner, I assisted Dr. Delano, who is an agent 
for the State Bureau, in rigidly enforcing the special state 
quarantine in those districts where Brookline dairies are 
located. Some fifteen quarantine inspection tours, varying 
from two to ten hours each, were made in this connection. 
While this work was hard, it was extremely satisfactory, and 
I am glad to report that not one of our contributing dairies 
was affected by the disease. In addition, I feel that the ex- 
perience that I acquired will be very valuable in contin- 
gencies that may arise requiring similar action in a more 
fimited area. 


Foodstuffs. 


I am assured by the officers of the State Board of Health 
that its reorganization will, among other things, result in the 
resumption of the work of protecting the food supply of the 
State, thereby relieving local health officers of a large amount 
of work that can best be handled by the State. This applies 
mainly to violations for which the large manufacturers are 
responsible. State supervision to be effective must, how- 
ever, be supplanted by local inspection of provisions and 
foodstuffs as regards deterioration from age, improper stor- 
ing or unsanitary handling, and protection from ‘local con- 
tamination. It has been necessary to give a great deal of 
time to this work, for in cases where violations were noted, I 
have endeavored to explain why a correction was insisted 
upon. I have found this method of procedure a very fruitful 
one. 

Many of our citizens have expressed the opinion that such 
foodstuffs as raw meats, vegetables, grapes, etc., should also 
be protected from flies and dust. I feel, however, that while 
this would be desirable, it would be going a little beyond the 
point of practicability. I have consequently included in my 
work only such foods as are usually eaten uncooked or un- 
washed, and those which, although usually cooked before 
consumption, are susceptible to the incubation of bacteria. 


362 BROOKLINE TOWN REPORT. 


The results obtained the past year have been accomplished 
with less objection by dealers, and I feel that this part of the 
work has been a considerable factor in maintaining the 
health of the town. 


Laboratory Report. 


As a whole the foods have been satisfactory. Raisins and 
currants almost universally contained sulphur, probably 
from use of sulphuric acid or sulphite during the drying 
process. No mention whatever is made of this on the labels 
and I am at present investigating the law on this point. 

Yhree samples of bread and biscuit were taken to see if 

the nutritive values were what they should be, and in each 
case the results of investigation were satisfactory. 
_ Of the 26 samples of vinegar analyzed, several were 
slightly below the legal requirement, but none were appar- 
ently adulterated by intention of the dealer, and a notice of 
the facts resulted in more careful selection. 

One sample of poor butter is still waiting final test in the 
laboratory. . 

There is undoubtedly more real fraud in the matter of fla- 
voring extracts than in any other single article of food. Many 
of the samples are labeled in such a way that one has to read 
very carefully or else he will buy something which passes the 
legal requirements, but which he does not want at all. For 
example, extract of lemon is supposed to be made of oil of 
lemon and alcohol, and the Pharmacopoeia of 1890 fixed a 
strength at 5%. 1 did not find a single sample of extract 
containing 5% of oil, and many contained practically no oil 
at all. A careful study of the labels shows that substitutes’ 
were used, so nothing can be done except in the way of gen- 
eral education. 


Recommendations. 


I herewith make such suggestions as I feel would ma- 
terially improve and protect the milk supply of the town: 

That three times as many bacterial samples and twice as 
many chemical samples be taken, with the publication of the 
results of analysis in the local papers. I feel that this would 
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stimulate the dealers to produce and to select better milk 
and cream supplies for Brookline delivery. In the several 
towns and cities where the quality and purity of each dealer’s 
milk are regularly published, the supplies have shown marked 
improvement. 

That this division be authorized to take a more active part 
in encouraging the sanitary~production of milk by issuing 
to contributing dairymen educational pamphlets containing 
pertinent sanitary suggestions, and by co-operating with 
officials at annual milk and cream shows, so far as this applies 
to dairymen producing market milk for Brookline delivery. 
About all the poor milk found has been in the market milk 
class, and is usually caused by the error or neglect of the pro- 
ducer. It seems apparent to me that educational instruction 
of a permanent nature should accompany the dairy inspec- 
tion. The average farmer is receptive, but knows little 
about such things as bacteria. It is my purpose to have 
these suggestions in card form posted in each dairyman’s 
building, so that when complaint is made of his milk, whether 
it be streptococci infection from desquamation of the cow’s 
hide, or curdling milk from improper cooling, he can find 
the remedy on the card. The Boards of Health in several 
municipalities have contributed prizes to the annual milk 
show for cleanliness in market milk produced for local distri- 
bution, which policy has shown good results. 

That this division be represented by membership in the 
International Milk Inspectors’ Association, and that one of its 
officers attend the yearly convention. The literature fur- 
nished to members is in itself very valuable, while attend- 
ance at a convention admits of obtaining the advice of the 
world’s experts upon problems that confront a milk in- 
spector. 

That breast milk be analyzed for citizens unable to pay 
for such work. In such cases where the family would not 
obtain this service through a free dispensary or other char- 
itable source, physicians have applied to this office. They 
have advised me that the chemical analysis of mother’s milk 
is often imperative to save an infant’s life. Of the five sam- 
ples received during the year, three were done by the chem- 
ist without remuneration upon his learning the circumstances 
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of the applicants. The other two were charged to the de- 
partment at half the usual fee. This arrangement will apply 
to any future samples. 

That the Board consider the advisability of installing a 
municipal pasteurizing plant for the treatment of milk in 
sealed jars. This plant should be of sufficient size to do our 
largest raw milk supply in one operation. I am convinced 
that an expenditure for this purpose would be more produc- 
tive in health conservation than any other that could be 
made, and I refer you to the recommendations and pertinent 
reasons advanced by Dr. Denny and the late Dr. Osgood in 
their last year’s reports. 

I also wish to call attention to the need for better office 
facilities. | Considering the several branches of municipal 
service which are carried on, one small room is entirely 
inadequate. Your agent should have a suitable office where © 
such matters as relate to violations of the law and other sub- 
jects that do not permit of publicity (unavoidable in a general 
office) may be discussed in private. 

In conclusion, I wish to invite the co-operation of citizens 
in all matters pertaining to this branch of the Public Health 
service.

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(ABRIDGED REPORT) 


Brookline, Mass., Jan. I, 1915. 


To the Board of Health:— 


Gentlemen,—I have the honor to submit the annual report 
of the work on fly and mosquito suppression for the season, 
April 15 to October 9, 1914. This is my fourteenth annual 
report on mosquito work and my sixth annual report on fly 
suppression. 


MOSQUITO SUPPRESSION. 


This work prevents the spread of malarial fever for the 
mosquito is the only known carrier of the malarial parasite 
from sick to healthy persons, and it also promotes a safe 
and comfortable outdoor life for our residents. 


Five thousand circulars on mosquito suppression were dis- 
tributed in April to the residents of the town. 


Sanitary Inspection. The general inspection of the town 
was started April 15 and when completed the inspection 
‘was repeated every ten days until the first week in October. 

There were 55,000 systematized inspections made of about 
4,300 lots of land. These inspections revealed 9,510 water- 
tight receptacles on many different house lots. 


Our field force of 8 men made 100 inspections of 21 public 
and private dumps. These men gathered 34,624 buckets, 
pails, cans and bottles in which rain water would accumulate. 
They were broken or buried. 

We found and cared for 44,134 receptacles as a result of 
the inspections of house yards, private and public dumps. 
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Petrolizing. The petrolizing squad scrutinized the site 
of each pool of water of record every 16 days, for the pur- 
pose of applying oil. There were 3520 such inspections of 
416 pools and ditches of stagnant or slowly running water. 
There were about 25,000 applications of oil to 2,700 catch 
basins containing water. 


Draining and Filling. The work of reclaiming the mos- 
quito breeding pools and swamp lands in the southerly part 
of the town should claim our attention in the future. 


Results. There were very few mosquitoes in Brookline 
in 1914 Many citizens have repeatedly expressed their 
satisfaction over the rarity of mosquitoes and flies. There 
was but one case of malaria reported to the Board of 
Health from a population of 30,000 inhabitants. 


Pley SA PPRESSION. 


This work is done to eliminate the fly as an active carrier 
of infection and asa nuisance. Five thousand circulars on fly 
breeding and the danger of fly-borne diseases were distrib- 
uted to the residents of the town. 

Unsanitary conditions most favorable to fly, propagation 
are exposed and neglected animal, vegetable, fruit and fish 
wastes and particularly moist manure of horses, pigs and 
cows. 


Sanitary Inspection. The fly and mosquito inspections 
were made jointly, and of the 55,000 combined inspections 
already referred to, 4,717 follow-up inspections were made 
to observe the progress of the householders in abating fly- 
breeding nuisances on record. Pur 


Manure. ‘The inspections revealed 331 heaps of manure 
on private property which varied in quantity from 1% to 
1,400 cubic yards. Of these 331 heaps, 192 were stored in 
stable pits, bins and carts and 139 heaps were stored in the 
“open air.” 
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On October 9, 178 manure heaps had been either completely 
and promptly removed from the premises where found, regu- 
larly carted out of town twice a week, or stored within dark, 
fly-tight pits provided with Orton traps. There remained 153 
manure heaps which were not adequately protected from flies 


at any time during the season. 

The writer once more strongly advocates the municipal 
collection and removal of manure from the town, as is done 
with garbage, to effectively control fly breeding in manure. 


Fly Traps. Orton fly traps were installed on 62 stable 
manure pits and bins. There were 27 of these made strictly 
dark and fly-tight. The remaining 35 pits or bins which 
were trapped were never satisfactorily darkened or tight- 
ened. 

The experiment of catching the flies in the business and 
tenement house districts with large fly traps was continued 
in 1914, at the order of the Committee on ‘Public Health. 
The writer designed for this work a large all metal trap 
which was protected by a heavy galvanized iron wire and 
sheet metal case. One hundred of these traps were set out 
in June in the public streets. Results are shown in full in the 
reprint of the Health report. 


Maggot Traps. Eighteen experiments were made by the 
writer for the purpose of studying the efficiency of the 
maggot trap. Adult flies, particularly the species Stomoxys 
Calcitrans, have survived in large numbers in these mag- 
got trap experiments. 


Garbage. There were 1,140 householders reported for 
maintaining fly-breeding conditions. These unsanitary 
conditions were 1,087 uncovered and leaking receptacles, 
541 garbage lockers strewn with garbage and in a foul and 
filthy condition, 581 yards strewn with garbage and 742 
dirty receptacles, many having coatings and deposits of 
decomposed garbage, in which fly maggots could be ob- 
served, making a total of 2,951 unsanitary garbage condi- 
tions, 7 


Lele 
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On October 9, of the 1,140 householders reported for main- 
taining garbage nuisances, 908 householders had abated the 
nuisances on their premises and 232 had failed to do so. 


Privies. [lies breed in the contents of privies and may 
carry infection thence to healthy persons or their food. 
There have been 84 privies found by our inspectors and 68 
were referred to the Sanitary Agent for abatement. 

The writer referred 109 complaints to the Sanitary Agent, 
of which 44 were contractors’ privies, 24 were house privies, 
Q were manure pits and 32 were miscellaneous nuisances. 


Summary. The total number of nuisances reported con- 
ductive to fly-breeding were 3,483. Of these on October 9, 
about 2,672 were abated and 811 remained unabated.

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REPORT OF MEDICAL SUPERINTENDENT OF 
BOARD OF HEALTH HOSPITAL. 


To the Board of Health of Brookline, Mass.: 


Gentlemen,—I have the honor to submit the following 
report of the Board of Health Hospital for the year ending 
December 31, 1914. 

From the appended table you will note that the number of 
cases is slightly smaller than last year. This too is in spite of 
the fact that for the first time there has been no interruption in 
hospital work during the Summer months. In August and 
September there were no admissions for Diphtheria and 
from June 1st to December 31st only three cases of Scarlet 
Fever. 

The present hospital buildings were occupied October 11, 
1902. Since that time we have cared for 366 cases of Diph- 
theria and 467 cases of Scarlet Fever. ‘This is an average 
of 30 cases of Diphtheria and 39 cases of Scarlet Fever each 
year and is 60 per cent and 76 per cent respectively of the 
cases of these two diseases reported in Brookline. Hence, 
our work this last year has been a little more than that of 
the average year and as there were 58 cases of Diphtheria 
and 49 cases of Scarlet Fever reported in the Town this past 
year, we have cared for a larger per cent (80 per cent of the 
Diphtheria and 70 per cent of the Scarlet Fever) than the 
average. At no time has the demand for hospital care of these 
two diseases approached that of the three or four years which 
preceded the erection of these buildings. 

Besides Diphtheria and Scarlet Fever we have cared for 
occasional cases of Measles, Tuberculosis, Erysipelas, etc. 
When the present buildings were occupied, a few Measles 
patients were admitted to one of the old wooden buildings. 
Long ago this proved inadequate and nurses quarters or 
private rooms in the Diphtheria Ward were used. 

It is a matter of great satisfaction that this will be no 
longer necessary. The new Isolation Ward will be perfect- 
ly adapted to the care of these occasional cases as well as 
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of other doubtful or suspicious cases, without exposing them 
to either Diphtheria or Scarlet Fever. 


In December, 1905, Tuberculosis patients were first ad- 
mitted to one of these old wooden buildings and such cases 
have been cared for there at intervals ever since. For the 
first time during this past year this service has been con- 
tinuous. With the exception of March 23-April 1 and Octo- 
ber 14-November 7, we have had from one to four con- 
sumptive patients. The need of better accommodations 1s 
self evident. Cleaning, patching and painting have made 
the present ward habitable for this winter. But we firmly 
hope that it will soon be possible to so adjust the plans to 
the generous appropriation of the town for the purpose, 
that within a few months our new Tuberculosis Wards may 
be rendering their share of the service for the contagious 
patients of Brookline. 


There have been no cases of crossed-infection during 
the year, nor have any of the nurses or employees contracted 
disease from our patients. The nucleus of the executive and 
of the nursing force, headed by Miss Meek, has remained 
unchanged, a fact which has been greatly to the advantage 
of the hospital.

FIFTY-EIGHTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The Trustees of the Public Library present herewith 
their annual report: 

The past year has brought few changes in conditions, and 
none of importance. The library staff; in all the important 
positions remains unchanged. No new branches have been 
opened and no new policies have been adopted. But the 
record is one of gradual and healthy expansion. So far as 
the main library is concerned there has been an apparent 
decrease in the circulation, but that result is due to a change 
in the method of calculating circulation, which is explained 
in the report of the librarian. But the circulation in the 
Children’s Department has increased to a certain extent, 
and that of the Coolidge Corner branch and at the Sewall 
School station has shown a very large increase. The Cool- 
idge Corner branch justifies its existence more and more as 
time passes. 

The experiment of establishing, first a reading room, and 
later what is virtually a branch library in the Sewall school- 
house, has been even more sug¢cessful than the Trustees 
thought it would be at the start. Owing to the peculiar 
conditions of the community it serves it has not seemed 
worth while to keep it open during the summer months. 
During the season of 1913-’14 it was open from December 
10, 1913, to May 27, 1914. Last autumn it was opened on 
October 3. The room which the School Committee allows 
us to use is very well fitted for the purpose, and the experi- 
ment of devoting a room in a school building for library 
extension is encouragingly successful. 

The Trustees have always regretted the circumstances 
that obliged them to close the Chestnut Hill deposit station. 
There is a large community of both well-to-do and compara- 
tively poor people within easy walking distance from the 
junction of Hammond and Boylston streets, but a long dis- 
tance from the main library. The population is on both 
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sides of the Brookline-Newton line; and those whose resi- 
dence is in Newton are even more cut off from easy access 
to their city library than are the citizens of Brookline. It 
seems a pity, unless legal obstacles prevent, that a com- 
munity which is divided into two parts by an imaginary 
line, should not be allowed to combine for the enjoyment of 
the facilities of a branch library. Careful investigation 
shows that there is no building on the Brookline side that is 
available for such a use. The Trustees have no plan to 
present, but they have under consideration the conditions 
that call for the solution of an important problem. If it 
were possible for either the City of Newton or the Town of 
Brookline to establish a branch, open to the members of the 
community in either municipality, and supported by the two 
jointly, that would be a happy solution. 

The Trustees, construing somewhat liberally a section of 
the regulations, have decided that it is now expedient to 
extend the privileges of the library by permitting those hav- 
ing cards to take out more books at the same time than 
under the old rules, without going through the formality of 
taking out special privilege cards. There are many citizens 
who, for purposes of study or general information, desire to 
have several books at hand on the same or similar subjects. 
As the plan is in effect a liberalizing of the library the 
Trustees see no objection to this modification of the system. 
If any evil should develop it will be a simple thing to revert 
to the former method. 


The Trustees wish to make the hall in the library building 
as useful as possible to all societies and organizations that 
have objects cognate to the purposes of a library, and that 
are not, even incidentally, seeking money or self-advertis- 
ing. During the past year they have granted the use of 
the lecture room to the Bird Club for several lectures, and 
to the Art Committee of the Brookline Education Society 
for several more—among which were a most interesting dis- 
cussion, participated in by well-known experts, on housing, 
and a fine lecture by Mr. Ralph Adams Cram upon the sub- 
ject of the mutual relations of art and industry. The Trus- 
tees will welcome applications for the use of the lecture 
room under the conditions prescribed. 
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During the month of April the use of the west basement 
room was granted to the Brookline Bird Club and the For- 
estry Department of the town for an exhibit to show the 
usefulness of our birds in their relation to trees and to agri- 
culture. The exhibit of bird houses excited much interest. 
The room remained open for about a month, and was visited 
by many persons from surrounding towns, as well as by 
young and old of our own citizens—more than three thou- 
sand in all. 

Among the interesting gifts of the year may be men- 
tioned that of Dr. William C. Mackie, of Brookline, who 
gave a large number of medical and other books from the 
library of his late father, Dr. William B. Mackie, of Boston; 
a very beautifully illustrated volume on the “Silver of the 
American Churches,” from the late Mr. James L. Little; 
and some Japanese prints from Mrs. John L. Gardner,

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 


Brookline, Mass., Jan. I, 1915. 
To the Trustees of the Public Library :— 


Gentlemen,—I have the pleasure of submitting my _thir- 
teenth annual report for the year 1914, the fifty-eighth in 
the history of the library. 

No new enterprise has been started during the year, as 
it has seemed enough to try to improve the quality of the 
work begun last year,—namely the reading rooms at Cool- 
idge Corner and in the Sewall School building. We look 
forward to further expansion of this kind with the convic- 
tion that in this way the largest growth of the library is to 
be expected. This is not to say that the larger building of 
the main library is not needed, as without the central plant 
it would be impossible to make a small branch do the work 
that is now accomplished at Coolidge Corner. This is not 
a small stationary collection of books, soon exhausted, but 
a constantly changing library, where the variety of books 
and magazines is only limited by the size of the main col- 
lection. 

It is to be hoped that during the coming year the com- 
bined efforts of the Trustees and the Librarian may find 
a way to give to the large and growing district at Chestnut 
Hill a similar branch. It is not too much to say that to 
many residents of this part of Brookline, a library two miles 
away might as well not exist. 

Although in the Heath School district a very efficient 
deposit station has for many years dealt out books to the 
adult population, this part of Brookline has no reading room 
facilities, and sorely needs them. The Librarian would 
welcome an opportunity to combine with the Recreation 
Commission, as in the Sewall School house, in establishing 
a reading room in the Heath School. 

Each year in the new library sees an increased use of the 
lecture hall and of the other rooms available for club use. 
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This extension of the field of library service proves not 
only useful in itself, but it naturally brings the library into 
prominence, and thus gives us opportunities of wider ser- 
vice to the public. 

The very active young organization, the Brookline Bird 
Club, has been given permission to use as its headquarters, 
a part of the large, pleasant west basement room under 
Gardner Hall, and it has held frequent meetings there dur- 
ing the year. It has also had the use of the lecture hall on 
several occasions. The Forestry Department and the Bird 
Club together had during April a most attractive display 
of birds and bird-houses in the west basement room, which 
attracted bird lovers from far and near, 

This same basement room where our photograph collec- 
tion is kept, has been used regularly by a club of ladies 
studying Italian art. Here were spread out for their use’a- 
large number of our photographs and colored prints spe- 
cially selected to illustrate the subject of each meeting. 

The library adds each year to this collection of photo- 
graphs partly through purchase, and partly by mounting 
valuable material from magazines, such as the wonderful 
pictures of places from the National Geographic, and the 
work of modern illustrators from the Century and Scribner. 
This collection is used more and more as time goes on, and 
especially during 1914 Mrs. Thurston and other teachers in 
the High School have availed themselves frequently of its 
resources. The Library would welcome further use of the 
room and the pictures by groups of students. 


Coolidge Corner Branch. 


The second year in our present quarters at Coolidge 
Corner shows a circulation of 55,199 books against 51,008 
issued during 1913. The reading room has been greatly 
improved in looks by a new floor covering of linoleum, by 
a case for magazines and a new charging desk, which al- 
lows two assistants to work conveniently together, taking 
in and giving out books as well as registering new borrow- 
ers. A new sign has been placed on the front of the build- 
ing, which can be seen and read from the cars and from 
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the other side of Beacon street, and a janitor’s sink and 
water heater have been installed. The room seems still 
adequate to the demands made on it, although since no 
part of Brookline has grown at such an unprecedented rate 
as this, it is hard to forsee the future of the branch. AlIl- 
ready it has assumed such importance that one finds that 
its patrons consider it “the public library” and often do not 
know the location of the main building. Nothing that the 
Trustees have done in the last twenty years has given more 
widespread satisfaction than the establishment of this 
branch. 


Sewall Reading Room. 


The reading room in the Sewall School house on Cypress 
street has been kept open during 8 months of the year. 
From January to April 18, it was open every evening as well 
as Saturday afternoons; after that until it was closed for 
the summer on May 27, it was open only Wednesday and 
Saturday evenings. It was reopened on October 3, and has 
been kept open since then on three evenings a week and on 
Saturday afternoons. During the early part of 1914 the 
Library shared with the Playground Commission the ex- 
pense of opening this school building,—that is, the pay- 
ment to the school janitor. We were therefore able to 
open the reading room every day. During the last three 
months of the year the Library has not only had to pay 
the janitor without help from the Playground Commission, 
but it has had to employ two persons to keep order and is- 
sue books in the Reading Room instead of one, as formerly. 
I am happy to report that Mr. Nason will open his games 
room on January 4, and I hope that in future the two rooms 
may be always open at the same time, as the games are in- 
valuable to the library in working off the superfluous en- 
thusiasm of our readers. Mr. Cooper, who made himself 
greatly liked by the boys and young men of this neighbor- 
hood, has been succeeded by Mr. Walter Spaulding, who 
has had charge of the room since it was opened in October. 
During the eight months of 1914, 3,734 books have been is- 
sued to readers, as compared with 1,443 during five months 
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in 1913, a substantial gain. Sixty-nine new borrowers have 
registered here during the year. 


Boylston Station. 


5,162 books have been issued from this station against 
4,954 in 1913. Forty-six new borrowers have registered 
here. The station is now in the hands of Miss Margaret 
Grogan, who succeeded to Miss O’Brien’s business on May 
I, 1914. 


Children's Department. 


The work of this department falls into three main divi- 
sions, the issue of books to children, both in the main 
library and at the branches, the club work carried on by 
Miss Lockwood among the boys and girls, and the work 
with the schools. 

During 1914, 27,201 books have been issued from the 
Children’s Room in the main library, 10,417 from Coolidge 
Corner, and 2,315 from the Sewall Reading Room. This 
circulation of 39,933 books is supplemented by 15,841 books 
issued by the teachers in the schools, making a total of 
55,774 volumes given out to children through the year. 

The work with the schools, which includes the graded 
schools, the School of Practical Arts and the Parochial 
School, shows an issue of 8,318 books to the teachers, 
against 18,397 volumes in 1913. This year’s figures repre- 
sent books actually sent from the library, while we have 
heretofore counted renewals as additions to our circulation. 
Thus at present a lot of books may be kept the entire school 
year by the teacher without renewal, while formerly we 
have issued their books only for a month with the privilege 
of one renewal. The present method is much more satis- 
factory to the teachers. Eighty-three public school teach- 
ers and all the parochial school teachers have taken boxes 
of books for use in the school room and for distribution to 
pupils, and they have recorded a circulation of 15,841 vol- 
umes to their pupils. As many teachers keep no record of 
the circulation of their books this is a very modest esti- 
mate of their use. Notwithstanding the tax which the me- 
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chanical work of distribution involves the majority of the 
teachers give the most cordial co-operation in teaching the 
children to love to read. Some of the teachers tell of most 
interesting instances of children reading their books aloud 
to parents who cannot read. 

During the year nineteen classes of the seventh, eighth 
and ninth grades have come for their accustomed lessons 
in the use of the library. After a lesson those pupils who 
have never taken out cards are invited to do so, and often- 
times take away their first books. At the Heath School, 
a number of the ninth grade pupils had never been inside 
the library building. 

The most informal but perhaps the most profitable work 
of the Children’s Department is Miss Lockwood’s clubs. 
To establish more intimate friendly relations with the 
boys and girls frequenting the library and to attract them 
to good books is her aim. With the help of three efficient 
volunteers ten clubs have been carried on during 1914. 
This fall the demand has been so great that the small 
groups have with a few exceptions been abandoned, and 
for the last two months there have been several weekly 
groups of from twenty-five to fifty children. 

The young girls who have spent their vacations at Miss 
Lockwood’s camp in the Maine woods have been kept to- 
gether during the winter in a club which meets at least 
once a month to have stories told them or a book read to 
them, with sometimes a little more practical meeting, as 
when Dr. Augusta Williams gave them a lesson in bandag- 
ing. 

The children in these clubs make their first acquaintance 
with such classics of childhood as Rip Van Winkle, The 
Christmas Carol, Aesop’s Fables, Andersen and Grimm’s 
tales, the Uncle Remus stories, the Jungle Books, Alice in 
Wonderland, Tom Sawyer, and a host of other heroes. 


Work with the High School. 


In 1899, when the School Reference Department was es- 
tablished in the old library building, it was evidently the 
intention of the Librarian to serve both the High and the 
graded schools. This, however, proved as time went on, not 
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entirely practical, since the High School] needs the larger 
general collection to draw upon, and can be better served 
entirely outside the Children’s Department. 

The library has now made a beginning to meet more 
adequately the needs of the High School, and we hope to 
systematize this work further during the coming year. 
We have for years issued many books to the teachers at the 
High School, and we have reserved many more here in the 
library for their use, but we have never bought books sys- 
tematically to meet the needs of their classes for collateral 
reading. This we now propose to do little by little as our 
book funds will permit. 

At the request of the Departments of English and His- 
tory the students are to be invited, during the present win- 
ter, to come to the library in small groups to have some 
instruction in the use of the catalogue and of the most 
important reference books. With the experience of two 
years ago as a help and possibly as a warning, these lessons 
are to be made more restricted in scope and more practical 
than before by basing them on a problem set for each class 
by its teacher. 

It would be a happy solution of many of the problems 
connected with the intelligent service of the High School, 
if the Public Library could be entrusted with the man- 
agement of the library in that building. 1 believe that this 
solution would be as welcome to the High School authori- 
ties as it would be to the Librarian. 


Statistics. 


During 1914, 216,455 books have been issued for home use 
from the main library and its branches, against 217,967 in 
1913. This decrease in figuures is due to a change in our 
methods rather than to any decrease in the use of our books 
which has really been larger than ever before. Our fig- 
ures for 1913 and 1914 show an apparent falling off in the 
issue of books to the teachers for reasons already explained. 

During the year the following number of books were sent 
from the main library to the stations: Coolidge Corner, 
5,384; Boylston, 564; Sewall, 822; total, 6,770. 
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During 1914, 1,757 adult card holders were newly regis- 
tered, and 557 children. Adding to these 2,777 adult and 
214 children’s cards reregistered during the year, as well 
as borrowers registered and reregistered in 1913, and sub- 
tracting cards cancelled, makes a total of 11,458, which is 
as nearly as we can estimate the number of cards in actual 
use, : 

The new registration at the branches, included in the 
above figures, is as follows: Coolidge Corner, 1,448; Boyl- 
ston Station, 50; Sewall Reading Room, 86. 

The registration of non-residents occupied in various 
capacities in Brookline numbers 173. This includes 68 
teachers, 23 pupils, who pay for tuition in our schools, 65 
persons employed in business in the town, 10 employees of 
post office and town, and 7 persons. who pay a tax in Brook- 
line on property adjoining their places of residence. 

During the year the total gain in books added by pur- 
chase and by gift was 5,363; 1,545 books were. withdrawn 
and replaced; 979 were discarded. The total number of 
books now in the library is 86,388. 

To the Art Department were added 22 Medici prints, 28 
reproductions of the Vasari Society, 4 Vermeer prints, and 
694 photographs or reproductions from books and maga- 
zines. 

The yearly inventory reveals the loss of 225 volumes, ot 
which 73 are from the Children’s and School Department; 
149 from the open shelves, and 3 from the stack. 

Of the 188 volumes reported lost in 1913, 15 have been 
returned to the library. A more detailed statement of the 
inventory will be found in Appendix E. 

The Librarian has turned into the Town Treasury 
$1,438.72, this being the amount received during I914 in 
fines for overdue books, in payment for lost and damaged 
books, and in the sale of “reserve” postals. 


Library Building. 


The three years spent in the new building have caused 
much satisfaction and few criticisms. The Librarian has 
never been satisfied with the lighting, or rather with the 
absence of lighting, of the front steps, or of the Children’s 
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entrance at the east side of the building. The small and 
ineffective lantern at the latter entrance is now to be re- 
placed by a much stronger light, shielded by a street hood, 
and raised over a foot higher, which promises to be a great 
improvement in lighting a very dark corner. It is to be 
hoped that the town will vote the sum needed for proper 
lights in front of the building, which your Board recom- 
mends,—they are greatly needed. In speaking of these im- 
provements in lighting I want to urge that the Park De- 
partment be asked to light adequately the much-used path 
at the west of the building, which is made especially dan- 
gerous by three short flights of steps, and because in win- 
ter it is very often covered with ice, owing to the grade 
of the adjacent land. 

To lessen the heat in the book stack, and thus to save it 
for rooms where more heat is needed, the maims and con- 
nections from the heating plant in the stack have been 
covered with asbestos. This should prolong the life of the 
books, to which heat is most destructive. 

The use of the space at the back of our building as a 
playground for children is both annoying to the readers in 
our Book Room and destructive to our stack windows. 
These have been broken to such an extent that it will be 
necessary to protect them with wire grating. The sum 
needed to cover this expense is included in our estimate for 


IQIT5. 
Staff. 


The library has had an exceptiona! year in that no 
changes have occurred in the regular staff. No amount of 
special training can make up wholly for the intimate knowl- 
edge of the library gained by years of service. The Libra- 
rian is very glad that the library is able to secure and to 
hold the services of an exceptionally faithful and intelligent 
staff, to whom, more than to anything else, the good name 
of the library is due. 

Two changes in the force of special workers, who give 
only a small part of their time, should be noted: Mr. 
Walter Spaulding, a student at the Boston University 
Schooi of Theology, has taken Mr. Cooper’s place at the 
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Sewall Reading Room, and Miss Phail’s place as an assist- 
ant in the Children’s Department on Sunday has been 
taken by Miss Sara B. MacLean. 


Miscellaneous. 


The Librarian and many members of the staff have at- 
tended the meetings of the Massachusetts Library Club, 
which have been held during the year at Somerville, Wor- 
cester, and Stockbridge. Aside from the value, sometimes 
doubtful, of listening to set papers, these meetings have 
their use in acquainting the staff with the methods of the 
libraries where they are held, and in promoting ac- 
quaintance with other library workers. 

At the request of Mr. Moulton, the Librarian of the 
Public ‘.ibrary in Haverhill, and with the approval of the 
Library Committee, Miss Hubbard, of the Children’s Room 
of the Haverhill Library, came to spend a few weeks in the 
spring in our Children’s Department to learn from Miss 
Lockwood and her assistants, by observing the work from 
day to day. 

During March two students from the New York State 
Library School, Miss Gates and Miss Davis, came to 
Brookline to do some practical work in the library, as part 
of their school course.

THE NEW DEVOTION BUILDING. 

In its report of last year, the Board stated its expectation 
that this building would be satisfactorily completed at a cost 
not exceeding the appropriation available, $139,500.00, and 
would be ready for occupancy in September, 1914. Both ex~- 
pectations have been realized. The latest statement from 
the Town Accountant, December 30, 1914, shows expenditures 
for construction amounting to $138,896.81. The Board rec- 
ommends that the balance unexpended, $603.19, be carried for- 
ward in order that it may be in position to meet sundry small 
charges yet to be provided for. The assembly hall was in 
readiness for the exercises of graduation which occurred in 
June and all other portions of the building were completed 
before the beginning of the current school year. 
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For furnishing this new building and fitting it for occu- 
pancy, the town placed at the disposal of the Board the sum 
of $15,800. The Accountant’s statement just referred to shows 
an unexpended balance of $3,349.82. Inasmuch as there are 
sundry outstanding charges on account of furnishing, and 
others yet to be incurred, the Board recommends that this 
balance also be carried forward. 

On the evening of Saturday, November 7, 1914, the build- 
ing was thrown open for the inspection of the people of the 
town and, at the same time, exercises of dedication were held, 
as shown by the following program.

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The Board deems it advisable to incorporate with this re- 
port the substance of the address made by the Chairman who 
presided at the dedicatory exercises. 

“For some time it has been the custom of the School Com- 
mittee to hold simple dedicatory exercises whenever new build- 
ings have been opened for use. We have, therefore, asked you 
to come here this evening to participate in these exercises in 
connection with the Edward Devotion School. 

“T think that some of you who are not familiar with the 
facts may be interested in a brief statement with reference to 
Edward Devotion and what he did for the town of Brookline. 

“Edward Devotion was born in Muddy River, after- 
wards known as Brookline, in 1668, and died in Brookline in 
1744, and was buried in the Walnut Street Burying Ground. 

“He signed the petition for the separation of Brookline in 
1704 and was active in town affairs. In his will, which 
was dated June r4th, 1743, was the following provision :— 


“Item. In case my estate prove to be sufficient to pay my just 
debts, funeral charges and the aforementioned legacies, and there 
should be any overplus left, then my will is and I hereby give the 
said overplus to the town of Brookline towards building or main- 
taining a school as near the centre of the said town as shall be 
agreed upon by the town. But if the said town cannot agree 
upon a place to set the said school upon, then my will is that the 
said overplus be laid out in purchasing a wood lot for the use of 
the school and the ministry of said town forever.’ 


“Owing to various difficulties in settling his estate the legacy 
was not paid to the trustees representing the town until May, 
1762, and at that time the amount received was $3,696.00. 
The fund was carefully kept by various trustees from that 
date until 1837, when owing to depreciation of securities at 
the time of the Revolutionary War the amount was $2,280.65. 
In this year the United States Government made distribution 
of surplus revenue and as its portion Brookline received $2,- 
209.34, which was added to the school fund, the interest to 
be applied to the support of the public schools. In January, 
1844, it was voted to use the part of the school fund which 
had been received from the National Government towards

the expense of building a combined town hall, engine house 
and school house. In April, 1844, the trustees reported that 
as the town had taken a part of the school fund they thought 
it would be for the best interest to use the remainder of the 
fund, which was the money given by Edward Devotion, for 
the same purpose, and this report was accepted and adopted, 
and, as a result of the action of the town all of the school fund 
was used for a town hall and school house, but the engine 
house was built separately. In March, 1846, the trustees 
made their final report in which they stated that the amount 
of the school fund had been “invested for the promotion of 
education in the erection of a town hall in which some excel- 
lent school rooms have been provided.” The accounts of the 
town do not refer to the school fund or the Edward Devotion 
fund after that date. 

“In 1857 when the Public Library was established an at- 
tempt was made to get back the school fund for the purpose 
of a library and evening school but this was unsuccessful. 
Nothing further was heard of the Devotion School Fund 
until 1877, when a committee suggested that a note be given 
for the amount and the amount be used for school purposes, 
but no action was taken. In 1883 the School Committee took 
up the matter with a great deal of earnestness and it was 
finally voted in 1884 that the Town Treasurer give a note for 
$5,000.00, payable to the School Committee, which was made 
trustee of the Edward Devotion School Fund. This action 
was taken with the provision that it be expended in the 
enlargement of the High School Building, and the town de- 
clared :-— 


“*“That the bequest of Edward Devotion ‘towards building and 
maintaining a school as near the centre of the town as shall be 
agreed upon by the town’ having been invested in the High School 
building, the large hall in the same shall hereafter be called the 
‘Edward Devotion Hall’ in his honor.’ 


“In the next report of the School Committee they stated that 
‘A handsome but not expensive tablet, commemorating the 
gift of Edward Devotion to the town, has been placed on the 
wall in the main hall.’ The main hall referred to was in the 
High School. When the old High School building was taken 
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down this tablet disappeared and no one has been able to find 
out what happened to it. 


“In 1891, at a cost of over $60,000.00, the town bought the 
land on Harvard street which was a part of what was formerly 
known as ‘Babcock Farm,’ and which in turn was a part of 
the seventy-six acres which originally belonged to the Edward 
Devotion homestead and which he inherited from his father 
and sold in 1740. On the property purchased stood the old 
house which was built in 1680 and which still stands between 
tlie schools. In 1892 the present Primary Building was built 
and the School Committee named this school the ‘Edward 
Devotion School.’ In 1892, in their report to the town, they ; 
outlined a plan for the group of buildings which has now been 
completed. 

“The growing needs of the Edward Devotion School have 
long received the attention of the School Committee, and at 
a Special Town Meeting held December 30th, 1912, the Com. 
mittee was authorized to procure plans, specifications and esti- 
mates for the enlargement of the school and $1,500.00 was 
appropriated for the purpose. At the annual town meeting 
on March roth, 1913, a large picture and floor plans of the 
proposed building were submitted to the town and an appro- 
priation of $138,000.00 was authorized. Immediately there- 
after, with the professional assistance of Messrs. Kilham & 
Hopkins, the final plans were completed for the building as 
you find it today, with eight class rooms, an assembly hall 
for the whole school, a manual training room, a gymnasium 
and certain smaller rooms with a single heating plant for the 
entire group of buildings. 

“On May 23rd, 1913, the general contracts were awarded 
and work was pushed as rapidly as possible so that we were 
able to hold the Graduating Exercises last June in this hall 
and the entire building was in readiness at the beginning of 
the present school year. 

“We believe, as a result, we have in this section of the 
town a splendid building, well adapted to its purpose, which 
will provide ample school accommodations for years to come, 
and, as the Committee stated in its report last year, ‘This 
hall will provide a facility of which the school has long stood 
in urgent need and will, in the judgment of the Committee, 
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be of great advantage to the neighborhood.’ To my mind, 
the school buildings in Brookline have not been utilized for 
the general public service to the extent they should have been, 
and I hope the great investment the town has made in this 
and other schools will be made use of in the future to the 
greatest extent possible. Of course the buildings have been 
built primarily for one purpose and nothing must interfere 
with such use, but there is also a great opportunity to serve 
the general public and thus obtain all the benefit we can out of 
these great plants. 

“The most authentic and reliable statement with reference 
to the Edward Devotion Fund is to be found in a paper read 
before the Brookline Historical Society on February 26th, 
1908, by Edward W. Baker, who concludes the article with 
the following statement :— 


“The saying is old but true that ‘‘we cannot have our cake and 
eat it, too.” The Devotion legacy was honestly and intelligently in- 
vested, and the income used for maintaining the schools as intended 
by the giver of the fund from 1762 to 1837. It was not the fault 
of the trustees that the war which our country fought for its inde- 
pendence brought a depreciation in values, and reduced the income 
from investments. No one can blame them for loans to the State in 
the times of need and stress. There was no “graft,” and, as the com- 
mittee of 1837 reported, there was “ample sufficiency of the secur- 
ity.” It would seem, however, that when the town, in 1846, took the 
school funds to build the town hall it was false to the trust. To be 
sure, in 1883, the attempt was made to clear the record by calling 
the High School enlargement an investment of the Edward Devo- 
tion Fund. But that improvement was imperative, and the money 
used was Devotion Fund money only by the flimsiest of apologies, 
and even then the apology was soon lost sight of, and the memorial 
tablet disappeared from view. 

“When the School Committee named the Harvard street build- 
ings the “Edward Devotion School,” there was at last some fitting 
memorial to the name of that one of the twenty-eight signers of 
the Muddy River petition for independence, who thought so much 
of the home of his parents, who felt so great an interest in the 
place of his own birth and residence for seventy-six years, that he 
bequeathed for the educational and religious welfare of the com- 
munity a goodly share of his earthly possessions, Let us hope 
that never again will the town forget Edward Devotion and what 
he did for the town’s benefit.’ ” 
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THE HIGH SCHOOL— 
NECESSITY OF ENLARGEMENT. 


The beginning of the current school year, September, 1914, 
witnessed an unusual increase in the number of pupils in 
attendance on this school. It was evident at once that the 
capacity of the building was more than exhausted. Availing 
itself of the first opportunity, at the special town meeting of 
December 16th, 1914, the Board obtained a special appropria- 
tion of $1,500.00 to enable it to procure plans and reliable 
estimates of the cost of providing additional accommodations. 
In connection with the article in the warrant, calling for such 
appropriations, there was printed an explanatory statement 
which is here reproduced. Although brief, it covers the es- 
sential features of the matter now under consideration. 


“The present High School building was erected at a cost of 
$200,000.00 and was first occupied in September, 1895. 
According to the annual report of the School Board for the 
year ending February 1, 1895, the High School then con- 
tained 246 pupils. The new structure was designed to pro- 
vide adequate accommodations for six hundred pupils. The 
present school year is the twentieth in the occupancy of the 
existing building. The beginning of this year (September, 
1914) disclosed an unusual increase in the size of the school 
and the membership of the school at present is 669. 

“The building as it stands cannot meet the demands now 
made upon it and the interests of pupils in attendance are 
being sacrificed. The School Committee is aware that, as 
municipalities increase in size, an increase in the number of 
High Schools becomes finally inevitable. For the present, 
however, the Board is unanimously of opinion that a regard 
tor educational efficiency and a regard for economy in expen- 
diture call for the enlargement of the existing plant. In 
view of the time which must elapse before increased accom- 
modations can be provided, and in view of the increase in the 
number of pupils which will go on steadily, it is the belief of 
the Board that circumstances admit of no delay.” 


Since the special meeting of December 16, the Board has 
been engaged in consultation with the Board of Municipal 
Improvements and with Messrs. Andrews, Jacques & Rantoul, 
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architects, under whose professional advice the present build- 
ing was erected. In view of the urgency of the demand, the 
Board hopes to present at the annual town meeting a care- 
fully matured scheme for providing increased accommodations, 
together with a reliable estimate of the expenditure which will 
be involved. Even now the interests of the High School are 
suffering and the strongest of reasons exist for beginning 
building operations at the earliest possible moment. 


School of Practical Arts. 


Closely connected with the demand for increased accom- 
modations for high school pupils, inasmuch as they make ex- 
tensive use of the Manual Training Building on Tappan street, 
is the need of providing further accommodations for the 
pupils of the School of Practical Arts. This school, estab- 
lished in September, 1913, practically doubled in size at the 
opening of the present school year. Regarded at the outset 
as somewhat experimental, the experience of a year and a half 
indicates that the School of Practical Arts meets a real need 
of a permanent character and justifies the belief that the school 
will, in the future, constitute a permanent feature in the school 
system of the town. Reluctantly, but compelled by circum- 
stances which could not be ignored, the Board asked the town 
at the special meeting of December 16th to put at its disposal 
the sum of $500.00 to be expended, as in the case of the high 
school, for procuring plans and reliable estimates of the cost 
of providing increased accommodations. The explanatory 
paragraphs appended to the article in the warrant read as fol- 
lows: 


“Tt is to be regretted that circumstances oblige the School 
Committee to present to the town, at one and the same time, 
the need of enlarged accommodations at the High School and 
also at the Manual Training Building. These needs, how- 
ever, are independent one of the other and we believe both 
should be promptly met. 

“At a special town meeting held on November 22, 1900, 
the School Committee was authorized to make contracts for 
a Manual Training High School house at a cost not exceed- 
ing $100,000.00, and at the adjourned annual town meet- 
ing held on March 27, 1901, the sum of $100,000.00 was 
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appropriated for the construction of such building. The 
building now standing on Tappan street was erected at an 
expenditure within the appropriation and was first occupied 
in September, 1902. 

“In making plans for this structure the School Committee 
deemed it wise to look somewhat to future needs. It should 
be borne in mind, however, that all planning was done with 
sole reference to the prospective needs of High School pupils. 
At that time the School of Practical Arts had not been thought 
of. When this last named school was opened in September, 
1913, the place for it was unmistakably the Manual Training 
Building. The school, now on its second year, comprises 
seventy-eight pupils, and the building no longer meets the 
combined needs of the High School pupils and of the pupils 
belonging to the School of Practical Arts. In this connection 
it may be remarked that for nearly twenty years the town 
has maintained a Kindergarten which has been known as 
the High School Kindergarten. During several years this 
kindergarten was located in the High School building and on 
being crowded out of that structure was placed in the Manual 
Training building. As the school year 1913-1914 approached 
its end, it became extremely doubtful whether this kinder- 
garten could be Jonger provided for in the Manual Training 
building. Failing to find satisfactory quarters for it else- 
where, the School Board allows it to remain in the building, 
though this is done greatly to the inconvenience of the kinder- 
garten and of the older pupils. While a kindergarten in a 
school of this character is something of an anomaly, it has met 
a constant demand of the neighborhood and its patrons would 
be greatly disturbed by the prospect of its discontinuance. 

“The School of Practical Arts practically doubled in size 
at the beginning of its second year. There seem to be ade- 
quate reasons for a confident belief in its growth and per- 
manence. At present its work is carried on under very distinct 
limitations and the School Board cannot escape the respon- 
sibility of acquainting the town with the situation and of 
recommending prompt measures of relief.” 


Since the special town meeting of December 16th, Mr. F. 
Joseph Untersee, architect of the Manual Training Building, 
has been asked by the Board to submit simple plans for ef- 
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fecting the desired end which would enable it to procure a 
reliable estimate of the expenditure involved. As in case of 
the high school, the Board hopes to be ready to present to 
the town at the annual meeting adequate information on both 
these points. 


Renovation of Interiors. 


As remarked in its report of last year, the Board adheres 
confidently to the policy, now of a dozen years standing, which 
contemplates the thorough renovation each year of one or 
more interiors. One year ago, in view of the rather large 
appropriation it was obliged to recommend for furnishing 
the new Devotion building, the Board refrained from asking 
the town to make any special appropriation for renovations. 
This year, in view of the large expenditures likely to be called 
for by the necessity of providing increased accommodations 
for pupils of the high school and of the School of Practical 
Arts, the Board again will make no request for money to be 
devoted to renovation. This decision is reached with some 
reluctance, inasmuch as the Lawrence building, last dealt with 
in 1905, ought really to be taken in hand during the coming 
summer. 


Financial. 


At the special town meeting of December 16th, an additional 
appropriation of $1,150.00 was made for the maintenance of 
the high school and an appropriation of $250.00 for the sup- 
port of evening schools. The condition of the several appro- 
priations at the end of the fiscal year, December 31, 1914, is 
shown by the following table:

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At the annual town meeting of 1913, under a special article 
in the warrant, an appropriation of $2,000.00 was made for 
the maintenance of the School of Practical Arts during the 
last four months of the fiscal year. At the annual meeting of 
IQI4, again under a separate article in the warrant, the main-_ 
tenance of the School of Practical Arts during the fiscal year 
1914 was provided for by the appropriation of $5,000.00. This 
year the Board deems it expedient to include with the other 
captions under which the school appropriations are asked for, 
an item which provides for this school. The estimates for the 
year 1914 have been made after careful study and are as con- 
servative as is consistent with prudence. The increase over the 
estimates of last year are chiefly due to an unavoidable in- 
crease in the number of the teaching staff, although several 
routine increases in the salaries of a considerably large number 
of teachers, account in a less degree for the increase. The 
estimates for 1915 are as follows :-—

Attention is called to the fact that in making the annual 
appropriation vote “for maintaining the public schools,” the 
following clause is always added: “All money received for 
tuition fees or otherwise shall be paid into the Treasury and 
is not appropriated for schools purposes.”’ Under that clause 
the following amounts have been paid into the Treasury dur- 
ing the past five years :—

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In other words, the cost of maintaining the public schools 
would have been reduced each year by the amount named, if 
the amount had been so applied instead of being paid into the 
Treasury.

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Peon OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Committee :-— 


The rules of the Board make it the duty of the Superintend- 
ent of Schools to present at this time an annual report. The 
report now called for is supposed to relate chiefly to the school 
year last preceding its presentation, that is to the year ex- 
tending from September, 1913, to June, 1914. There seems 
to be no reason, however, why it may not concern itself with 
other matters of immediate interest which do not fall within 
the limits of the year in question. Accordingly, the pages 
which follow will be found to comprise such data concerning 
the year just mentioned as properly become matter of record 
and, also, the discussion of several topics of urgent importance 
which involve prompt action and regarding which it is de- 
sirable that the people of the town be adequately informed. 
Proceeding at once to such discussion, I speak first of the 


School of Practical Arts. 


Any one who looks into the educational policy of the town 
for the last forty years—to say nothing of earlier times—can 
scarcely fail to be impressed by its evident desire to provide 
fully for the education of all its children and youth. While 
this policy has been pursued in a most literal spirit, the pe- 
cuniary resources of the town have been such that expenditures 
for education, while large, have involved no hardship. As 
illustration of the town’s determination to provide every edu- 
cational facility for its young people, I may call attention to the 
liberal provision continuously made for the types of schools, 
primary, grammer and high, with which Americans have been 
iong familiar. Not content with this, however, the town early 
provided for the establishment of an adequate number of 
kindergartens and, since their establishment, has granted, with 
apparent readiness the very considerable sums of money neces- 
sary for their maintenance. Very early, also, the town pro- 
vided for the extensive enlargement in scope of the instruc- 
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tion approved for the elementary schools. Prior to the action 
of which I now speak, provision had been made for drawing 
and music. In this respect, however, the town was in no 
way exceptional, since a host of other communities had done 
the same thing. To Brookline, however, belongs the credit 
of being among the very first of recognizing the necessity of 
enlarging the traditional elementary curriculum by the incor- 
poration therewith of manual training in its varied forms of 
cooking, sewing and wood-working. It is unnecessafy to speak 
in detail of the successive steps which followed the recogni- 
tion of this necessity. These steps involved very distinct in- 
creases in the cost of maintaining the schools, but such in- 
creases have been met without serious objections from any 
quarter, because of an apparent conviction that they are really 
worth what they cost. Somewhat more recently there de- 
veloped a greatly increased interest in the related subjects © 
of physical training, school sanitation and hygiene, and a con- 
viction that the schools might accomplish much more than 
they had hitherto attempted. The actual embodiment in prac- 
tice of this conviction involved still further increase in ex- 
penditure. [ mention these three things—the maintenance 
of an adequate system of kindergartens, adequate provision 
for the instruction of both boys and girls in the manual arts, 
and similar provision for safeguarding and enhancing the 
physical welfare of children, as illustrations of what an opu- 
lent and intelligent community has done, because of its evident 
determination to provide adequately for all the needs of all 
the children and youth within its borders. Still other evi- 
dences of this determination are not lacking, nor are they less 
important than those already cited, even though they be of 
longer standing. With no disposition to underestimate their 
importance, I pass them by and call attention to the estab- 
lishment of the School of Practical Arts as being nearly or 
quite the latest illustration of the readiness of this community 
to recognize and provide for every well-defined educationa) 
need. During recent years, it has become increasingly ap- 
parent that, in general, the High School does not appeal to 
or meet the needs of all pupils who reach the end of the 
grammar school course. While such a high school as our own, 
with its five distinct courses of study and its recognition within 
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these courses of the importance of the elective principle, does 
meet the needs of the great majority of pupils completing the 
grammar course, there remains a certain contingent whose 
needs it fails to meet. This is true in spite of the fact that 
for fifty years at least the American high school has been 
steadily enlarging the scope of its instruction to the end that 
it might more fully meet the needs of the community which 
it was designed to serve. In spite of such enlargement, how- 
ever, and having practically enhausted the possibilities in this 
direction, there may be found in every community young people 
in their teens—in every way as deserving as their fellows— 
for whom the high school is not the place, and whose formal 
education is quite certain to end unless some other and dis- 
tinct provision is made for them. With the lapse of time, and 
by no means too soon, there awakened among us a conscious- 
ness of something remaining to be done if we were to live 
up to our ideal of making adequate provision for all our young 
people. We could no longer ignore the fact that for lack of 
some provision certain of these young people were spending 
one or more years most aimlessly and were then drifting 
largely by chance into casual employments, like blind alleys, 
leading nowhere. The problem to be solved was social as well 
as educational. Previous reports contain other observations 
which need not be repeated here. It would be unfortunate if, 
by extended theoretic discussion, I exhausted the patience of 
those to whom we must appeal if the rapidly developing needs 
of the school now under discussion are to be met before reach- 
ing a statement of the steps which must be taken to meet such 
needs. 

Without further preliminary, then, let me remark that the 
opening of the School of Practical Arts in September, 1913, 
may be regarded as nearly or quite the most significant event 
of the school year,—significant because of its novelty and as 
constituting an extension of school facilities. Jn recent years 
many schools, more or less similar to our own, have been estab- 
lished in American towns and cities. Conditions in these 
places, in most instances, vary greatly from our own and, 
consequently, we can profit only to a somewhat limited ex- 
tent from their experience. Located in the Manual Training 
Building on Tappan street, working under conditions not 
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wholly favorable but unavoidable in case of a new enterprise 
of this character, the school passed its first year, achieved a 
reasonable success and justified its continuance. In September, 
1914, the admission of a second class practically doubled its 
size and made it urgently necessary to consider the question 
of increased accommodations. Assuming, as I think we may, 
that a school of this general character, whatever may be its 
name, will hereafter and permanently constitute a feature of 
the town’s’ school system, [ am confident that the community, 
loyal to traditions of many years’ standing, will desire that 
it be given adequate financial support. At the outset, this 
involves the provision of adequate accommodations and sub- 
sequently the annual appropriations necessary to a high meas- 
ure of efficiency. Limited as is American experience with 
schools of this character, it is sufficiently extended to make 
it evident that the per capita cost of instruction will be large— 
very likely exceeding the cost of a high school of the first 
order of excellence. Many questions may be asked regarding 
the School of Practical Arts, which, as I think, a wise person © 
will not attempt to answer at present. How long is to be the 
course; what subjects shall be taught, what omitted; what 
studies shall be required, what optional; what distinctions shall 
be made as between boys and girls; these may be cited as 
questions which can only be answered in the light of experi- 
ence yet to be accumulated. Even now, however, and while, 
as it were, feeling its way, I am confident that what is being 
done justifies faith in the future. It is, of course, unfortunate 
that the need of increased accommodations for the School of 
Practical Arts develops at the same time with the need of the 
enlargement of the high school building. Whatever it may 
be found desirable to do as a temporary matter, it is important 
that ultimately the pupils of the School of Practical Arts be 
located in close proximity to the shops in which the larger 
part of their time is to be spent. In these days when economy 
and efficiency are so much talked of, both would be sacrificed 
by any other procedure. At various times since the erection 
of the Manual Training Building it has been suggested that 
the town had builded quite in advance of its needs. Whatever 
measure of truth there may have been in these observations, 
it is now clearly evident that the united demands of the High 
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School and of the School of Practical Arts have more than 
exhausted the capabilities of the structure as it now stands. 
While the number of students concerned may be smaller than 
the number affected by the lack of accommodations at the 
high school, the two needs seem otherwise to be equally ur- 
gent and it is greatly to be hoped that the town will determine 
to deal promptly with both. 


The High School. 


The history of education in the United States for a half 
century past has few, if any, more striking features than 
the astonishing increase in the number of public high 
schools and of the pupils in attendance thereon. In the 
early days of a community of course a single high school 
suffices, and the experience of our own town shows clearly 
that a town may attain a very respectable age and yet be 
adequately served by one high school. When, however, 
a certain increase in population brings with it a correspond- 
ing increase in the number of high school pupils, the ques- 
tion inevitably arises as to the wisdom of establishing ad- 
ditional schools. Opinions will differ as to the size which 
a high school should be allowed to attain. On this point 
local conditions may have an important bearing. It is evi- 
dent, however, that due regard for economy and for effi- 
ciency both demand reliance upon a single school until the 
reasonable possibilities of such school have been fully at- 
tained. On the point of economy, it may be remarked that 
while the initial cost of erecting a second building may not 
very greatly exceed the cost of enlarging a building already 
in existence, the subsequent expense of maintenance and 
administration will be greatly increased and must be met 
year after year. It would also be easy, I think, to prove 
that a single large school, say a school of a thousand pupils, 
is likely to be much more efficient than two schools of five 
hundred each. In the last analysis, the efficiency of a school 
is determined very largely by the adequacy of the financial 
support accorded it and it is much more likely that a single 
school, in which the entire community is interested and 
which involves no duplication either in plant, function or 
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staff, will secure such adequate support than that two 
schools will do so. When in any community the multipli- 
cation of high schools becomes unavoidable, a number of 
interesting questions arise. Shall such schools be quite 
similar to one another but so located as to meet the con- 
venience of different sections? Shall they be schools of 
differing types, classical, English, technical, commercial, or 
industrial? If they are to be of the traditional American 
type designed to provide a general, all-round training, shall 
they be organized on sex lines, some for boys and some for 
girls? As already intimated, there may come a time in 
the growth of a community when such questions of policy 
must be settled. Happily, as I think, that time has not 
come for Brookline, and I am confident that dispassionate 
study of the local situation will lead to but one conclusion, 
viz.: the wisdom of so enlarging the building which now 
provides somewhat inadequately for six hundred pupils 
that the needs of a thousand be fully met. Personally, I 
am of opinion that in this community that number should 
be regarded as the maximum number desirable for a single 
school. Provision for such number seems to me to carry 
with it a reasonable regard for the future. It seems cer- 
tain to meet such demands as will arise for several years 
and perhaps nobody is at present sufficiently far-sighted 
to do more than this. In this connection, I am tempted to 
indulge in some observations designed in part to make 
clear the great responsibilities resting on high school teach- 
ers and likewise to emphasize the delicacy of their problems 
and of the difficulties which attend their solution. I may 
wish also to suggest that with numerous and notable ex- 
ceptions, high school teachers are not, as a whole, proving 
equal to the opportunities which confront them. Should 
I do this, it should be clearly understood that I speak in 
most general terms and with no special reference to our 
own staff. First, then, as to difficulties. While I am sec- 
ond to none in my admiration of and liking for American 
youth of both sexes, I must call attention to the fact that 
not infrequently they are hard to deal with. In the ele- 
mentary schools they were children, lacking self-conscious- 
ness, untroubled by the hopes and fears, the false pride 
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and the keen sensitiveness, and a disposition to hide their 
best impulses in a sort of dogged, shame-faced way—all 
of which are so characteristic of youth. As children they 
were easily controlled, amenable to every good influence. 
As youth they have entered the yeasty period, the time of 
storm and stress. With inadequate or incorrect standards 
of judgment, they jump at conclusions as to motives and 
conduct—their own and those of others—in which they 
have implicit faith but in which they are woefully mistaken. 

In all this they are not especially to blame. Such things 
characterize adolescence. It must be observed also that 
not infrequently American youth suffer much injustice at 
the hands of the American home and of American society. 
Of them it may be often and truly said they are more 
sinned against that sinning. ‘Young America imbibes from 
old America lack of regard for authority, a disregard for 
the sensibilities of others, a disposition to think often of 
his rights and infrequently of his duties. Truly, the task of 
teachers who deal with such inflammable material is diffi- 
cult, but how magnificent are the opportunities! If, hap- 
pily, they remember vividly their own youth, with its folly 
and weakness—albeit with its hopes and aspirations—and 
so can truly enter into the likes and aversions, the tempta- 
tions, the lack of self-control, the interest in trivial and un- 
worthy things, the cheap ambition, or possibly the lack of 
any ambition whatever, how incalculable is the service 
which they may render! Unhappily, hard as sounds the 
suggestion, high school teachers too often lack humanity, 
or to speak more accurately, they seem to lack it. They teach 
subjects, not boys and girls. Their perspective is wrong. They 
fail to see clearly that while in every school pupils will absorb 
no inconsiderable quantity of knowledge, the school can do 
other and far more important things for them. I say the 
school, but of course I mean the teacher. It is too much of a 
demand on human nature to suggest that al! teachers shall 
be admired, respected and esteemed by all pupils, but is it too 
much to ask that every pupil whose bumps are right shall 
find at least one teacher to admire and respect and esteem? 

In common with the whole craft, high school teachers are 
most conscientious, painstaking and hard working. I do but 
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suggest that sometimes they are absorbed by the mint, ainse 
and cummin losing sight of the weightier matters of the law. 
American youth is often trying to the last degree, but it is gen- 
erally sound at the core. It commonly has aspirations, even 
though it takes great pains to conceal them. How often, I won- 
der, does the American youth say in his heart,—“When I 
am aman I would like to be just such a man as is my 
teacher of Latin or Greek or Mathematics.’ How often 
does the American girl say, “When I am a woman I should 
like to be exactly like my teacher of German or French or 
drawing.” Of course, I realize that is placing before high 
school teachers the highest conceivable standards, but do 
they ask for any lower? I do not suggest that the high 
school teacher take the place of father and mother. While 
parents have opportunities not open to him, he has oppor- 
tunities not open to them. The high school youth of either 
sex needs the guidance of a firm, yet gentle hand. Occasionally 
he must be dealt with severely—always he must be dealt 
with justly and happy is the teacher who can so administer 
justice that he wins at the same time the culprit’s acknowl- 
edgment. After all, youth believes in fair play. It was 
an English lad who wrote to his father regarding his school- 
master: “Dr. H— is a beast, but, he is a just beast.” Evi- 
dently the responsibility of the high school teacher is two- 
fold—he must know his subject and must teach it well. 
Even more important is it that he know his boys and girls. 
He must in sympathy enter into their feelings and realizing . 
that, however well he may teach his Latin, his science, or 
mathematics, there remain other and weightier matters 
which demand his attention. He will not allow himself to 
become so fully absorbed by the daily routine as to overlook 
the other and greater opportunities which surround him.

Financial. 


While matters of school finance are within the province 
of the Board of School Committee rather than within the 
province of the Superintendent of Schools, the latter, in the 
performance of his duties, naturally obtains an intimate 
knowledge of details which seems to justify him in making 
certain comments on them. It is generally known that the 
town, during many years, has been very liberal in its pe- 
cuniary support of its schools. Such liberality has not 
been confined to the School Department, but has extended 
to all departments of municipal expenditure. Of course, 
no advantage should be taken by school officials of the 
town’s liberality. It is clearly incumbent upon them to 
see that every dollar is so judiciously expended as to bring 
value of one hundred cents in return. The annual reports 
of the State Board of Education ordinarily contain two 
tables of interest. One of these tables arranges the 353 
towns and cities of the Commonwealth on the basis of per 
capita expenditure for pupils making up total membership. 
The latest of such tables gives Brookline the fourth place 
in this particular, the per capita cost in Dover, Weston 
and Hull exceeding that in Brookline, while the per capita 
cost in the remaining 349 municipalities is less than in 
Brookline. It is manifestly desirable that the circum- 
stances which explain and justify this high per capita cost 
be generally understood. As a partial explanation, it may 
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be remarked that the smaller a school system the larger is 
the cost per pupil as far as certain expenditures are con- 
cerned. By way of illustration, I may take the cost of su- 
pervision. Let us suppose that the town of A and the town 
of B each employs a Superintendent of Schools at a salary 
of $5,000 per year. Let us further suppose that the aver- 
age membership of the schools of A is 2,500 and the aver- 
age membership of the schools of B is 5,000. Evidently, the 
per capita cost of supervision of A will be $2 while in B it 
will be $1. What is true of supervision will be equally true 
in many other items of expenditure. As already remarked, 
this constitutes only a partial explanation of high per capita 
cost. A more adequate explanation may be easily found as 
- the following incident will show. Very recently I chanced 
to attend a general meeting of teachers in a neighboring 
city, when a member of the School Board spoke of the dire 
need of more money for the support of local schools. By 
way of illustration, he called attention first to the fact that 
many classes were unduly large. To remedy this evil more 
teachers and more class rooms must be provided. Next he 
spoke of the many old school buildings of the city which 
stood in need of extensive repairs. To better their condi- 
tion more money must be had. As a third item, the speaker 
dwelt on the inadequacy of the appropriation for mainte- 
nance of evening schools. As a fourth, he reminded his 
audience that vacation schools had been maintained during 
several years by philanthropic organizations which are now 
appealing to the School Board to take over this work. And 
finally, he spoke of the desirability of increasing teachers’ 
salaries—a step which, in his judgment, ought to be taken, 
but for which the needed funds are not available. These 
five illustrations, said the speaker, are chosen from a much 
larger number of particulars in which the schools of the 
city are suffering from lack of pecuniary support. When- 
ever, in that city, the needs are provided for in an adequate 
manner, the per capita cost will be much increased. Now 
' in Brookline, for many years, it has been customary to give 
prompt recognition to successive educational needs as they 
- have developed, and to provide the funds necessary to meet 
these needs. This policy cannot be pursued without liberal 
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expenditures. If an abundant educational table is to be 
spread, the per capita cost of those sitting about it is cer- 
tain to be high. I shall be sadly misunderstood if anyone 
thinks I am justifying wasteful or extravagant expendi- 
tures. I wish only to emphasize the fact that schools which 
conform to the latest and wisest ideals as to what schools 
should be must, of necessity, be maintained at a high cost 
per capita. In a somewhat long experience, I have known 
what it is to carry on schools with very meagre pecuniary 
resources and have seen clearly how the schools suffered. 
The schools of Brookline are expensive because this excep- 
tionally fortunate town is both able and willing to do for 
them what many another town and city would do gladly if 
resources permitted. 

The second of the tables in the report of the State Board 
of Education already referred to arranges the towns and 
cities of the Commonwealth according to the proportion of 
their taxable property appropriated for the support of pub- 
lic schools. Brookline’s position in the latest of such tables 
is 343. According to this table, each dollar of valuation 
contributed two and three-tenths mills—about one fourth 
of a cent—for the support of schools. Among my friends 
and acquaintances are men who expend—and very properly 
expend—for their households ten times the amount which 
I am able to expend. ‘This implies no extravagance on 
their part; their resources justify their expenditures and 
there is no conceivable reason why I should think that their 
scale of expenditure should conform to mine. In a very 
similar way, the Town of Brookline—because of the for- 
tuitous combination of large valuation and small popula- 
tion—can, and, as [ think, ought to expend money for edu- 
cational purposes on a scale which is out of the question 
for many other municipalities. Once again, lest a wrong 
interpretation be put upon what I have been saying, let me 
repeat that nothing is further from my intention than to 
justify needless or extravagant expenditures. In the field 
of education as elsewhere, one does not get something for 
nothing. Really good schools must always and everywhere 
be expensive. Incidentally, I may once more call attention 
to the fact that the largest portion of the school appropria- 
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tion is expended, as it ought to be, for the payment of 
teachers’ salaries. Surely, the wisdom of employing a suffi- | 
cient number of teachers and those of the highest attainable 
excellence, cannot be questioned. 


The Ruth E. Lander Room. 


In the Lincoln Grammar Building a very attractive room 
is now available for purposes of reading and study by Lin- 
coln School children, chiefly during out-of-school hours. 
Through the generosity of a member of the Board, this 
room has been most tastefully furnished and through the 
efforts of teachers and pupils a bronze memorial tablet has 
been placed upon its wall. By formal vote of the Board, 
this room has been designated the Ruth E. Lander Room. 
In order that the action thus briefly outlined may be un- 
derstood by readers of the present report, I quote as fol- 
lows from the report of the Superintendent for the year 
ending January 31, 1904: 


“While I have been engaged in the preparation of this re- 
port and for the first time since my connection with the 
schools began, a teacher has been removed by death. On 
Friday, January 29th, Mrs. Ruth E. Lander, the loved and 
honored Principal of the Lincoln School, was released from 
a long illness which had been endured with wonderful cour- 
age and cheerfulness. Mrs. Lander was appointed in May, 
1887, to a temporary position in the Ward School, and in 
the following month to a permanent position as an assist- 
ant in the Lincoln School. The latter position she con- 
tinued to hold until September, 1895, when, on the resigna- 
tion of Mr. M. W. Richardson, she was appointed Principal 
of the school. At that time the school contained 481 pupils, 
which number gradually increased until at present it has 
reached 573. 

“Mrs. Lander’s career as a principal has been noteworthy. 
In all her dealings with associates, pupils, and parents, con- 
fronted with an endless variety of problems, her clear head 
and warm heart proved equal to every demand. Under her 
geuidance, the Lincoln School has not only afforded its 
pupils a sound intellectual training, but with a happy union 
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of kindness and firmness it has guided them into manly and 
womanly paths. Many must be the homes and many the 
hearts to which the simple tribute I so gladly pay to her 
memory will seem poor and inadequate.” 


Ten years have elapsed since the above inadequate trib- 
ute was paid. It should prove a source of satisfaction not 
alone to Mrs. Lander’s immediate friends and associates, 
but also to every right-minded person, that a decade has 
not blotted out the memory of a good woman, but that there 
still remain those who are glad to do her honor. 


Men’s Week. 


In my report of last year I called attention to the fact 
that a really strong and efficient system of schools must 
possess certain invisible and intangible assets. Foremost 
among such assets are the confidence and hearty support 
of the community. Only schools of genuine excellence can 
inspire and retain such confidence. But confidence, if it is 
to be steadfast and abiding, must rest upon knowledge as 
a foundation. It follows that school officials are not only 
justified in making constant efforts to induce the people 
whom they serve to acquaint themselves with the local school 
system, but it is their manifest duty to do so. If the schools 
will not bear inspection, which, however searching is in- 
telligent and sympathetic, the sooner this fact is disclosed 
the better for all concerned. If, on the other hand, schools 
can meet such test with a fair measure of success, the com- 
munity will respond not only by providing adequate pecu- 
niary support, but by providing also that moral support 
which is an indispensable condition of efficiency. In the 
absence of effort on the part of school officials to bring 
about a close relation between the people and the people’s 
schools, parents will form an opinion, more or less accur- 
ate, as to the schools which their children attend, and the 
community in general is likely to put an approximately fair 
valuation on its schools. Such opinions, however, will lack 
accuracy, breadth of view and vitality. To secure them 
special efforts must be made. It was a regard for such 
considerations as these that led to the setting apart of a 
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week in February, 1913, when the men of the town were 
especially urged to visit the schools. That appeal was 
measurably successful and in May, 1914, the appeal was 
again made. At that time there was sent to every house- 
hold represented in the schools a card reading as follows: 


BROOKLINE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 
Men’s Week, 
Monday, May 4——-———Friday, May 8, 1914. 


With the approval of the School Board, the teachers of 
the public schools and the Superintendent thereof extend 
a cordial invitation to all men of the town to visit schools 
during the week indicated above. While Visitors are 
always welcome, the men of the communty have not 
seemed fully to appreciate their responsibilities; hence this 
special appeal. Nothing unusual will be attempted during 
the week now in question. Our invitation includes men 
having no children in the schools, as well as those whose 
households are represented, nor will women be less wel- 
come than at other times. 


According to the reports made by principals, 244 different 
men responded to this invitation. Not a very large num- 
ber to be sure, but if we may assume that each made men- 
tion of his visit, his observations and resulting impressions, 
to one or two of his acquaintances, evidently something was 
done toward focussing the attention of the community on 
what may properly be regarded as its most important 
municipal interest. 


Age Conditions in Grade |X. 


This caption appears first in the Superintendent’s report 
for the year ending January 31, 1902. At that time there 
were five fully graded grammar schools and a table similar 
to that printed below shows that the ninth grade at that 
time comprised 183 pupils. At present we have six fully 
graded schools, the number of ninth grade classes being 
eight and the total number of pupils connected therewith

record. Any one specially interested in the matter to which 
it relates is referred to comments made in preceding reports 
on similar tables.

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A few mornings ago my mail contained an appeal from 
the President of the Lincoln Memorial University, Cum- 
berland Gap, Tennessee, reading in part as follows :— 


“Something happened here this morning that I want you 
to know. 

“About nine o'clock a young fellow swung in onto the 
campus with a long-legged stride that would have been an 
astonishment anywhere else. He had come a hundred miles 
from his home in the mountains of North Carolina. 

“T turned him over to Dean Ford, but I listened to the 
conversation. He had brought with him the sum of $10.00 
—no more—all he had on earth. That was his financial equip- 
ment for college. The Dean told him he did not know what 
to do with him, and explained as kindly as he could that the 
rooms were all spoken for and occupied, and every available 


_ bed taken, everything ‘full-up.’ 


“T looked at the young man, he never flinched; he smiled, 
confidently faced us both, clear-eyed and steady,—and this 
is what he said: ‘Dean, I didn’t come here to get a room, nor 
to get a bed; I came to get an education; I can sleep on the 
floor.’ 

“There wasn’t any answer to that that we could think of, 
so we made a place for him; we had to. We can’t turn that 
sort down; we can't do it, and we won't do it as long as there’s 
a dollar in sight.” 

What a contrast between the circumstances of this young 
mountaineer and the circumstances which surround our young 
people. This incident, which so touches one’s heart-strings, 
leads me to revert to the fact that, if opportunity were the 
determining factor in education, the outlook for the youth 
and children of Brookline would, indeed, be rosy. But, as 
we know, that eager young fellow who tramped the hundred 
miles will wrest success out of the very dearth of opportu- 


nity, while too many of the young people in an opulent com- 


munity like our town will evince something very like a de- 
termination not to get an education. For this they are not 
themselves wholly to blame. In very considerable degree they 
are victimized by their environment. The conclusion to be 
drawn is not that opportunities are to be diminished, but that 
an appreciation of opportunities and a determination to make 
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the most of them are to be developed. For accomplishing this 
result, parents are and must always be primarily responsible. 
Constituting a close second to parents are teachers. Support- 
ing both parents and teachers should go a virile and in- 
sistent public opinion enforcing the truth that the great busi- 
ness of youth is the getting of an education. This always 
has and always must entail earnest and long continued effort. 


We do not wish our young friends to become prematurely 
old nor do we expect them in youth to display the wisdom 
of age. As Beecher once said: ‘Nobody likes to see a thirty- 
year-old head on a twelve-year-old boy.” We do, however, 
expect them to recognize the fact that whatever is worth 
having is worth seeking. That, in this world, everything worth 
having involves effort and that a possession of such transcend- 
ent value as a thorough, well-rounded education must be paid 
for with a great price. This is no cause for discouragement 
but rather should be like a trumpet call. Very likely it will 
prove that the effort, the courage, the self-denial entailed in 
attaining an education constitute the all-impotrant elements in 
the resultant which is sought. One recalls the story of young 
Abraham Lincoln, walking seven miles in order to borrow a 
book of which he had heard and then seven miles back again. 
Then the reading—intense, repeated, tearing the heart out 
of the volume, and the thinking which followed the reading. 
To return that precious book to its owner and to reach home 
again called for a tramp of fourteen additional miles. How 
many of us would walk twenty-eight miles or, I had almost 
said twenty-eight rods, for a new book? But one need not 
despair. In spite of the triflers there are a multitude of youth 
who are diligently making the most of their chances, and there 
is a saving remnant of adults who still know what are the 
greatest things in the world. It is the privilege of parents 
and teachers to guide and encourage young people in the 
struggle which all must make. And this must be done more’ 
by example than by precept. As Emerson put it: “What you 
are speaks so loudly that I cannot hear what you say.” What- 
ever excellence the schools of Brookline possess must be cred- 
ited chiefly to the generous and unstinted efforts of a company 
of teachers who are proving day by day, and every day, both 
by example and precept, that they grasp the significance of 
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the considerations on which I have been dwelling and who 
will spare no effort in the attempt to impress this significance 
on the young people in their care.
